Capt. Albert R. Couden says that while the 
American warships now in the harbor could 
land 4,000 men he does not believe that more 
than 2,400 men would be necessary in case 
a landing had to be effected. The landing of 
the entire force, he said, could be accom- 
plished in fifteen minutes. In case of neces- 
sity the battleships would remain at anchor 
while the crulsers dernonstrated nearer shore 
to protect the landing parties.

The five men in jail, however, refused to 
mécept these conditions. ( Secretary Taft 
thereupon took up the matter diplomatically, 
with the résult that Consul General Steinhart 
end Capt. Frank McCoy, military aid to 
President Roosevelt, drove in an automobile 
to the presidio in Havana, where they saw 
Secretary Montalvo, and-got his consent for 
the release of José Miguel Gomez and four 
others of the leading alleged conspirators. 
The latter returned with them to Minister 
Morgan's house, arriving. there at 7-30 
o'clock this evening. 

Meanwhile Machado and Ferrara, the rebel 
leaders in Santa Clara province, had taken 
an automobile and gone direct to the rebel 
camps outside Marianao, returning with 
Gen. Del..Castillo and Pino Guerra, respect- 
ively the leaders of the revolt in the provinces 
of Havana and Pinar del Rio, who were on 
horseback. 

- Rebels in Conference. 

Arriving at Marianao they went to the 
house of the local president of the liberals, 
Baldomero Infante, where they held a pre- 
‘fiminary-caucus. On the arrival of the pris- 
onera from Havana a.. went to United 
States Minister Morgan's house and the con- 
ference on which all persons felt rested the 
success. of the endeavors to settle matters 
without American intervention proceeded. 

Not since the efforts at mediation began 
had such intense intergst prevailed. Crowds 
thronged the streets surrounding Mr. Mor- 
gan’s villa, and with suppressed excitement 
awaited the arrival of the rebel leaders. It 
was evident that the sentiment of the village 
was with the rebels, but the people feared to 
applaud them. 

Automobiles dashed to and from the villa 
regardless of speed limits, taking participants 
to the conference and carrying messages. 
There were similar scenes in front of Sefior 
Infante’s house during the afternoon on ac- 
count of the expectations that the prisoners 
and the rebel leaders would gather there. 
Streets were crowded. but order was main- 
tained by the local police, under the per- 
sonal direction of the mayor. On the an- 

. nouncement being made that the prisoners 
had refused to accept conditional release the 
crowd withdrew quietly, but reassembled 
again this evening and followed the outer 
evidences of the proceedings with avidity. 


Both Sides Are Bitter. 

While both the government and the in- 
Surgents continue to observe the truce and

Instead of camping within sight of Havan’k 
Guerra’s 600 men came to a sudden halt in 
the town of Caimito.

Why He Isa Rebel. 

Gen. Coraldo Machado was one of the :r- 
rivals today to see Secretary Taft. He made 
“this statement: “‘I am not a warrior, but 
was forced to take up arms to help bring 
peace to the island. I took no partin the war 
against Spain. I am a business man and 
represent in Santa Clara important banking 
- gnd financial interests. When this revolution 
began I came to Havana with Gen. Menoc al 
and endeavored to bring about peace. For 
my pacific efforts I was twice arrested. Then 
when I learned the constitutional gua->- 
antees had been suspended I took the fieid, 
believing that the best way tv settle the 
trouble.

Unless Peace Is Restored Ameri- 
cans Must Pay More for To- 
bacco and Sugar.

a hopeless situation. They demonstrate more 
than afiything else that the government has 
recognized the absolute necessity of mili- 
tary intervention and the occupation of the 
island so that the people can cultivate their 
crops and pursue their other avocation with- 
out danger of being shot or having their 
property stolen or burned. 

The tobacco crop is ruined, which. means 
$25,000,000 has been lost’ as a result of the 
selfish ambitions of a horde of place seekers. | 
The sugar crop, valued at $65,000,000, has 
suffered irreparable injury. 


Americans. Must Pay More. 

The destruction of these crops is of the 
highest importance to the American people. 
The value of the imported tobacco last year 
was $13,500,000, and that of sugar and mo- 
lasses $60,208,000 

The effect of the revolution will mean not 
only a direct loss to the planters, many of 
whom are American citizens and German and 
British subjects, and the other native em- 
ployés, but to the American péople who will 
be compelled to pay higher prices for their 
Sugar and tobacco. 

These two crops are the most important 
resources of the island government. Their 
destruction will prevent the people from buy- 
ing American goods, so that American com- 
merce during the continuation of the present 
state of unrest will dwindle appreciably. 
Before the revolution against Spain the 
banner year for the trade between the United 
States and Cuba was 1898, when it reached 
the total of $103,000,000. During the year 
1895, when the revolution broke out, it 
dropped to $65,700,000. The followjng year 
it was reduced to $47,500,000, and during the 
year just prior to the war with Spain it fell 
to less than $20,000,000. There is not the 
slightest doubt that the present revolution- 


‘ary conditions in Cuba will have a similar 


disastrous effect upon American trade, which 
during the last fiscal year reached the enor- 
mous total of $133,000 000. 


Cuban Treasury Faces Bankruptcy. 
More than this it will mean that the Cuban 
people will not have sufficient funds to meet’ 
the expenses of government, and particularly 
the service of the $35,000,000 loan which was 
issued with the approval of the United States 
shortly after the Cuban republic made its 
initial bow as an independent entity. 

In addition the republic will not have funds 
enough to maintain the costly system of 
sanitation which is absolutely essential for 
the preservation of the health of its people 
and the prevention of the transmission of 
disease to the southern ports of the United 
States. 

All this is advanced by officials here today 
as cogent reagons, not only for military in- 


Cubans to shed. American blood without im- 
posing upon them the penalty of the loss of 
their independence. 
Troop Transports Engaged. 
The war and navy departments did not 


Probably the most -important step 
taken was to make preliminary arrange- 
ments with coastwise steamship lines to 
transport troops to Cuba. Havana will be 
the rallying point for the various expeditions 
and from there the men will be distributed 
about the island. 

The troops in the department of Texas 
will be sent from New Orleans, those from 
the North Atlantic states from New York 
or Norfolk, and those in the southern states 
from Mobile. The difficulties experienced 
at Tampa during the war with Spain have 
caused the general staff to decide against it 
as a point of military embarkation. 

There will be less trouble about the trans- 
portation of the infantry regiments than of 
the cavalry and light artillery. The steam- 
ers which are equipped for transporting 
horses are few, and it will be necessary to 
fit a number with stalls for the easy and 
safe transportation of animals of the mount- 
ed troops. 

The most important preparations now be- 
ing made, however, are those of the medical 
department, which proposes to take every 
precaution to prevent the development of 
yellow fever. The discoveries made by the 
army which established’ that a certain kind 
of mosquito distributed: the germ of yellow 
fever will be utilized to the fullest extent in 
the precautions taken to prevent the disease 
in Cuba. 

It is proposed to detail one of the high rank- 
ing officers of the medical corps who has had 
experience in yellow fever countries. and in 
this ‘connection the name of Col. William C. 
Gorgas is mentioned. Col. Gorgas has been 
on duty on the isthmus of Panama for sev- 
eral years, and as a result of his energetic 
and painstaking labor, yeliow fever has been 
stamped out in that section of the world. 


Plans for Feeding Army. 

So far as the feeding of the army in Cuba 
is concerned no difficulty is expected to de- 
velop, as experience has shown the best kind 
ofa ration reqtired by Americans Serving in 
the tropics. 

Brig. Gen. Sharpe, commissary general, re- 
turned to Washington today and plunged into 
the work of gathering supplies for the force 
which may be ordered to Cuba.’ He consulted 
with Gen. Bell, chief of staff; dnd carritéd on

Colombia, shows that he propoges to 
carry out his plans without respect ito the sit- 
uation in. the island, From Cartagena the 
state department understands he will go di- 
rectly to New York. 

It is admitted. here that Mr. Root’s pan- 
American trip has been given a serious blow 
by the Cuban revolution,. which necessitated 
the Interference of the United States. The 
representations the secretary made in South 
America were along the line of a policy of 
nonintervention by the United States in the 
affairs of its sister republics. ° This govern- 
ment enjoys different relations with Cuba 
than with South American. nations, but the

There. is.no doubt the president was em- 
barraseed in acting in Cuba by the trip of the 
‘secretary, heartily as he had approved it 
when it was projectéd and beneficial as the 
results promieed to be from the tact and 
diplomacy of Mr. Root. .

Thankful for Platt Amendment. 


“Today every Cuban patriot and every 
American citizen renders thanks to the All- 


seeing director of human ‘affairs’ for the’ 


Platt amendment. It gives us in our own 


law and in the fundamental ordinance of 


Cuba power to deal with those events which 
every student knew were nanan certain 
to transpire. 

“It gave us not only ed power but laid 
upon us the duty to meet the present emer 
ency. Not only were we given coaling sta- 
tions—that was a measure of national safe- 
ty; not only were we given practical super- 
vision over Cuba's ftoreign relations—that 
was a measure of national prudence; not only 
were we.given power over Cuban sanijtation— 


that was_a matter of national health; not 


only were we given power over Cuban for- 
‘elgn debts—that was a measure of national 
finance; but we were given power-to send 
American soldiers to this geographical annex 
of Florida when a single house was burned 
and a single man was killed if in thé judg-' 
ment of the American government the Cuban 
government was no longer effective and so- 
cial order dissolved. 

“The Platt amendanent not only gives us 
the power but lays upon us the duty of inter- 
vention if the Cuban people fail in their ex- 
periment of free government, for free gov- 
ernment is the important thing to the Cuban 
people, and all the world knows that if 
Cubans fail in free government American in- 
tervention means free government. It is 
practical liberty for which mankind craves. 

“‘ And a practical liberty is what the Ameri- 
can flag means wherever it floats. Cuban 
trade is much to us—millions of dollars today 
and hundreds of millions in the future—and 
this is important. But Cuban ‘rede is noth- 
ing to the American people compared with 
the realization of those American ideals of 
liberty, to preserve and spread which the 
American people were established on this 
earth and American institutiOns were de- 
vised. 

“ And practical liberty is what the Ameri- 
can people mean that Cuba shall have. We 
prefer that they shall develop it by them- 
selves—we have tasks in plenty to perform, 
duties in plenty to discharge. But if they 
cannot realize it themeelves, we will realize 
it for them. There is no burden too great 
for the American people to bear.” 


Cuba Safest Under American Flag. 

A great outburst of cheering greeted the 
promulgation of this promise and then to the 
punctuation of frequent applause the senator 
continued: 

“ Speaking for myself alone, I feel as I have 
always felt that the safety, the progress, even 
the civilization of the Cuban pecple can best 
be realized under the American flag. 

“ These islands are geographically the ter- 


‘ritory of the United States. If the sovereignty 


of the world were te be redistributed on 
geographical lines the care of these islands 
would be assigned to our keeping by every 
statesman on earth. But whether or notany 
man subscribes, to this statement, all men 
will agree that Cuba, which is but a pro- 
longation of the Florida peninsula, is so near 
to’ us that/we cannot free ourselves of her 
destiny if we would. 

‘+ But we have pledged’ ourselves to her 
separate existence if she proves herself ca- 
pable of a separate existence. That pledge we 
will fulfill because American. honor, plighted 
even in folly, must be redeemed. The ful- 
fillment of America’s word, given even in 
unwisdom, is, after all; the greatest wisdom. 
But we have rot only given hér our pledge 
to support independence if she can maintain 
it: both she and we have given ourselves the 
power and laid upon ourselves the sacred 
duty ‘of preserving the liberty of the Cuban 
people whether she preserves independence 
of Cuban territory or not. 

- What Intervention Means. 

“The fate of the Cuban people is in the 
hands of the Cuban peopie. If they fail in 
thie trial with which they have been tested 
by a wisdom beyond human wisdom; if for 
the preservation of practical liberty the 
American flag ought to float in Cuba, then 
let no man doubt that the American flag wil! 
float there. And when it is unfurled from 
Santiago to Havana, that flag will mean for 
Cuba what it has meant wherever it has been’ 
raised—liberty regulated by law, peaceful in- 
dustry protected by orderly government, 
human rights secured by independent courts 
upheld by all the force of the greatest gov- 
ernment existing among men. 

The senatcr paused and while the cheers 
gradually died away into a déep silence he 
eyed his audience with. serfous mien and 
then spoke bluntly of what in a few days or 
hours the crisis in Cuba may bring: 

“ But let mo mian be deceived as to what 
intervention means. It does not mean proc- 
lamations; it means soldiers. Fifty thousand 
American troops wil! be required to restore 
Cuba to the condition in which we left Cuba. 
Fifty thousand troops for at least one year 
will be neceseary to build up again that social 
order which we once established Im Cuba, 
and which the Cubans themselves haveshat- 
tered.

Intervention to Be Permanent. 

“ But when we have once more done that 

work. we will never again let it be undone. 


We have made a mistake once; we will not. 


make that mistake twice. If the American 
flag again goes to Cuba it goes to stay; wo 
will return again to the traditional Ameri- 
can doctrine that wherever that flag is raised 
it. never. shall be lowered. 

* Personally, I believe that if the present 
situation should untangle under the diplo- 
macy of that great young man, whom con- 
servatives once feared but who has proved 
the ablest -real conservative of them all, 
Theodore Rosevelt, it will appear again with 
-the tangles infinitely multiplied... I speak 
for._myself alone; the administration speaks 
for itself. In the end, whether it be a decade 
or five decades, or a century, Cuba must be 
American. 

‘“ And ' yet American government of Cubs 
can only come at the hands of the Cubans 
themselvesy . For the sake of the Cuban and 
the American people and the other people of 
the world, pray God it shall not long be 
delayed. 

Best for United States and Cuba. 

“IT ask the American business man whose 
markets’ must continually increase; the 
farmer who seeks an otitlet for hjs products; 
I ask all American producers this question: 
Is it best for you that Cuba continue the 
battleground of foolish factions, or that 


American law and order should regulate their. 


industry? 1 ask every American lover of 
liberty this question: Do you feel that the 
cause of human freedom would best advance 
under the Cuban flag, or under that banner 
which wherever it has been lifted meant 
practical progress and real freedom? 

‘“‘Liberty—that is the method, of human, 
progress. It is toward liberty that’al] man-. 
kind is struggling. And the nation.which, 
under God, is léadin 


the world to libe 
this American republic. It is for the moe ba 
tion of iiberty and its fruits that afl our lawa. 
a spread }, 


are passed—for the preservation an 
of liberty that all our wars are fought. 
‘America Stands for Liberty. . 
“No American soldier ever died but gave 


‘his life foriiberty and civilization. It is as 


the agent and instrument of the people’s 
progressive liberty that the republican party 
has written its 
glory, and it is as the worker for an ever 
purer, stronger liberty.that the republican 
party appeals to the American people today. 
‘And it is for equal justice, for the righting 
of abuses, for building up of this civilization 
of free men, for the ongoing of yigateousness 
in this noblest of nations that we ask you to 
select congressmen and senators whose duty 
it will be to rally as one man about that 
personification of this new day that has 
dawned for the republic, the president of the 
American people—of all the American people 
—Theodore Roosevelt.”’ 


Replies to W. J. Bryan. 


In his answer to Bryan on government 
ownership, Senatcr Beveridge said: 

“ The people’s government should do no 
business that the people can do better them- 
selves; the people’s government should owr. 
no business that the people can better own 
themselves. 

** But the people’s government should ccn- 
trol and regulate industries owned by some 
of the people that are so great as to affect 
the welfare of all of the people. 

“The people, through their government, 
should not permit some-of them to practice 
business methods that will be unjust to all 
of them. But the people’s government should 
not own any industry which private enter- 
prise can efficiently manage and whose 
abuses government regulation can prevent. 

“ Every manager of every great industry 
which touches all the people is no longer an 
individual dealing with another individual; 
he is a statesman of affairs dealing with a 
nation. He is no longer an exclusive owner 
managing a private business for his exclusive 
gain alone; he is a trustee managing a great 
business for the people's welfare as well as 
his own welfare. 

Railway Rate a Tax on Every One. 

“ For example, railway rates are in the 
last analysis a tax on every human being 
in the republic. They affect the prices of 
all commodities. They directly touch every 
variety of business in the nation. 

“It is necessary that these rates shall be 
just, and the justice of those rates cannot 
be left exclusively to the managers of the 
railways whose immediate purpose is the 
gteatest possible profits. If those profits 
were disposed of for the equal good of all 
stockholders it might be different, but they 
are often juggled for the advantage of a 
few stockholders, as witness the recent sur- 
prise in Union and Southern Pacific dividends 
and the results tha: followed. Operations 
like that ought not to be permitted. ‘* Open 
and above board’ must henceforth be the 
motto of American business. 

“The throat of one shipper should not 
be cut and his blood given to another shipper: 
and this cannot be left to the railroad mana- 
ger alone because his immediate purpose 
is the largest profits and he might find greater 
profits in treating one shipper better than 
others, as witness the facts disclosed by the 
investigation of the Pennsylvania railroad. 

“It ought not to be left to the ratiroad 
managers exclusively because they might 
be coerced by powerful shippers to treat un- 
fairly shippers who were less powerful; as 
witness the coercion of railways by the 
Standard Ol] company, the beef trust, and 
other powerful concerns. 


Government Supervision. 


“Government supervision leaves the making 
of rates. local and general, over our maze 
of 250,000 miles of railways, in the hands of 
men who are familiar with local and genera! 
conditions and have individual interest in the 
successful management of particular roads; 
and yet government supervision corrects 
those rates when they are unjust or oppres- 
sive. Government ownership puts the mak- 
ing of rates in the hands of an enormous 
crowd of government officials unfamiliar 
with loca] and genera! conditions and with- 
out individual interest’ in the management

And. their business is. not to nominate 
and elect any public officer; their business 
is not to purchase, coerce, .or influence his 
action. 

“Their business is to haul passengers and 
freight, and nothing else. Anditis that the 
shall attend to it as trustees of the peop 
that the railroad rate law ‘was passed, the 
anti-rebate law was passed, the Sherman” 
act was passed, and generally the’ founda-’ 
tion of that system of government regula-: 
tion laid -of which these laws are illustra-' 
tions. 

Two Kinds of: Interference. 

“ It- is: better for the government of the 
people te, interfere with the railways.than, 
for the railways to interfere. with,the, gov- 
ernment of the people. Railway owner- 
ship is amevil so far reaching and profound 
that no man can foretell ite dark results. 
But railway, interference with free govern- 
ment is also an evil which in the end will 
prove Gestructive of libert because it pol- 
lutes the Ballot whén the pédple’s réprésent- 
atives-are chosen and the people’s degisla- 


ature after their representatives are. chogen. \: 


“ If railway, interference with the people's. 
‘government is not stopped ay owner- 
ship by the peoplé’s government may be: 
com pelled—but no one can Grive the Ameri- 
can people to this Wretched alternative but: 
the-railroads themselves. - 


Pure’ Food Laws. 

“The principle of government supervision 
applies to any other businéss.so great that, 
like the railway business, it affects all the 
people. That is why we passed not only a 
law to compel the railways to give the people 
just service, but also a law to compel manu- 
facturers to give the people pure food. The 
government exists for the people, and not 
the people for the government. The people 
established the government todo their work;, 
the government did not establish the people 
to do its. work. 

“And therefore, when seamnitiatineics 
sought to make vast fortunes by poisoning 
the people there was only one way. by which 
the people could protect’ their ‘health and 
lives, and that was by requiring their gov- 
ernment to inspect the food and medicire 
which manufacturers’ were selling them.. 
When the maker of food and medicines con+ 
ducts business not with individuals his busi- 
negs ts no longer private but pyblic, He is 
no longer an individual, he is atrustee—and 
his.trust is rendered sacred because it direct- 
ly affects human life. . 


Result of Government Ownership. 

‘‘And so we passed a law requiring the 
products of*every manufacturer of medicine 
and food sold to the people to be inspected 
by the government,of the people. But that 
does not mean that the factories which make 
the. people's food and medicine should 
be owned by the people’s government. 
And yet if the making of the peo- 
ple’s food and medicine, which concerns 
the health and life of the. people, ought 
not to be owned by the people’s government, 
railroads, which affect only the business of 
the people, should not be owned by the peo- 
ple’s government. Government supervision, 
naturally applies to all great industries af- 
fecting all the people; government ownership 
could not possibly apply to all great business 
which affects all the people. 

‘Tf it could we would, in a hundred years, 
behold the government doing everything and 
the individual doing nothing. 

‘‘ Instead of doing business under govern- 
ment supervision we would be doing business 
under government employ. 


Regulation of Meat Industry. 

“Tt was this principle of government su- 

pervision of all business which affects all 
the people that wrote the historic’ law 
reguiating the American meat industry and 
requiring American packers to sell to the 
American people as healthful meat as they 
sell to foreign people. That law does noth- 
ing more than to put into effect the great 
idea which modern civilization has developed 
that when business becomes so great that it 
affects all the people it is a trust that should 
be administered for the benefit of all the 
pespie. 
' “ The’seller of enormous quantities of food 
to enormous numbers of people must look 
out for the welfare of the people who buy- 
because the people cannot look out. for their 
own welfare. 

“And so, without anger, or malice, or 
passion, we passed the law which requires 
every packing establishment to be conducted 
by sanitary regulations preecribed and en- 
forced by the government, and every pound 
of meat and every can of food product sold 
to the people to be inspected by the people's 
agents.

Dr. Kuflewski revealed himself as one of 
the school trustees charged by Supt. Cooley 
with having violated the rules of the board 
of education openly by issuing tremafers 
after the superintendent had declined to issue

the vice president of the school board. 
Supt. Cooley told the principal not to honor 
my tremsfers. He turned me down. I shal!

Boys Wanted to Make Change. 

The boys to whom Dr. Kuflewski issued the 
transfers in violation of the rules of the 
school board were Anton Jaglowski and Steve 
Chjmacki. They were pupils at the Medill 
school and wanted to be transferred to the 
McKinley. 

“I did it for the good of the schools,”’ ex- 
plained Dr. Kuflewski, “the Medill school 
Was overcrowded and the McKinley school 
was not crowded. It was a good thing to 
relieve the congestion at the Medill. Then, 
too, the boys wanted to make the change.”’ 

Dr. Kuflewski also admitted he had writ- 
ten a letter to Ella Fiagg Young, principal 
of the Chicago Normal school, asking her 
to admit a teacher to the school whose ap- 
plication for admission had been denied by 
Supt. Cooley on the ground that she had been 
discharged from the service of the schools 
as an ‘incompetent teacher. Mrs. Young de- 
clared that out of courtesy to Dr. Kufiewski 
she had allowed the teacher to attend classes, 
although she had not formally been enrolled. 
The teacher has not been seen at the school 
since Supt. Cooley made the discovery that 
she had been admitted on the strength of 
the Kuflewski letter. 


Question Employment of Doctor. 

“O, that can be fixed up all right,’ de- 
clared: Dr. Kufiewski, when he was asked if 
he had employed a physician to examine boys 
before they are sent to the Parental school, 
without authority from the board. 

Just how far the board's vice president 
went in arranging for the employment of the 
physician the board members have not yet 
learned.

At 
first he said he had been out of the state for 
almost five years. When questioned as to 
dates. he replied: 

“Now, you don’t expect me to answer 
questions that I hadn’t ought to answer.’ 

‘You mean questions that may result in 
your incriminating yourself, don't you?’ 
aeked Mr. Barbour, mindful of the fact that 
the statute of limitations will not avail 
Frantzen. ~ 

Frantzen again grinned in a cocksure man- 
ner.

SAYSLAKE KILLED WOMAN 


COUNTY PHYSICIAN HUNTER . BE- 
LIEVES MYSTERY A SUICIDE. 


Post-Mortem Examination on Body 
Found on Beach at Evanston Fails 
te Disclose Signs ef Viclence— 
Abrasion on Face Made by Waves 
Washing It Against the Sand—In- 
quest te Be Held Tomorrew—Efforts 
at Identification Continued. 


Dr. Warren H. Hunter, county physician, 
last night gave out the official statement 
that the woman whose body was found at the 
foot of Greenleaf street, in Evanston, on Fri- 
day, undoubtedly met death by drowning. 
He made a post-mortem examination of the 
body, but found nothing to indicate that she 
had beén murdered. 

The physician found traces of a slight 
hemorrhage of the throat, but there were 
no marks to indicate that there had been 
any violence. The marks above the eyes 
were made when the woman’s face was 
washed against the sand. 


May Have Been Strangled. 
“ Of course,"’ said Dr. Hunter, ‘‘ she might 
have been strangled before she was thrown 
in the water, but I can see no evidences of it. 


I shall maké my report to. the coroner that |. 
The bedy was: 


the woman died by drowning. 
in the water less than twenty-four ours, so 
it seems that she should be identified easily. 
I beliéve her identity will be discovered. 
The case now looks to be suicide."’ 

The body was taken to the county morgue 
in the afternoon. A number of people went 
to the morgue to view it, but no identifica- 
tions resulted up to late at night. Oneortwo 
people thought they had seen the woman 
several days ago seeking work in Evanston, 
but no positive information leading to the 
solution of the mystery was obtained. 


Dr. Hunter Gives Description. 

Dr. Hunter last night was of the opinion 
that the woman was a housewife in moderate 
circumstances. He gave out,a description. 
He said she was apparently of Irish, nation- 
ality and 40 years old, height 5 feet 6 inches, 
dark brown hair and eyes, weight about 150 
pounds; wore black cloth overskirt and white 
silk waist, black stockings, and laced shoes; 
hands weré slightly calloused; large scar 
over. right. knee. 

Deputy Coroner Davis will hold an inquest, 
probably tomorrow. An effort to find out 
who the woman is will be made in the mean- 
time. 


SHOOTS SELF BEFORE GUESTS.

PREDICTS WOMEN WILL VOTE 


UNDER NEW CHICAGO CHARTER 


Mrs. Catherine Waugh McCulloch ‘Tells 
Evanston Audience Convention, 
+ Though Slow, Will Grant Boon. 


Taking a slap at the members of the new 
charter convention, Mrs. Catherine Waugh 
McCulloch,. speaking at the* Evanston 
chauta@qua last evening, predicted that that 
instrument will provide. for the municipal 
enfranchisement of Chicago women. She 
stated that a conference among the leaders 
of the association urging women’s rights 
warranted her in a prophecy of victory. 

“The committee fepresents only twelve 
bodies,”’ she said, “‘and our organization, 
formed of fifty-two bodies, had to go to it and 
beg for a hearing. There has been some crit- 
icism ef the apathy of the convention and I 
cannot say. that it is without provocation. 
If the mayor or some one of those who select- 
ed the membership had chosen a few aggres- 
sive men the resulta would have been better; 
but what would they have been if a few act- 
ive women had been placed on the com- 
mittee? 

“The committee that is to cansider the 
enfranchisement of women has had but one 
meeting, and that was called to give us a 
hearing. In spite of this lack of interest in 
the work, I May say Miss Jane Addams and 
others who are prominent in our movement 
agree with me that when the new charter is 
in its final form it will give us a right to vote 
‘on all municipal questions,”’ 

The other speaker of the evening was Miss 
Marie C. Brehm, etate superintendent of the 
Women’s. Christian Temperance. Union. The 
program ot the chautauqua has heen extend- 
ed until Tuesday evening.

ACCUSED PARK POLICEMAN OUT. 


John Mahon of Lincoln Force Charged 
with Taking Cigars for Two Years 
from Showcase. 


Prosecution may follow the discovery that 
John Mahon, a discharged Lincoln park 
policeman, has sein carrying on a systematic 
plan of taking cigars from the south refectory 
Sn Lincoln park for at least two years.

An instant later Watchman Swartz 
ran from. the building and broke through the 
lines for an alarm box. Another ripping 
sound was followed by smoke and flame 
from the upper windows and the crowd stam- 
peded east in Thirteenth street. Miss Smith 
was knocked dowh and trampled on. She

@ moment later, but had received no dan- 
gerous injuries. She was taken to her house. 


Shouts Orders Through Megaphone. 

Special alarms were sent out, and by the 
times the flames had settled to the third floor 
the ‘building was surrounded by twenty en- 
gines under the direction of Fire Chief Horan, 
who shouted orders through a megaphone 
from the roof of the Winton Automobile 
building. Explosions of barrels of oils and 
varnish followed in a quick battery of sharp 
re and the fire shot up through the 
roof. 

The saloon of McGrath and Anderson is 
across a twenty foot alley to the west at 13 
Thirteenth street. The flames swept the 
roof, and the patrons of the place joined 
wtih the proprietor in carrying out fixtures 
and furniture. It was while attempting to 
save this building that Fireman Wall was 
injured. 

He scaled the slippery roof with a heavy 
lead of hose, and had almost reached the 
top when he was overcome by smoke and fell. 
Two ribs were broken and his spine is injured. 


Greater Peril Threatens. 

A greater peril soon called for redoubled 
efforts from the firemen. Two repositories 
of explosives were near by. The Lustre 
Chemical company, fronting in Michigan 
avenue, at the rear of the saloon, was hid- 
den in a shower of sparke and employés 
were frantically dragging out boxes and bot- 
tles into the street. 

No sooner had danger been warded off 
from this structure when a shout arose from 
the corner of the Winton building, which 
sent the onlookers scrambling over each 
other for safety. As a Cloud of sparks and 
cinders swept over the réar of the building 
@ man ran from the alley wy ane shoutg¢d: 

“Run for your lives; there’s a thousand 
barrels of gazoline in there!” 


Alarmed Crowd Stampedes. 

The crowd tripped over a lead of hose and 
gave a good exhibition football scrimmage. 
Policeman Hogan reassured them and pre- 
v ented possible injuries by bellowing lustily: 

‘It’s a lie; there's no gasoline in eee 
keep stili!”’ 

The distribution of inflammable FE IRE 
through the Wadsworth-Howland_ building 
‘kept the fire breaking out in unexpected 
quarters, and the firemen found it necessary 
to carry on the fight from a.1 four sides. The 
twelve story building of the Manufacturers’ 
Exhibition Building cofmpany flanks the 
southern walls of the paint plant. 

It was a struggle to save it, but it is a fire- 
proof structure and was damaged to the ex- 
tent of only about $10,000, part of this being 
from playing a lead of hose through the up- 
per windows of the other building. 


Apartments Placed in Peril, 

The sparks began to pour steadily on the 
roof of an apartment building at 18 Thir- 
teenth street, and all available leads of hose 
were turned in that direction. Lose wes 
suffered by nearly all the roomers on the 
upper floor. Mrs. M. Stafford, Mrs. M. 
Ellison, and E. F. Forbes moved their fur- 
niture into-the street. 

A strong lake breeze swept the flames 
steadily in the direction of the New Southern 
hotel and ‘many of the guésts prepared to 
make a hasty escape. Before the fames were 
extinguished the: crowd increased to nearly 
2,000 persons, anti the Cottage Grove ave- 
nue and Indiana avenue cars were stopred 
for more than an hour, 

As engine No. 5, reéponding to the fire, 
was going over the State street car tracks 
in Jackson boulevard the rear axle broke and 
two wheels came off. Nobody was hurt, al- 
though the engine was partly wrecked.

Bitten 
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NEW FOOD RULES STRICRY 


FEDERAL COMMISSION PREPARES 
TO ENFORCE THE LAW. 


Dr. Edward Gudeman Returns from 
Meeting of Government Board in 
New York, Where Regulations to 
Be Adopted Under Statute to Pro- 


tect Purity of Product Are Consid- ' 


ered—Says Frauds of Every Kind 
Will Be Suppressed at Once. 


The rules to be adopted by the federal gov- 
ernment for the enforcement of the new pure 
food law, which goes into effect on Jan. I, 
1907, will be the most stringent ever devised 


(in the history of pure food legislation in the 


United States, in the opinion of Dr. Edward 
Gudeman, who returned to Chicago from New 
York yesterday. 

Dr. Gudeman, who is an expert! consulting 
chemist, represented several Chicago firms at 
the hearings of the government commission 
on rules and regulations held in New York 
during the last week. The final hearing was 
held yesterday. 

While the new rules probably will not be 
published until the middle of October, Dr. 


Gudeman said the commission let the repre- 


sentatives of the various food manufacturers 
understand that food frauds of every descrip- 
tion would be suppressed the moment the new 
law goes into effect. 

Poisonous Coloring Prohibited. 

He declared the rules will be so framed that 
consumers will get exactly what they pay 
for and that colorings probably will be per- 
mitted only In confectionery, exeept where 
color is used to imitate the natural color. 
In chocolate. for instance, coloring will be 
prohibited absolutely, and all poisonous col- 
orings will be prohibited, no matter what 
the product may be. | 

The chairman of the commission is Dr. 
H. W. Wiley, representing the department 
of agriculture, and the other members are 
James L. Gerry, representing the treasury 
department, and. 8..N. D. North of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor. The meetings 
were held In the Circuit court and from 300to 
400 persons attended each day's hearings. 

Representatives of food manufacturers 


and distributers from all over the United 


States presented their views to the com- 
mission. Food commissioners from a num- 
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aches, and fruits in general already packed 
nd on the market. 

The rules, however, will require that where 
such. goods have been colored artificially the 
fact must be so stated on the label. This 
rule will include preservés, jellies, pickles, 
ice cream, and many other products. 

“The salé of such goods as fruits, which 
must be packed in a certain season, will be 
permitted even if colored or artificially pre- 
served by the addition of preservatives, pro- 
vided this is specified on the label,”’ said 
Dr. Gudeman. ‘ Next year’s crop of fruit, 
however, will not be permitted to besold un- 
less the requirements of the law are observed 
by the manufacturers. 

“This rule was among the first to be an- 
nounced by the commission, so that the trade 
will not incur the slightest financial loss 
through any of the rules which the commis- 
sion may adopt. 

“Another product sure to be prohibited in 
ufacture of food products in che 
future ig saccharine.’ This is five hundred 
times as sweet as sugar, but it should be used 
only for medicinal purposes. The commis- 
prune were unanimous on this point, and 

ereafter saccharine will be sold only on a 
physician's prescription.”’

Joyce, committeeman from the Eleventh 
ward, arose and introduced a resolution stat- 
ing that “ whereas, effective campaign work 
is based on the future’ distribution of patron- 
age and, whereas, in the past democrats. 
elected to office have to a large extent, if not 
entirely,.ignored this organization in the 


distribution of patronege, therefore, be it re- 


solved, that all Candidates for office on the 
democratic ticket pledge this organization 
that in the event of their election any patron- 
age they may have at their disposal shall be 
distributed only through the recommenda- 
tion and indorsement of this organization.” 


Disturbs the Moral Campaign. 


Mr. Joyce sat down amid a vast and op- 
pressive silence.

Illinois Manufacturers’ Ordi- 
nance Will Reach Council 
Tomorrow Night. ,+ 


TOP RATE IS $60 A YEAR. 
Lower Charges All Along the 
‘Line Must Be Given to 
Subscribers. 


The fight between the Illinois Manufac- 
turers’ association and the Chicago Telephone 
company for a telephone franchise from the 
city promises to rival or even overshadow 
’ $n public interest and intensity this winter 
the historic “ traction qeneten. | 

It will be a fight to a “ finish,” sscordina 
to President U. G. Orendorff of the associa- 
tion, the “ finish ’’ to determine for twenty 
or thirty years the condition of the telephone 
service in this city. To the local business in- 
terests this is regarded as a vital factor. 

The ordinance drawn up by the Manufac- 
turers’ ‘association will be submitted to the 
city council when it reconvenes tomorrow 
night, along with a message from Mayor 
Dunne calling attentiog to the riyal claims 
and urging that the council seize this oppor- 
tunity to settle the “‘ telephone question ”’ to 
the best advantage. 


Terms of New Ordinance. 

The new ordinance, the terms of which 
are certain to play an important part in the 
result. whichever company gets it,.may be 
briefly stated as follows: 

Franchise. for thirty years, with option of pur- 
chase by the city at tie end of twenty years. 

Mayor and commissioner of public works to be 
ex-officio members of the board of directors. 

Books of company open at all times to inspection 
of city controller. 

All‘ wires undergrotmd in district bounded by” 
Belmont avenue, Western avenue as far south as 
Twenty-second, thence east on Twenty-second to. 
Halsted, south on Halsted to Fifty-fifth street, and 
east to Lake Michigan. 

.Jigete Tunnel conduits to be uged when neces- 
gary. 

Manufacturers’ association promises to have 
25.000 phones in service before Jan. 1, 1909—the 
date of expiration of present franchise—and 530000 
phones by Jan. 1, 1910, on penalty of forfeiture of 
$50,000. 

Free service to city, except the police depart- 
ment, which pays an annual.rent of $1.50 a year 
for each Combined receiver and transmitter. 

One-fourth of net profits go to city as Sw ae 
gation. 

If the city decides to purchase at the end of 
twenty years it will pay in cash the cost of dupli- 
eating the property, plus 5 per cent additional as 
compensation for the compulsory sale, but shall 
not pay anything for earning power or franchise

Glenn Sees a Hard Fight. 


“ This will be a hard fight,” said Secretary 
John M. Glenn, afterta brief conference with 
the mayor. “ The Chicago Telephone com- 
pany has considerable capital invested, and 
will make a desperate effort to keep in- 
trenched in the city. My conviction ts it will 
spend money—barrels of money—{o have its 
franchise renewed, It is worth it.

It’s going 
to reap the harvest it has recklessly sown. 


Enormous Profits of Company. 

“Tt has paid from 8 to 3% per cent dividends 
a year besides ‘cutting a watermeion ' now 
and then to the tune of 12 per cent in stock 
dividends. It has tapped the city like a mint, 

‘The Hlinois Manufacturers’ association 
stands prepared to carry out its part of the 
agreement. The installation of a new phone 
system would cost from $12,000,000 to $15,- 
000,000, and the association is ready to swing 
that much capital the moment it is granted a 
franchise.’ 

On Tuesday the quo warranto case against 
the Chicago Telephone company, remanded 
to the Circuit court by the Supreme court, 
will be reopened to allow the company to file 
any amended pleas which it sees fit. Judge 
Mack probably will hear the arguments. 

The fight for cheaper electric light rates 
also will come before the council in a message 
from Mayor Dunne.

STRIKE AT OIL TRUST PLANT 
MAY CAUSE MORE TROUBLE. 


. 
SRR O SCORE SABO Roe? * 


Stationary Firemen, After Walking Out 
When Wage Raise Is Refused, Stop 
Negotiations. 


The refusal of the Standard Oil company 
to meet a demand for an increase of 10 per 
cent in the wages of stationary firemen em- 
ployed at the Whiting, Ind, plant of the 
‘trust ” has resulted in jabor troubles that 
may prove more serious than any yet ex- 
perienced by the corporation. _All nego- 
tiations between the 150 men who walked 
out at noon Thursday and the Officials of 
the company’ have been broken. off, and the 
strikers declare that they expect to get many 
of the 1,500 employés of the company at the 
‘Whiting branch to walk out in sympathy 
with them, thus tying up the stations which 
Supply the east with its oil. 

The trouble began three weeks ago, when 
the men Wemanded what they called living 
wages. They were being paid 22% cents 
an hour and they demanded 2 cents an 
hour. Officials of the oil trust pointed to 
the fact that the steelitrust, the smokestacks 
of which are near the oil company’s works, 


| pays its firemen but $1.80 for working twelve 


hours a day. To add to the trouble, 150 still 
cleaners went out in the afternoon. These 
will be followed tomorrow by 200 pipe fitters 
and 200 machinists. 

One of the complications of the strike is 
that many of the men live in houses owned 
by the company, and they fear that if they 
remain out long thelr families will be. 
evicted from their homes to make places for 
‘strike breakers. It was reported that some 
of the men had been ordered to vacate their 
houses, :but this: was denied by the repre- 
‘sentatives of the company. It also was de- 
nied that there had been any violence, either 
on the part of the strikers or strike break- 
ers who now are operatihg the furnaces at

Work of Providing Cheap 


Breakfasts for Hungry 
Children to Proceed. 


TAKE ISSUE WITH RITTER. 


Promoters Willing to Show Pres- 
ident of Board Their Good 
Intentions. 


An army of clubwomen under the command 
of Mrs. Daniel Munro and armed with sta- 


. tistics and photographs of emaciated, break- 


fastiess school children is planning to march 
upon the board of education for the purpose 
of capturing and converting President Emil 
W. Ritter. The clubwomen were aroused 
yesterday when they read their Trisunms 
and learned that President Ritter of the 
school board had ridiculed and tabooed their 
plan to establish a pure food restaurant in 
State street, south of Harrison, for the bene- 
fit of children who are sent to school break- 
fastiess. Some said that President Ritter, 
instead of thinking twice before he epoke 
once, had talked a whole lot without giving 
any time to thought. Others said that Mr. 
Ritter had been too “ hasty,” and Mrs. 
Daniel Munro, mother of the project, declared 
she was “surprised at the rapidity with 
which the board had jumped in to vilify the 
project since it had demonstrated such a 
remarkable capacity for slowness during the 
text book controversy.”’ 


Act Independently of Ritter. 

Mrs. Monro did not mince words in making 
it plain that the clubwomen are convinced 
that children often are sent to schogl break- 
fastiess and that a numberof school children 
are undernourished. She declared that the 
clubwomen are serious in their undertaking 
to supply good, wholesome food to the chil- 
dren and that the restaurant will be estab- 
lished whether President Ritter approves of 
the scheme or not. Mrs. James Frake, presi- 
dent of the Illinois state federation of wom- 
en's clubs, also expressed herself as strongly 
in favor of the plan and declared that there 
is an urgent need for just such a restaurant 
as Mrs. Munro proposes to establish. 

“President Ritter means alt right,” de- 
clared Mrs. Munro, “ but he isnot conver- 
sant with the needs of the school children. 
The greatest educators in the country have 
indorsed just this sort of work and restau- 
rants where children can purchase good 
meals at reasonable prices have been estab- 
lished elsewhere and are doing a worid of 
good. We propose to go on and establish the 
restaurant in spite of President Ritter’s op- 
position, and sell meals at 5 cents each—that 
is, at cost. 

* The boy or girl who patronizes the lunch- 
room we propose to establish will feel just 
as independent as the man or woman who 
goes to the Annex for the midday meal. Our 
meals are to be healthful and nourishing and 
at the same time reasonable. Of course, we 
cannot make any profit selling meals at 5 
cents each, but we are not in this for profit. 
I want that distinctly understood,” 


Clubwomen Will Be Waitresses. 

Mrs. Munro then declared that the club- 
women behind the project had for 
a meeting Oct. 2 at their clubhouse, 571 
Washington boulevard. President, Ritter. is 
to be invited to attend the meeting and if 
the clhubwomen ever get him in their midst 
they say they will convert him. According 
to the plan clubwomen are to serve as wait- 
resses at the children's restaurant. 

‘‘A number of clubwomen—eight or ten— 
will go to the restaurant each day and serve 
the meals,’’ declared Mrs. Munro. “ In this 
way we can save enough money to enable 
us to give the best kind of meals for 5 cents.”’ 


Why Children Go to School Hungry. 

Mrs. Frake declared that President Ritter 
evidently, had been misitiformed as to con- 
ditions. Mrs. Frake was a member of the 
school board for years and she said ‘that 


while she was a member one of the school 


principals ‘made a practice of purchasing 
milk for the pupils who were sent to his 
school breakfastless. 

“I have preved to my own satisfaction 
that a great. many school children are im- 
properly fed,’’ declared Mrs? Frake.

|CHICAGO CARS QUALIFY. 


Machines Entered by C. A. Coey 
and E. Haynes Second and 
“Third; Details of Race. 


—_—_— — 


New York, Sept. 22.—[{Special.}—Automo- 
biles entered under the colors of the Chicago 
Automobile club today won two of the five 
places on the team t will represent Ameri- 
ca in the final of the Vanderbilt cup race two 
weeks from today, when France, Germany, 
Italy, and America will efrive for the auto- 
mobile supremacy of the world. 

The eliminating trial today was won by 
Joseph Tracy, who drove the ninety horse 
power Locomobile entered by 8. H. Davis 
Jr. of Bridgeport. Conn. Second to Tracy 
was Hubert Le Blon, a Frenchman, at the 
wheel of the 115 horse power Thomas‘flyer 
entered by Charles A. Coey of the Chicago 
Automobile club. The third car belongs to 
another Chicagoan, a sixty horse power 
Haynes, entered by Elwood Haynes of the 
Chicago Automobile club, and driven by H. 
N. Harding, an Englishman. 


Crowd Stops the Race. 

After these three had crossed the tape there 
was such a rush of spectators that Referee 
W. K. Vanderbilt Jr. stopped the others. The 
other two places on the team, though, were 
given to Herbert Lytle in A. A. Pope’s 120 
horse power Pope-Toledo and Walter Christie 
in his Christie front drive racer. 

After a furious drive of 5 hours 27 minutes 
Tracy hurled his Locomobile acrogs the tape 
23 minutes 50 seconds ahead of Le Bion of 
the Thomas team. The Haynes car, driven 
by Harding, finished third in 6 hours 89 min- 
utes. The race was called off at 12:52 o'clock. 
Tracy’s average was fifty-four milesan hour. 


Tracy Has Troubles. 


The feature of the race was the daredevil 
battle between Tracy and Le Blon. For five 
and a half hours these two drivers kept 
whirling round the course with now one and 
now the other in thelead. Tracy had more 
to contend with. He punctured his tire once 
and got a hot engine once. Le Blon met al- 
most no delays. But the Locomoblie driver, 
with a recklessness that won cheer after 
cheer from the hundreds of thousands who 
saw the great event, time and again regained 
what seemed almost a hopeless handicap. 

On one occasion Tracy was as much as 

10 minutes 18 2-5 seconds behind. This, how- 
ever, was-in the first lap, and to trail in the 
early stages of the game is a notorious Tracy 
dodge. It was sald at the course that Tracy's 
victory was due almost altogether to his 
colossal fearlessness. He took the perilous 
curves almost at top speed and on a single 
pair of wheels circled around the famous 
hairpin bend. 
Other drivers slowed at these points and 
counted’ on the stretches to make up their 
time. Tracy defied the turns, and on the 
stretch past the grandstand his car time and 
again seemed fo shoot past merely dt gray 
streaks. He was if anytihng faster on the 
straightaways than the others. 


Only One Car Wrecked. 


The only serious accident of the day was to 
Mongini’s car, a Matheson. It ran into a 
telegraph pole the first time around. Neither 
driver nor machinist was badly hurt. 

After Tracy, Le Bion, and Harding had 
finished the race William K. Vanderbilt Jr., 
donor of the cup, ordered the race stopped 
owing to the crcwding of the course; Tracy 
covered the 207.1 mile course in 327 minutes 
45 seconds. His average time was 54.3 miles 
an hour, or at the rate of one mile in 1:06%. 
Le Blon completed the course at 11756:25, 
22 minutes 40 seconds after the leader. 

Begrimed with oi] and dust, Tracy made 
little of his hard fought victory.. *‘ 1 can do 
better than I did today,’ he declared. “* It 
tay have been a good race, but I can drive 
that car of mine in a better one, and I willin 
the cup race two weeks from today.” 


Keeler First to Start. 


Of the twelve starters, Keeler got away 
first promptly at 6 a. m. in his forty-five 
horsepower Oldsmobile. He was followed by 
Lytle, Mcngini, Callois, Le Bion, Roberts, 
Frayer, Christie, Lawwell, Tracy, Harding, 
and Belden, in the order named. 

Lytle, in a Pope-Toledo, led the first round, 
with Le Blon second. It was not until the 
sixth round that Tracy forgedahead, It was 
nip and tuck then with Le Bion until the 
finish. Tracy made the last lap in 34:00%. 
He knew he had the race in hand so he slowed 
down in order to exclude any possibility of 
accident. 

The band played “ Red, White and Blue ” 
as Tracy passed the stand as cool as a cu- 
cumber, with apparently just as steady a 
hand on the steering wheel as when he 
started. 

When Le Blon fuished the crowd began to 
surge in on the course. The race was called 
at 12:45 o’clock. Lytle was-then in his ninth 
round and Christie was in his eighth. 

The contest was held under the gloomiest 
of weather conditions, a mist and a drizziing 
rain befogging the course. There was a large 
turnout of spectators in automobiles and 
afoot, and these held their posts patiently 
throughout, defying the elements and cheer- 
ing their favorites lustily. 


Mongini Hits Telegraph Pole. 

Mongini, driving a sixty horse power 
Matheson car, was the first to meet with a 
serious accident, narrowly escaping death 
yhen he was flung from his machine at Skin- 
ner’s hill. Without warning one of the tires 
blew out, the car swerved sharply, and 
struck a telegraph pole at the side of the 
road. Mongini and his mechanician, John 
Green, were hurled fifteen feet. The car 
locked its rear wheels about the telegraph 
pole, putting it out of commission. Mongini! 
was badly bruised and hurt his right wrist, 
which he had in bandages from @ sprain 
he suffered several days ago. 

Although in intense pain Mongini imme- 
diately tried to fix up the machine and an- 
nounced doggedly he would get back in the 
race. But the car had been badly smashed 
and was out of commission.

Tt was thought the Futurity race at Co- 
lumbus last Friday might in a definite man- 
ner indicate the winner of the Kentucky 
event of like character, but such did not 
prove to be the case. It looked as if over 
@ good track-at Columbus the Arion colt, 
Gov. Francis, should not only win, but beat 
2:10, in which case his superiority would 
have been established. 

But rain made the footing slow and un- 
certain at Columbus, and, like most of his 
family, Gov. Francis is a colt that requires 
conditions allied to perfection in the matter 
of tracks to show at hie best. He was un- 
steady, another weakness of his tribe, and, 


therefore, the Kentucky Futurity is as much | 


@ guess as ever. The only new feature added 
to its possibilities of late is the fact that 
the little Moko colt, Siliko, has worked a 
mile for *‘ Knapsack ”’ McCarthy in 2:11%, 
going the last half of the route in 1:04%, 
If he does this sort of work in the race iteeif 
he will come close to winning, for there can 
been no question-as to the gameness of Biliko. 
As a 2 year old he took a race record of 
2:17%, and in the Futurity for that age was 
beaten the second heat an eyebrow only in 
2:16 by. Lighteome. 3 


Lightsome Lucky to Win. 

After the heat Marvin, who drove Siliko, 
told me that had he begun his drive ten 
yards sooner he must have won. This was 
the opinion of nearly every horseman that 
saw the race, as at the wire Lightsome was 
tiring, while Siliko was stepping faster with 
every stride. Without in any manner de- 
tracting from the performance of Lightsome 
it may be said that she was lucky to win. 

McCarthy, who has Siliko in hand, is not 
what would be called a colt trainer, his at- 
tempts in that branch of the business having 
been limited, but he is a man of large ex- 
perience in the handling of horses, both 

‘thoroughbreds and harness nags, and has 
gone along slowly with the colt all summer, 
not wanting to have him ready for a supreme 
effort previous to thé Lexington meeting. 

Siliko is the property of John EB. Madden, 
famous on the running turf, but Madden was 
with the trotters long before he ever thought 
of owning or training a runner. At no time 
has he been without a few representatives 
of the breed. Nothing would please him more 
than to win the Kentucky Futurity, which is 
decided at his home town, and it is with 
that race in view that Siliko has been trained. 

Gov. Francis’ Failing. 

Whether or not, both colts at their best. he 
ts the superior of Gov. Francis it would be 
hard to say. The Arion colt’s great fauit 
is breaking in a pinch. When he goes on a 
trot there is not much chance to beat him 
with any of the 8 year olds that have shown 
thus far this season, arid with him, Siliko, 
and one or two others perfectly fit on racs 
day 2:10 should be beaten for the third time 
in the history of ‘the race: Ordinarily the 
trotter that can beat 2:10 in the Futurity 
wing with ease, the only exception to date 
being Grace Bond, which lost two heats in 
slower time after going a pair in 2:00% each. 
She was compewed to put up a fifth in 
2:08% to get the big end of.the monéy.. It 
is not likely any such race as that between 
Grace Bond and Alta Axworthy will be put 
on the books this year; or for many another 
to come, for that matter, but nevertheless a 
lot of good young trotters is entered and it 
is altogether likely one of them will enter 
the select 2:10 list. 

In fact, there are a number of entries on 
which no good line has been obtained. The 
principal one is Codero. Lon McDonald, who 
carried Miss Adbell along so quietly two sea- 
sons ago, not winning a heat with her in the 
earlier races and then taking down the 
Futurity money about as he liked, beating 
2:10 with ease, has Codero in charge, and 
nobody seems to know just what the colt is 
capable of. doing if strung out from wire to 
wire. He has worked some easy miles 
around 2:18 in public over the Readville 
track, and the chances are he has shown 
something in public that makes McDonald 
think well of his chances. 


Codero a Possibility. 


If Codero starts in the Kentucky race he 
will be given respectful consideration by 
horsemen. The race today is an open one, 
and it is hardly probable the result of the 
Horse Review futurity at Cincinnati next 
week will clear up the matter to any marked 
extent. The Oakley track is a peculiar one, 
suiting some horses to a dot, while others 
have no control of themselves after stepping 
a fast heat over it, tiring so badly that for the 
rest of the afternoon they are useless for 
racing purposes. 

The Libertyville meeting last week, the 
principal local affair of the season in the way 
of harness racing, was not a success from the 
standpoint of the treasurer. The racing was 
good, the class of horses engaged was ex- 
cellent, the purses were liberal, but the trans- 
portation facilities from Chicago were so 

- vidiculously inadequate that after one trip 
to the track even the enthusiasts balked 
and staid away for the rest of the meeting. 

In other ways the management could be 
improved, and especially is this true of the 
judges’ and timers’ stands. Without going 
into disagreeable details it may be said that 
this feature is a vitally important oneon any 
racetrack, and so long as it is neglected or al- 
lowed to run itself in a haphazard manner 
just so long will there be bad decisions from 
one stand and slovenly timing from the other. 
In these days the public that patronises 
racing is educated to the sport. Under the 
wire in the grand stand are plenty of men 
with the best watches in the land, and it 
does not take them long to find out if the 
official timing is below par. It is unques- 
tionably a matter of some difficulty to secure 
racetrack officials in every way satisfactory, 
but they cap be had. and if the Libertyville 
track is to be placed on the plane where it 
rightly belongs by virtue of its other char- 

acteristics a good judges’ stand and unob- 
jectionable timing must be had at any cost.

Those 
especial privileges which are his due as the 
heir to an imperial throne and afterwards 
as the occupant of that throne do not fm any 
appreciable degree compensate for the hard- 
ships of his lot, for they are often in them- 
selves unspeakably burdensome and weari- 
some. At first glance, and without thought, 
the lot of the imperial baby appears to the 
superficial onlooker to be desirable and en- 
viable, but it ie in truth pitiable and the 
tittle imperial victim merita our heartfelt 
sympathy. 

What a joyless childhood will be his! From 
bis earliest infancy the imperial child wil 
be cramped and confined by al! sorts of regu- 
lations and reatrictions which do not exist 
for ordinary boys and girls. If he cries, he 
will be told that it is undignified and un- 
worthy of @ future emperor; if he laughs too 
loudly, he will be told that a prince destined 
for an exalted position must not give evi- 
dence of a frivolous disposition. If he rompa 
he will be restrained, because he might hurt 
himself, and his life and Ifmbs are far too val 
uable to be exposed to the least danger. 


Must Cram His Brain Early. 

At an early age he will be compelled te 
learn more than is good for him. The pasi- 
tion of a ruler of a great empire in these 
modern times necessitates such versatility 
and such varied knowledge that the little 
prince must seize the first opportunity of 
beginning the process of cramming book 
learning into his brain. As the years go on 
this tendency to overwork the imperia! child 
will inereage and his life inevitably w* 
come more and more strenuous. At t 
of 10 he must know as much as mosi ..*8 
of 16 and when he is 16, he must have learned 
more than other youths of 21. 

He must be familiar with statecraft and at 
the same time he must prepare himself te 
be an officer of the army and simultaneously 
an officer of the navy, He must be ea brill- 
jant linguist and he must study tn detall the 
arte and sciences as well ag literature, mili¥ 
tary strategy, naval tactics, international 
law, and all sorts of abstruse subjects. The 
ology, too, must oecupy his attention, for In 
his capacity as king of Prussia the little 
prince will one day be supreme head of the 
evangelical state church, to which more than 
80 per cent of the Prussian population be- 
longs. 

Long before he is tn his teens learned 
professors and educational experts wil! put 
their heads together in order to elaborate a 
acheme of training for the little prince. Hea 
will rise early and every second of the day 
will be utilised for some serious purpose or 
other. A certain number of hours will be 
apportioned to mental training and a certaia 
number of hours to physica) training. The 
hours for mental education will then be sub- 
divided en scientific principles, tn order thas 
the prince may devote just enough time te 
each subject, but not a minute too long, 
Similarly, the time devoted to physical train= 
fing will be eubdivided in the same precise 
manner. 

State an Unsentimenta] “Mother.” 

Huge official timetabies will be drawn and 
impressed with the seal ef state, and the 
prince will be brought up according to sched- 
ule number #o-andé-so, and not a jot of it all 
can be altered without weighty conferences 
and lengthy deliberations. The mother, who 
ought te bring up her child in her own ran- 
dom way, guided by maternal Instinct and 
influeneed by her own unbounded leve for 
her offspring, recedes into the background. 
The future emperor must not be trained hap- 
hazard, dependent upon a mother’s love and 
care. His education is a state and public 
affair, to be regulated according to the tra- 
ditions of Prussian bureaucracy. Foor lit- 
tle prince! 

The most tragic feature of it all is the arti- 
ficial element which ts imparted inf the 
prince’s life. The method of his upbringing. 
although theoretically perfect and logically 
exact, is unnatural, and, therefore, tn- 
healthy. In his childhood he cannot pick 
and choose playmates of his own age and of 
bis own taste. The heir to the German 
throne cannot pieay with many children 
without perpetrating an act derogatory to 
his imperial dignity. Playmates of sultabie 
position and sufficiently good birth will be 
chosen for him on precise scientific lines, 
based om genealogical researches, and he 
must accept them as nions or have 
pone atall. As he grows up, this process of 
keeping apart from the common type of 
humanity will be pursued with unrelenting 
severity. When he becomies 4 student at 
Bonn university in accordance with the tra- 
ditional custom of his imperial family, he 
must lingit his intercourse te those students 
who are ft and proper comrades for his ex- 
alteq and august person. — 
~ Persistently the idea will be instilled inte 
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kind. Ag a babe, his nurses and domestics 
address him as “ your imperial highness,” 
and treat him with devout homage. As he 
grows older, all the grownup men and women 
in his cirele bow and scrape before him as 
though he were worthy of adoration. His 
playmates will bow down before him and at 
the same time great statesmen and distin- 
guished generals and admirals will kiss his 


hand 

The prince cannot possibly avold being 
spoiled by this process of adulation. When 
he goes out riding or driving or motoring 
the people in the street will doff their hats to 
him and if possible pursue him in order to 
get a passing glimpse of his face. At the 
theater hundreds of opera glasses will be 
pointed at him continuously, 80 that he will 
be made to feel that he is the center of much 
popular interest. His friends will flatter him 
in order to secure profitable posts for them- 
selves or some other reward in the shape of 
political power or personal influence when he 
ascends the throne of his fathers. 

He will be pampered, petted, flattered, 
fawned on, worshiped, adored from his earli- 
est childhood ti! manhood. Human nature 
is not proof against such tests of character. 
The littlé Hohenzollern will grow up in the 
helief that he is a little god, a sort of earthly 
representatives of the Almighty. Adapted to 
practical affairs, this means that he will be- 
lieve in the divine right of kings to rule abso- 
lutely over their subjects according to their 
own personal whims and wishes. It is strange 
that the present kaiser, with all his astute- 
nese, dees not perceive it Is almost suicidal 
from a monarchical point of view to train his 
grandson on these lines, considering that the 
irfant’s reign will, in the natural course of 
events, take place when the world is half a 
century more enlightened than at present. 


His Marriage a Life Tragedy. 

When the time comes fon him to marry 
the greatest tragedy of his life will be en- 
acted. He will not be permitted to choose 
the girl of his heart, but he will be forced 
to wed a woman for reasons of state. His 
matrimonial affairs will be arranged for him 
by statesmen and diplomats on the same 
precise scientific system as his whole career. 
The consort selected for him may be ugly, 


apart from and superior to the rest of man- | QUEEN'S COTT AGE 
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unsympathetic, ill natured, lll tempered, a 
veritable vixen, but he must marry her as 
a@ matter of policy. He will then go through 
life without the supreme happiness of virtu- 
ous love and without those exquigite joys 
of peaceful home life in the companionship 
of a consort chosen solely according to the 
Gictates of the heart. Instead, he will be 
chained in loveless wedlock to a woman. 
whom he detests, but with whom he must 
appear in public with a smile on his lips 
and whom he must designate his ‘“ beloved 
and gracious queen,” all for reasons of state. 

Added to all these personal misfortunes; it 
Must be remembered that the task of gov- 
erning Germany will become more and more 
Gifficult year by year. The manifold trou- 
bies and difficulties of the present kaiser will 
be increased a hundredfold by the time his 
hewly born grandson ascends the throne. 
Sedition is extending on all sides and the 
socialist movement, which aims at the over- 
throw of the monarchy and the establish- 
ment of a social democratic republic, is grow- 
Ing by leaps and bounds. The socialists now 
command one-third of the adult male citi- 
gens of Germany. at the elections; and by 
the time the imperial! babe is emperor they 
may possess a majority of the electorate.

opinion crystallizes quickly in the United 


States. It is scarcely a week since THE 


TRIBUNE began to advocate armed interven- 
tion in Cuba and the immediate annexation 
of the island. Already it has become ap- 
parent that no other course can be pursued. 
Both intervention and annexation are in- 
evitable. No great credit for prescience or 
sagacity need be claimed by anybody who 
advocated both a week ago. The only mar- 
vel is that anybody should be found to sug- 
gest a different line of conduct on the part of 
our government. There is no alternative. 
One pathway and only one lies through the 
Cuban jungle. 

The timid, weak, irresolute persons who 
have criticised the utterances of Tue TRIB- 
UNE as “ precipitate ” cannot point ont any 
other way to meet the requirements of the 
situation than that which lies in the oceu- 
pation of the island. When only one path 
lies in front of a man he must either take it or 
zo back or stay where he is. The United 
States, owing to the force of circumstances, 
cannot endure the situation in which it now 
is, and it is not so cowardly as to wish to 
go back—that is, to cast Cuba adrift, dis- 
avow responsibility for its government, and 
be a consenting witness to ea fos on the 
island. 

It is not as if we had kept away from 
Cuba and assumed no obligations with ref- 
erence to it. When the United States 
wrested the island from the dominion of 
Spain it became responsible for the future 
decent and orderly government of the island. 
We lost the right to wash our hands of it or 
to say that “ we see no guile in it.” The 
hegemony of the United States in the West 
Indies has been asserted by ourselves and 
admitted by the world, and we cannot now 
abdicate our position there even if we were 
so disposed. 

There is no parallel between our relations 
to Cuba and those we hold to the Fhilip- 
pines. The Philippines are so many thou- 
sand miles away that we might forget them 
if we wonld. Cuba is separated from us by 
a narrow strait. It is the.greatest and most 
productive island near us, It has large in- 
dustries and an extensive commerce with 
the civilized world. We cannot, after taking 
it away from Spain, calmly turn it adrift 
to become the prey of rapacious adventur- 
ers, and especially not when we deny, the 
right of any European power to gain a foot- 
hold on the island or intervene in its affairs. 
We must govern-that island or admit our 
incapacity or unwillingness to govern and 
permit some other power to take it and ad- 
minister its affairs. 

If it were a new and independent propo- 
sition many sensible Americans might wish 
to keep clear of Cuban entanglements. We 
have territory enough and people enough— 
especially enough of the kind of people who 
inhabit Cuba. But we cannot shirk our 
responsibilities and we will not admit any 
incapacity to govern Cuba. We can take 
that island and administer its affairs as 
successfully as we can those of Porto Rico. 

Of course the tobacco trust and the sugar 
trust—a handful of people in New York, 
Connecticut, and New Jersey—don’t want 
Cuba. There are sugar planters in Louis- 
iana, beet growers in Michigan, tobacco 
raisers in Wisconsin and the Connecticut 
valley who will oppose the annexation of 
the island. But selfish interests must give 
way to the imperious demands of national 
honor. Whether we would or not, we must 
take Cuba and take it quickly; and from this 
opinion there will soon be no rational dissent. 


SUNDAY FOR THE AUTOMOBILES. 

To a spirited meeting of the Automobile 
club of Austin the public is indebted for a 
proper understanding of the status of the 
horse, or, to be more accurate, the Sunday 
horse. After some genera] expressions of 
contempt and contumely for the patient and 
time honored beast of burden, oné of the 
speakers declared amid loud expressions of 
approbation that on, the Sabbath day the 
horse should be used only for funeral pro- 
cessions. BE)ven the most enthusiastic au- 
tomobilist would not go so far as to contend 
that an automobile funeral train meets the 
demands of the hour, however much the au- 
tomobile may have contributed to the 
primary causes of the funeral. 

The driver of the automobile has a strong 
and specific grievance against the horse. 
Excepting possibly the presumptuous 
pedestrian who persists in an attempt to 
reach the other side of the street nothing so 
excites his wrath and annoyance. Indeed, 
one of the. Austin reformers explains most 
painstakingly that horses are frequently 
frightened by automobiles, thereby causing 
accidents which would be avoided if horses 
were not in evidence. Thus having proved 
that horses are frightened by automobiles 
the easy conclusion is reached that horses 
are a menace to the public and should be 
kept off the thoroughfares. This is so plain 
to every intelligent mind that its further dis- 
cussion is unnecessary. 

Statistics show that thus far this year 
146 persons have been killed by automobiles 
and 601 persons have been seriously injured. 
Exactly the proportion caused by the inex- 
cusable fright of horses at sight of the puff- 
ing machines it is impossible to set forth 
at this writing, but doubtless the Austin 
club is prepared to demonstrate that it is 
overwhelming. Were it not for the horses 
which persist in shying and betraying other 
evidences of emotion, the chauffeur might 
confine his murderous mission to himself 
and his companions—another potent argu- 
ment why the horse should be locked in 
the stable.

What other books have had or ever will 
have the chance to be read in Eskimo, 
Gaelic, Grebo, Littish, Pampanga, Po-

REVOLUTION AND RED TAPE. 

Apparently there is a slight confusion 
in the minds of the correspondents if not 
of the authorities at Washington as to 
the immediate cause of the revolution at 
Monte Christi in Santo Domingo. By some 
it is attributed tothe difficulty experienced 
by Commander Southerland in obtaining 
clean linen, while by others it is laid to the 
loss of an article of wearing apparel desig- 
nated in the official dispatches as “ pants.” 
Although this perplexity was not brushed 
away the government acted intelligently 
and with promptness. 

Tropical © revolutions, like tropical 
storms, spring up frequently without 
warning, and often without such grave 
provocation as the indignity implied in the 
loss of linen or of “pants.” As one fa- 
miliar with the slow process of govern- 
mental inquiry Commander Southerland 
was fully aware that ordinary measures 
would not restore to him the missing ar- 
ticles dear to his peace of mind and useful 
to his bodily dignity. He knew also that 
a revolution in Santo Domingo would call 
attention to-his necessities without un- 
necessarily alarming the world or agitat- 
ing the authorities. . Doubtless he reasoned 
that with the restoration of his linen or 
his “ pants” he could put down any revo- 
lution in the Antilles and that, too, with- 
out further troubling the home govern- 
ment, and happily events seem to justify 
that conclusion. The doughty commander 
in clean linen and familiar nether gar- 
ments has disheartened the revolutionists 
and broken the backbone of the revolt. 

While it is not alleged that in this spe- 
cific instance the “ revolutionists” con- 
spired with Commander Southerland for 
the recovery of his personal effects, the 
incident shows to what extent it is some- 
times necessary to go in order to counter- 
act the red tape of official life. By a. 
fortunate and providential provision revo- 
lutions are common where Anglo-Saxon 
‘clothes are scarce, and to this felicitous 
eircumstance the commander owes the re- 
habilitation of his wardrobe and the 
prompt action of his country. How wisely 
are matters ordained for the relief of the 
needy and the destitute when measures of 
departmental routine fail. 


SEND THE REGIMENT TO VICKSBURG. 

It is desirable that Lllinois shall be rep- 
resented at the State Memorial temple 
dedication at Vicksburg adequately and 
impressively. It is not forgotten that this 
commonwealth contributed generously to 
the army that participated in the famous 
siege during the civil war, and it should 
not now be lacking in every recognition 
of the services there performed by its 
ons.

THE VERDI STATUE. 

The monument and statue erected by the 
Italians of the United States as a memorial 
of their great composer, Verdi, have been 
approved by the municipal art commission of 
New York and the corner stone was laid:on 
Thursday last. The pedestal, which is sur- 
mounted by a statue of the composer, has a 
group of five figures, representing his crea- 
tions’ in “ Otello,” “ Afda,” “ Falstaff,” 
and “Il Trovatore.” The operas commemo- 
rated* have been well chosen. “ 1] Trova- 
tore ” is one of Verdi's earliest works, pro- 
duced when the Italian composers still wrote 
the “ bel canto,” and “ Falstaff ”’ is his last 
work, written at an age when composers 
usually have written out. “Aida” and 
“Otello,” both highly dramatic, show the 
unmistakable influences of Wagner, who has 
played sad havoc with the conventional 
melodies of Italian opera among the younger 
composers, as well as with the later works 
of the veteran of Busseto, 

The tribute of the Italians in this coun- 
try to the greatest modern musician of their 
fatherland is both graceful and fitting. It 
is not inconsistent that it should be erected 
here, for, though we speak of Italian, 
French, German, and other schools of music, 
the art is not national. Music isa universal. 
language. This nation may claim the indi- 
vidual composer, but his work belongs to the 
world. It is not only consistent, therefore, 
that this monument to Verdi should be erect- 
ed in New York City, but it should lead the 
way for other memorials of a similar kind. 
Why should not the German-Americans 


del, Mozart, or Haydn, the Franco-Ameri- 
eans their Lully and Gretry, the Russo- 
Americans their Tschaikowsky and Glinka, 
the Anglo-Americans their Purcell and Bieh- 
op? And why should not Americans gimilarly 
remember their own musicians? Certainly it 
cannot be urged that there would be too 
many of them. Nearly all public statues in 
this country commemorate the lives of sol- 
diers and statesmen. If we remember right, 
but one American musician, Stephen G. 
Foster, composer of folk songs, has been 
thus - honored. Next year.a statue of Theo- 
dore Thomas will be placed in the vestibule 


achieved some of his most notable triumphs. 
And these are all. Not even in the Hall of 
Fame has music been deemed worthy of ad- 
‘mission. Nowhere can be found statue, or 
bust, or effigy of any sort of Billings, the 
father of music in this country, who gave it 
its first anthem, the sonorous “ Majesty,” 
and who wrote the war songs which he and 
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It seems to have been ascertained by

His re- 
searches are entitled to consideration— 
the more so because school restaurants 
are a somewhat expensive luxury, and be- 
cause the thrift of the “thirty national- 
ities” may inspire them to withhold at 
home the gift of food which may be ob- 
tained for nothing or practically nothing. 
These are matters of detail in the admin- 
istration of the department of learning 
which should not be overlooked in the ex- 


ercise of philanthropy. 


HORSE SENSE AND LAW. 

In Bill Nye’s “ History of the United 
States,” one of the most instructive vol- 
umes published by that humorist of a 
decade ago, there is a suggestive para- 
graph which reads: “ Sometimes it would 
seem to the thinking mind that, as a peo- 
ple, we need a few carloads of sense in 
each school district, where it can be used 
at a moment’s notice.” 

This sentence is recalled by the account 
of the Connecticut judge who fined a 
young man $10 and costs for carrying. a 
gun in the open on the Sabbath day. The 
story relates that as. the criminal] was 
walking through a swamp on his father’s 
farm he was attacked by an adder, which 
he shot in self-protection. An officer of 
the law heard the report of the gun, ar- 
rested the youth, and took him before the 
representative of the majesty of the law. 
The judge heard the story, expressed his 
belief that the excuse was a good one, 
made some severe comments upon the law 
as it stood, and then fined the offender. 
In’ striking contrast to such action was 
that of a Chicago judge who refused to 
permit a contest in an election of some in- 
terest to certain religionists because there 
was claim of fraud affecting not more 
than a hundred votes,-by no means suffi- 
cient to change the result secured by an 
overwhelming majority at an election un- 
doubtedly regular in form and clearly ex- 
pressive of the popular will. The tech- 
nicality was overruled by a little common 
sense. 

The detention over night at Baltimore 
of two Chinese students on the ground 
that New York, not Baltimore, was the 
port of entry for such persons illustrates 
the same general idea. The purpose of 
their coming was evident, one planning to 
study at Ann Arbor and the other at 
Evanston. The suspension of the law to 
permit their entry was the only sensible 
thing to do, even without the narration by 
their sponsor of the difficulties experi- 


enced by him in trying to get passage to 


America at this season in time for the 
opening of the college year. 

Such straining at small points is fllus- 
trated by the supineness of the police in 
the presence of a notorious keeper in the 
red light district, who relates with joyous 
glee how he has on hand for emergencies 
a nonalcoholic beverage resembling beer 
which is to be offered in evidence when- 
ever any complaint is made of illegal sell- 
ing. It ts quite likely that his subter- 
fuge will work satisfactorily unless the 
police are moved to action by some one 
who sees the advantage of common sense 
in dealing with such a situation. 

The truth is that, while the great ma- 
jority of citizens ordinarily recognize and 
respect the strength of the law, there are 
occasions when technicalities are allowed 
to prevent enforcement in such a manner 
as to make these same citizens long for a 
little government by horse sense’ that wil! 
secure the ends of justice in rational ways.

So much has been made in the obituary 
notices of the late Mgr. Basil Feilding of his 
alleged relationship to the emperor of Aus- 
tria, and of the story that he was entitled 
to style himself a count of Hapsbutg of the 
Holy Roman empire, that it may be as well 
to explain that this pretension on the part 
of the illfated prelate’s family does not bear 
examination. The Feildings (who have as 
their chief that earl of Denbigh who visited 
this country a few years ago in command of 
the Honorable Artillery eompany, the oldest 
military organization in London), claim that 
they are descended from a mythical Count 
Geffery of Hapsburg, head of the younger 
line of his family, who, having beer reduced 
to poverty by his cousin, Rudolph, after- 
wards the first German emperor of the Haps- 
burg line, migrated to England and settled 
and married there in the reign of Henry ITI. 
On the strength of this, they not merely 
style themselves counts of Hapsburg of the 
Holy Roman empire but actually insist that 
they constitute the only branch of the house 
of Hapsburg now in existence in the male 
line. Were thie latter assertion correct the 
place of Lord Denbigh would be manifestly 
on the throne of Austria instead of on the 
benches of the British house of lords, since 
tiie old laws of the Holy Roman empire and 
the present Austrian constitution provide 
for the succession of the heirs in the female 
line to which Emperor Francis Joseph be- 
longs, only in default of any representative 
of the male side of the house. 


_ 

Diligent research reveals no mention in 
the official roster of German counts of any 
such titles as those of Count Hapsbursg, 
Count Rheinfelderl, and Count Laufenberfsg, 
to which Lord Denbigh makes claim. Nor is 
there any official work now in existence in 
Germany that refers to the English house of 
Feilding, of which Lord Denbigh is the chief, 
in connection with the imperial family of 
Hapsburg. Many erudite works have been 
published in Germany during the last 300 
years about the house of Hapsburg. Most 
of them are characterized by exhaustive re- 
search. Yet in none of them is the slightest 
mention made of the alleged Feilding connec- 
tion, or even of any count of Hapsburg who 
could possibly have been the ancestor of the 
Feildings. Moreover, it is a peculiar fact 
that, although the Feilding family is an’an- 
cient one and received the earldom of Den- 
bigh from King Charles L, yet it was not until 
a considerable time later that his descendants 
put forward their pretensions to Hapsburg 
descent and assumed the arms of the im- 
perial house of Hapsburg in conjunction with 
their own. It is ridiculous to imagine that 
if the alleged relationship had existed no 
mention thereof would be made in connection 
with the record of the many Feildings who 
achieved distinction as soldiers and states- 
men during the three or four centuries pre- 
wr the — of the earldom of Den- 


oe 

The real founder of the Feilding family 
seems to have been a William Feilding, who 
acquired by marriage with the granddaugh- 
ter and heiress of Robert de Newnham, in 
the reign of King Edward III., the manor 
of Newnham Paddox, in Warwickshire, which 
has been ever since the principal country seat 
of the chief of the house of Feilding, that is 
to say, for nearly 500 years. Among the 
most celebrated members of the family is 
Henry Fielding, author of the romance of 
“Tom Jones,” described by the great his- 
torian Gibbon as “ that exquisite picture of 
human manners which will outlive the palace 
of the esvurial and the imperial eagle of the 
house of Austria.”” As late as the year 1619 
the Feilding family entered at the college of 
Heralds in London, where it is to be seen 
today, a pedigree in which they trace their 
origin to the William -Feilding above de- 
scribed as the first of his house to own and 
occupy Newnham Paddox, and no mention 
will be found therein of any connection with 
the house of Hapsburg. The first Lord Den- 
bigh owed his earldom to his good fortune in 
marrying Susan Villiers, sister of the famous 
duke of Buckingham, favorite of James I. 
and Charlies I. It is only fair to the present 
Lord Denbigh to state that since 1900 he has 
eliminated the Austrian eagle and the coro- 
net of a count of Hapsburg from his armorial 
bearings.

Another sufferer from sleeplessness who has always appealed to 
me is Bismarck. Amid the myriads of pages I have read about Bis- 
marek, one which dwells in my memory is that in which he described 
to Mr. White, the American minister at Berlin, his sufferings from 
insomnia. Mr. White, if I remember rightly, was complaining of the 
noise—especially in the early morning—of the streets of Berlin, and 
of the difficulty this made for those who suffered from sleeplessness. 
The reply of Bismarck always has struck me as-supremely melaneholy. 
He gaid that he, on the contrary, liked this noise, that after he had 
lain all night without a wink of sleep this noise came almost as some- 
thing to soothe him, and that it was to the dawn of the day and the 
bustle of the streets that he looked for the beginning of sleep. 

To those, like myself, who know what sleeplessness means—how 
the night is made affrighting by the exaggeration of all the worries 
of the day, how the future is painted by the morbid imagination in 
those dreary hours in the blackest hues—it is a moving picture, that 
of the mighty man who at that moment ruled with his single brain 


tion alone; a fateful eminence attained only by ravaging all classes, 

The writer is indebted to the office of the commissioner of health 
of Chicago for statistics that show that about a genefation ago in the 
deeade from 1866 to 1875 the average death from this disease was 
1.02 in- 10,000 of the population, while for the decade closed last year 
—1896 to 1905—it had increased to 7.31 in 10,000 of the population 
which means an increase of 616.67 per cent. The New York health 
office publishes an increase of 300 per cent of Bright’s disease in re- 
cent years. A year and a half ago the bulletin of the commissioner 
of health of Chicago commented upon the fact that 6 per cent of se- 
lect, robust men, who had made application for positions on the fire 
department, were rejected for reasons of the presence of some form 
of Bright’s disease, and inasmach as the examinations covered nearly 
500 men it argued that 6 per cent of Chicago’s young manhood had 
latent or active Bright’s disease, and, continuing, moralized as follows: 
“ When it is reflected that the chief cause of such trouble is exposure 
to wet and cold after a drinking bout, the figures do not speak well 
of Chicago’s young manhood. The high tension of modern life—no- 
where higher than in Chicago, with its besetting temptations to irregu- 
lar habits and to excesses of various kinds, and its great strain upon 
the most complex and most important mechanism of life—is something 
the sanitarian can but recognize and regret; its relief and remedy will 
come only through saner views and modes of life.” 

Bright regarded the disease which goes by his name as a disease 
of the kidneys exclusively. Now what is called Bright's disease is

Sooner or later the whole world must come to the inevitable philosophy 
that man is man made, no matter how credit or discredit is reflected 
by this creature of environment. Birth is much, but environment and 
training are more, ’ ? 

Nature endows every living creature with that firet impulse of 
self-preservation. This impulse is the personification of selfishness. 
Were a man to live alone according to this law and ripen in his lone 
liness to maturity, his coming into modern community life would stamp 
him as the worst citizen in civilization. His short sighted ezotism 
would put him at war with the best interests of modern life. He 
would be a liar, thief, robber—murderer! In the experience of the 
psychologist and alienist, it is doubtful if in his maturity the best ef- 
forte of society in the best practicable manner ever might train this 
man to a point allowing him an unrestricted liberty. Out of these 
facts we have the inevitable conclusion that— 

Given the finest type of man who ever has lived community life 
among his fellows, we have the most perfectly artificial of all men. 

“Live and let live” never was the philosophy of nature in the 
sense that the quotation generally is accepted. This is the voice of 
community life, uttered long after it had become plain that man’s com- 
munity life stood for the best protection ‘of the individual. Perhaps 


solely because of his good looks. Of course there are exceptions, when 
the woman is young and foolish with the folly of youth and inex- 
perience. An older woman, even ‘when influenced by a man’s personal 
appearance, rarely thinks most of his face. It is the masculine strength 
which appeals to her weakness. She delights in his height, and size, 
and look of power. In most cases a woman does not care whether or 
no a man has regular features, if only he gives the impression of 
manliness and strength; and it is wonderful how little success a merely 
pretty man has among women as compared with that of a pretty 
woman with men of all sorts and conditions. It was not without reason 
and precedent that the ancient Greek mythology wedded Venus to 
Vulcan. Shakespeare, with his marvelous understanding of the secret 
souls of men and women, portrayed Titania infatuated with Bottom. 
Nor are size and strength always necessary qualifications in a 
woman's eyes for the man whom she loves. Bvery day one sees men 
so absolately homely, even ugly, that one hesitates to look twice at 
them. Yet such men are not infrequently married to comely wives 
who not only love them but. are proud of them, and who would not 


exchange their personal appearance for that of an Antinotis or Adonis. - 


Women satirists' have noticed this and seized upon it as proof of 
the woman's eager desire to get married. So they point it out scorn- 
fully, claiming that so long as a woman can find a man who can pay 
her bills and give her the ability to write “ Mrs.” on her visiting cards, 
she is more or less indifferent whether he is blind, or halt, or lame. The 
fact is that her conduct is due to far different motives. In the first 
place, the maternal instinct is strong in’ most women, aiid for this

It is a curious instance of the 
difference between the realities of life and their appearances between 
the supposed satisfaction of power and its real miseries. 

Napoleon did not suffer from sleepleasness, for he was one of the 
men who could do with a phenomenally smal! amount of sleep, and 
he could sleep when and where he liked. He often was able to just 
close his eyes for a few minutes, and to sleep so profoundly during 
that short interva] that when he awoke he was as fresh as many men 
would be who had had an hour’s sleep. But then, his brain was so 
restiess and his body so active that he never did take more than four 
or five hours at a time. When nine-tenths of the people he rnled were 
fast asleep this tireless man was up with half a dozen secretaries 
round him. 

Five o’clock in the morning usually found him fully immersed in 
all the details of the great empire his single will ruled. This eager- 
ness to utilize every moment of his time destroyed Napoleon, as it 
destroys nearly every like man in the end. He used to gulp down his 
food, so that his lynch rarely lasted more than a quarter of an hour: 
and his dinner was bolted in almost a similar hurry. When the din- 
ner was over people rose from it, and then, with him at their head, 
marched at double quick time into the drawing room—all excepting 
Josephine, whose languor as a creole woman even Napoleon’s omnip- 
otence never was able to accelerate. It probably was this rapidity

this organ which cannot rest till it recovers from these injuries, but 
must carry on its work? All forms of alcohol are direct irritants to the 
cells of the kidney. If heavy food is indulged in continually with oc- 
casional] insults in the form of gorgings accompanied by wines, im- 
paired functionment will come, for an overworked scavenger suffers

differ without quarreling; we are of different sects in religion, diverse 
political opinions, and opposing schools in medicine, yet we never have 
a quarrel.”

Which brings us to the question, Is not Smith the more natural 
man of the two? Is not Jones the admirable one wholly because of 
the fact that in environment and training he has been taken away 
from his natural impulses? And in criticising Smith are we not hold- 
ing him responsible for lack of opportunities and breeding, while, on 
the other hand, we may be lauding Jones in comparison when Jones 
may have fallen far short of what Smith might have been had Smith

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

Jones-Inglis, in a-special corn report,-esti- 
mate the crop at 8,011,000,000 bu. Their re- 
port sa in part: 

“Tn saipioitienar the estimate of corn yield 
for 1906 a few points of interest to the pub- 
lic may be noted: The most marked feature 
this year is the general stand throughout 
the whole country. Unhesitatingly we claim 
that no previous year has equaled it. Not 
only is the stand good, but stalks are excep- 
tionally well eared. Ears are large, well 
filled, and rounded out to the end. Three 
conditions are brought out in this crop—first, 
general stand; second, few empty stalks; 
third, size and perfect filling of ears. It re- 
quires these three conditions to make a 
bumper crop. 

“Tn claiming 38,011,000,000 bu we use the 
govrnment acreage of 95,400,000, but admit 
the probability of error in this acreage and 
would prefer to eliminate 3,000,000 acres from 
this total. 

“ Dairying is increasing, especially im the 
surplus corn states, and this requires more 
land for pasture; yet the government seems 
inclined to Increase the acreage in these 
states. If this position om acreage is cor- 
rect there must be deducted about 125,000,000 
bu from the above total. The government fig- 
ures also would show similar deductions. . 

‘In the estimate last year we were 200,000, - 
000 bu under the government figures. The 
movement of corn in the last yedr seems to 
have favored this estimate. Should the above 
figures prove approximately correct for 1906 
the country must either feed more the com- 
ing year or otherwise have a heavier mar- 
keting next season.” 

“The September report of the condition of 
oats by the government suggests a crop of 
203.000.000 bu against production in 1905 of 
953,000,000," said Wright-Bogert in a special 
oat letter. “ Coneidering that from the crop 
of last year only 46 000,000 was exported and 
the remainder consumed at home, the short- 
age this year will be an important factor in 
the making of prices. Bhe more the govern- 
ment report is considered the more bullish-it 
appears, Production im nineteen unimpor- 
tant oat raising states fs practically the 
same astast year. The only states of larger 
production are Arkansas, Colorado, and Ore- 
gon, the total increase being about 4.000.000 
bu. Washington, Oklahoma, and Indian ter- 
ritory decreased 4,650,000 bu. Nine southern 
states, including Texas, decrease 10,800,000 
bu. New York-and Pennsylvania, the two 
largest consumers, are short 16,000,000 bu, 
and all other eastern states are short more 
or less. The opinion has been general that 
the northwestern states had big crops, but 
the government report indicates a shortage 
of 22,750,000 bu in Wisconsin, Minnesota, and 
thé Dakotas. The great oat producing states 
of the west (Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illi- 
nois, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, and Nebraska) 
are short about 100,000,000. Witha shortage 
of about 30,000,000 in consuming states and 
a shortage of 125,000,000 in states from 
which they receive supplies, and a severe 
shortage in Russia, the largest producing 
and exporting country in the world, the 
situation is certainly worthy of considera- 
tion by those who aré looking for good in- 
vestments.”’

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CLOSING BID AND ASKED PRICES. 


As Viewed in London. 

Tn discussing the present imports of gold 
by the New York banks and the attitude of 
the treasury, the London Economist says: 

“The practical effect of this is that inter- 
est on the gold in transit is paid by the treas- 
ury department, and, thus aided, it is hoped 
the banks will be able to draw largely upon 
the stocks of metal om this side. It would 
appear probable, too, that any such drain 
would fall mainly upon the bank of England. 
The Bank of France holds, it is true, an 
enormous stock of metal with some of which 
it could weil afford to part, but that bank, it 
is reported, regards with disfavor any finan- 
cing of American securities in France and 
means to put all the obstacles it can in the 
way .of such operations. Here, on the other 
hand, the banks. have advanced enor- 
mous amounts on American finance bills 
and against American collateral—collateral 
which, In many cases, has not been handed 
over to the lending banks but deposited with 
third parties in the States. This class of 
business has, to our thinking, been much 
overdone, but, as matters at present stand, 
enormous credits have been created here by 
the use of which New York can draw upon 
the bank’s stock of gold. That stock will 
also,“as usual at this time of the year, be 
drawn upon for shipments to Egypt and 
South America, and in the autumn there 
are always a number of smaller miscellane- 
ous demands for gold for export that have 
to be satisfied. 

“The prospect is not.a pleasing one, espe- 
cially as our home requirements always ex- 
pand about this time of year. Fortunately, 
however, the bank is well prepared to meet 
demands upon it. Its stock of coin and 
bullion amounts to £38,011,000 and its re-

HAS AN INTERESTING HISTORY. 


New Ravenswood Subdivision Has Been 
in the Family of Mrs. P. D. 
Armour Since 1839. 


The North Ravenswood subdivision of forty 
acres at the northeast corner of Lawrence 
avenue and Robey street, which has just 
been placed upon the market, has an inter- 
esting history. 

It belongs to Mrs. P. D. Armour, the widow 
of the founder of Armour & Co., and it has

All this explains the commotion caused in Teheran 
by the knowledge, whispered from lip to lip, that 
Zuelka Ali Mirza had been seen in her own home 
wearing a pair of silken hose whose tops disappeared 
under the filmy white skirt.’

Now that the reader is aceustomed to the diseus- 
sion of what a Persian girl wears indoors, it may be 
admitted that all Persian girls and women go bare 
legged when in their own homes. On their feet they 
wear something like a woolen sock, the top of which 
is relied about the ankle. But otherwise their legs 
are as inmocent of covering as those of a street urchin 
in Chicage who gets a chance to wade in one of the 
little pomds in the park. ' 

No matter ‘how richly dress¢a a Persian girl may 
be, ne matter how high her station in society, she is 
bare legged at home. She reclines on her divan, 
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smoking her nirgalhi, bare legged. Bare legged she 
receives her company, passes refreshments. If she 
dances to the tinkling music of a gulza she dances 
with legs unhampered by hose or lingerie. 

The Persian girls are wonderfully fond of bright 
colors. Their street costumes are ugly and black, but 
indoors their jackets and petticoats are of red, green, 
blue, or yellow, and amazingly short—from an occi- 
dental point of view. 

Modesty largely is a matter of geography, after all. 
A Persian beauty hides her face in public and scorns 
the brazen, tnblushing boldness of the European girl 
who permits the whole world to see her face.

And yet the same Persian beauty will appear at 
home with naked legs and wonder at the European 
girl who fears to permit, even so much as a flashing 
glance at an ankle hidden in silken hose! 

Persia is not a tropical climate by any means. [It 
has real winters, with cold, damp autumns and springs. 
Yet Persian homes are built with utter disregard to 
cimate. There are no stoves, no steam pipes, no gas 
heaters. 

The Persian girl who goes into the streets may be 
clad warmly enough. Fashion permits her to wear as 
warm a jacket and as many pairs of the great balleon 
like trousers as she pleases. But indoors, with the 
trousers discarded, the Persian women with their bare 
legs are at a woeful disadvantage.

Taken altogether, the Persian girl's lot is not an 
umrhappy one—accdrding *to her way of thinking. In 
the first place, marriage is the sole aim of her Iife. 
If her parents are rich she enters the harem cf a noble 
If they are poor she is sold to a mer- 
chant. Harem life has nio repugnance to her. She 
is educated for it, all her accomplishments—music, 
dancing, embroidery, painting—«re designed to make 
her a mere valuable asset to her parents. Before she 
enters a harem she practically is the slave of her 
parents. Marriage, even as the fourth or fourteenth 
wife, as the case may be, brings freedom. 

A Persian girl, even ef most aristocratic lineage, 
has queer ideas. If her parents are wealthy she may 
have her boudoir earpeted with a rug which would be 
almost priceless in the United States. And she would 
eat meat and throw the bones on the rug with as 
mueh uncencern as the Sunday excursionist on a Ben- 
ton Harbor or South Haven boat picks a chicken bone 
with his teeth and throws what he can’t eat inte Lake 
Michigan. A Persian girl smokes a pipe—not a clay or 
brier, but a nirgalhi, drawing the smoke from delicate 
tobaeco through a jar of perfumed water. She has 
many queer habits, but the quweerest of all is that she 
doesn’t wear stockings.

Always Naked and Not Affected by Heat. 


“The climate is not changeable. A large, well 
selected library is at our disposal. We-always are 
naked, therefore the heat does not affect us.. Besides, 
uncooked foods do not produce thirst, especially when 
one has the opportunity of sea bathing at any time. 
Mr. Engelhardt is most tolerant toward those who hold 
different opinions. Physical work is not compulsory. 
We work when we feel inclined. The rest of the time | 
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we superintend the operations of the natives and do 
mental work. Our lives are characterized by the absence 
of the hurry and worry of civilization. Our colony is 
conducted on communistic lines; each colonist becomes 


part proprietor.” 


The conditions for admission to the sun order are, 
first, recommendations of two “respectable, credible ”’ 
persons who are to be “approbated by the leader of the 
sun order”; secondly, a payment of about $250 for such 
as are able to pay, “for less wealthy people, correspond- 
ing to their property, for poor fruit eaters nothing. In 
the first line the sun order wants men of noble, excellent 
character ’’; thirdly, the deposition of about $150 with 
the imperial government at Herbertshoehe in case of 
their quitting the colony or having need of the money 
in emergency; fourth, every colonist must be a fruit- 
arian, that is, he must live on nuts and fruits; fifth, a 
biographical sketch and photograph are required. 

“ All fruit eaters,’ observes Mr. Engelhardt, “ can 
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live a permanent naked life like myself, join nature in 
every respect. Magnificent sea and sand baths complete 
the continual sun and air. baths in the best manner.” It 
has been thought by some of the uninitiated public that 
marriage is forbidden at Kabakon; but, on the contrary, 
family life is encouraged, and it is the hope of the 
colony to furnish a nucleus to the world of sane, honor- 
able, healthy, and pure minded men, Married men with 
their families are hence accorded an especial welcome. 

The sun order derives its fair name from the fact that 
its members venerate the sun as the source of all life, 
“as the visibility of an everlasting being of love and 
wisdom. We do not worship the sun after the manner 
of the Parsee’, who live in clothes and at sunrise fall 
prostrate on their knees on carpets and lift up their 
voices to-heaven. We worship the sun by our daily life, 
by a clothesless existence in the full light and life of 
the tropical sun, nourished by the fruits that afe en- 
riched by the vitality of the sunshine, the sacred cocoa- 
nuts.

Engelhardt Was an Invalid Till He Left Civilization. 


The ultra-modern conclusions whereat Mr. Engel- 
hardt has arrived regarding human modes of living, he 
declares, are not the result of speculation but of experi- 
ment. He himself has been an invalid, and an invalid 
he remained until he forsook house and town, coat and 
shoe, and assumed the airy fashions of primitive man- 
kind, and adopted the diet of the Darwinian ancestors of 
men, the merry monkeys, who banquet off cocoanuts and 
banyans. 

Mr. Engelhardt was born in Nuremberg, Bavaria.

and Mrs. George L. Garnett of Camden, 
N. J. 

The names and present ages of the 
five great (or minor) poets are: 
Charlotte Bronté Garnett, aged 9 years, 
George L. Garnett Jr. aged 7 years. * 


J. G. Waittier Garnett, aged 6 years. 

Walt Whitman Garnett, aged 5 years. 

Pheebe Cary Garnett, aged 4 years. 

Mr. Garnett, the father of this quintet of poets, is 
a machinist, but he has the soul of a poet, and in him 
are- volumes and reams of poetry, unwritten and un- 
sung. His soul moves to the rhythm of his machine 
in lambic, dactylic, or anapestic meter. His lathes 
sing poems to him, poems without words, and the whir 
of the machines suggests vague themes of grand epics.

Poet Who Never Has Written a Line. 


He perhaps is the only poet in the world who 
realized that it was impossible for him to write poetry, 
or at least the only one who never made the attempt. 
He knew that he lacked education and that if he tried 
to write out the thoughts that came to him he mever 
would succeed beyond making himself ridiculous. He 
hardly was able to write out the reports of his shop 
work because he had been forced to go to work to help 
support the family when he was 15 years old, and had 
been at work ever since. To him every tree, every 
flower, every bird was the inspiration for a poem. 
Sometimes when he dreamed over his pipe at home 
scraps of wonderful melodies came to him; beautiful 
ideas that he failed to grasp. 

Garnett always felt that he could have been a poet 
if he had been given the opportunity to go to school 
and secure a good education, and he regretted it. At 
the age of 26, when his family no longer was dependent 
upon him, he met and fell in love with Miss Clementine 
Wallace, who was a poet herself. At least she had 
written some verses that had been printed in the local 
paper at her home town, Girardsville, Pa., and during

She is four minds, four moral beings, four spirits;

Perhaps 'they might reside in 
the one body peaceably and without strife but for the 
fact that Sally is a mischief maker who hates and is 


jealous of Christine, and, when she is in possession of

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Brenaté should become a peet. They decided that since 
her parents so loved, poetry their little girl should 
be trained to love poems from the time shé could read, 
and that, wen she grew up, she should write poems 
herself—perhaps great poems. 

About the time the second child arrived there was 
a strike that lasted three months and knocked a lot 
of the poetry out of Garnett, and they decided to name 
him after his father, but as the yéars passed there 
came other arrivals and each was named after some 
favorite poet. The father and mother talked it over 
and agreed that it would be unfair to give only one of 
the children the chance to be a poet, so they concluded 
to give each equal opportunities, and besides they 
thought the chances of developing one great poet out 
of five children certainly’ were greater than if they 
were to devote all the time and make the muse the 
special property of one.

The children learned their A B Cs out of books of 
poetry, and their first reading lessons at home were 
from the minor poets. Mrs. Garnett recited poems to 
them instead of fairy stories when they demanded 
stories before going to sleep, and every day when they 
got old enough each was asked to learn a verse of 
some poem and taught to recite it with proper accent 
and emphasis. 

At the age ef 6 Charlotte Bronté Garnett produced 
her first poem, and that was a day of great rejoicing 
in the Garnett household. Charlotte was regarded as 
a prodigy, even greater than when John Greenleaf 
Whittier wrote a verse at the age of 4 and when 
Phebe Cary recited a verse of her own manufacture 
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times, in her hatred of Christine, has come near kill- 
ing the body. that is called Miss Beauchamp by her 
friends and family. 

Sally has a habit of occupying the body, maltreat- 
ing it, eating poisonous stuff, cutting it with Knives, 
and scratching it with pins, and then deserting it, 
leaving Christine, who follows her in the occupancy 
of the body, to suffer agonies.

J. G Whittier shows a tendency towards becoming 
a dialect poet, and his observances of the rules of 
grammar and prosody indicate that he may make a com- 
bination Walt Whitman and Riley. Here is the most 
recent of his efforts: _

And a little boy was going to bed in his trundle bed 
And after his mama had spankit him 

And he said to his mama 

“T’ll be a good boy tomorrow.”

The dance reveals, according to M. 
Gabrielle, the temperament, the religion, the state of 
mental and physical development of a people. And, 
as he declares, every nation on the face of the earth, 
every tribe, every sect, every religion—except one— 
has its own peculiar form of dancing which dis- 
tinguishes it from all others. The exception is found 
in India among the Veddas, a tribe to which the dance 
is unknown—and which likewise is without religion, 
without belief in a hereafter, or concern in the present. 
That the dance, primarily, is religious in its na- 
ture is declared by Prof. Gabrielle to be undoubted. 
Among the more civilized nations the dance has lost 
much of its religious meaning, while among the savage 
and semi-civilized tribes it still; retains all its mean- 
ing, and the motions of the body are used to express 
a worship deeper than that expressed in song or in 
spoken words.

Standards of Taste and Grace Differ Widely. 


Gracefulness is, of course, the highest object of 
the dance among all the peoples, but their conceptions 
of what constitutes grace differ widely. 

According to this student of dancing, who has wit- 
nessed tens of thousands of dances in all parts of the 
world, who has penetrated to the interior of Africa 
and the desolate mountains of western China, there 
are three dances that, to his way of thinking, are 
equal in beauty, in grace, and in the poetry of motion. 
These are the dances of the Javanese Mohammedans— 
especially the “love dance,” in which only the younger 
women participate; the tarantella of Christian Italy, 
and the butterfly dance of Japan. 

That dancing loses in poetry, in fire, in meaning 
as civilization increases is the belief of this student 
of the art. He declares that the modern dances of 
civilized nations, especially as expounded on the stage, 
are not only meaningless and lacking in the beauty 
of the original dance, but actually degenerate, and 
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merely physical contortions that, whileaséhey may be 
rhythmic and graceful, are as insipid and as mean- 
ingless as the waddle *@f a duck.

Fisher Dance of Holland Is Grand. 


Perhaps of all “he dances of the world the fisher 
dance of the Hollanders is the grandest as a descriptive 
dance, and also it is one of the most graceful and 
rhythmic, althourh it lacks utterly the sensuous 
abandonment of the dances of the tropics and of ori- 
ental nations. This dance, according to Prof. Gabrielle, 
is a survival of the dance given in honor of the safe 
return of the fisher folk who made Holland famous, 
and the male dancer, whether or not he knows it, is 
impersonating ““e returned fisherman meeting his 
spouse. 

The Javanese love dance is, according to this au- 
thority, the mest graceful in all the world, uniting 
its pulsing, sensuous rhythm with utter abandon and 
perfect physical grace. The women Java are not 
beautiful, but tn their bodies is expressed, according 
to this authority, the most perfect grace the world has 
known, a grace which makes the Egyptian seem awk- 
ward, and the Parisian danseuese lacking in grace.

Scotch Dances Are Best Type for’ Men. 


Of dances for men the palm is given to the high- 
land fling and to the sword dance, the two virile, mas- 
culine dances of the Highlands of Scotland. Next to 
these the authority on dancing awards the palm to the 
Fajeula, a tribe of equatorial negroes, who, in their 
funeral dances, he declares, reveal more dignified 
grace and Stateliness than any other peoples of the 
earth. And third in rank for courtliness, for grace, for 
meaning, he places the beautiful “Sir Roger de Cover- 
ley,” as danced by the dames and men of America and 
of England—when these people, according to Gabrielle, 
danced instead of romped, 
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One would think that a Frenchman would award 
the palm for grace and for skill in dancing to his own 
people—at least to the women of his native land—but 
he does not, and, indeed, places the Italians, the Swedes, 
the Spanish, and the Arab dancing women above those 
of France. 

The meaningful dances of the Swedish people, he 
says, excel those of all northern peoples, and are rivaled 
only by the wonderful dances of the Tyrolese, and, 
strange to say, he traces a great likeness to the Finnish, 
Swedish, and Norwegian national dances in the dances 
of the North American Indians. 

M. Gabrielle spent nearly two years among the 
Indians of A'merica studying their dances to see if he 
could discover from their gyrations a clew to their 
origin, and he found among the Pueblos forms which 
convince him that their religious dances were of 
Chinese, or at least of oriental, origin, while he firmly 
was convinced that the Apaches derived.their war 
dances, their sun dances, and other ceremonial dances 
from Asiatic forms. Among the northern Indians he 
declares he found semblance to Icelandic—and there- 
fore Norge dances—and traces of old Jewish ceremonial 
dances, especially in their council lodge dances.

Eskimo Dancer Gesticulates Like Madman. 


The ancient dance of the Eskimos was a chief feae 
ture of their festivals. The natives formed in a group, 
in the center of which stood the chief performer. He 
sang a weird song, beating time on a drum, geésticulat- 
ing and dancing like a madman. Sometimes the song 
was meant merely for the entertainment of the com- 
pany, who held hands and circled around him like chil- 
dren do when they play “Frog in the Meadow.” But 


a satirical “nith song” against another Eskimo, who 
made significant responses. 

Perhaps the strangest of dances is that of the wild 
Hairy Ainu, the mountain savages of Japan. In one of 
their few public semi-religious festivals the girls -put 
on long yellow gowns painted with rude splotches of 
white and red, and with a mottled blue cloth slung over 
their backs. The significance of this peculiar garment 
has not been revealed to travelers who have seen their 
dances. : 

Two little children are placed in the center of a 
cleared circle, and the oddly dressed Ainu girls go 
around and around, calling out certain words repeat- 
edly and hopping always on one foot. The dance, in a 
slight way, is said to resemble the “Sir Roger de Cov- 
erly,” and, though it is uncouth and barbarous to a 
degree, it is not without a certain wild beauty. 
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Strange Incantations of the Malay Peninsula. 

When the Sakais of the Malay Peninsula dance 
they repeat over the names of the mountains, rivers, 
trees, and other natural objects with which they are 
familiar. The dance probably is an incantation to the 
spirits of the forests and hills. 

The performance is commenced by the beating of a 
drum made of a skin stretched over a section of a hollow 
log. The music is continued for about five minutes. 
Then, to a simple one-two time, a man gravely ad- 
vances and begins to dance. He hardly moves his feet, 
but jerks his body to and fro and gesticulates with his 
hands. He makes a courtesy at each one-two beat of 
the drum. Often he is joined by another man, and they 
bow to each other and call the names of the familiar 
features of the landscape. They keep this up for an 
hour or more, and when they are exhausted they take 
seats upon a log or stone and chant drearily to the 
music of the drum. 

By this time the women are ready to carry out 
their part of the program. A bamboo flute seconds the 
drum, a@nd the air becomes lively with simple varia- 
tions of the one-two tune. The women clap their 
hands and go through certain evolutions, not without 
grace. They curtsy to one another and to the men, and 
seem to be happy.

That the New Zealanders who tan trace their de- 
scent back 800 years to King Hawaii always have been 
a superior barbaric people is proved by the fact that 
even in their savagery they wore clothes. Today the 
Ureweras affect their native costumes, long, straight 
robes, woven from grasses and fillers. They stili prac- 
tice the process of tattooing, the Marks of which many 
of the older relatives of Mrs. Rawei still bear. They 
chisel out the design usually en the faee with a small 
shell chisel and hammer, then with a powder obtained 
from the ashes of a root they print the mark into the 
flesh. The process calis for no little courage and the 
face for a time presents a horrible appearance. Tat- 
tooing is a symbol of bravery. Sometimes the tattooed, 
not being able to endure the process, breaks away be- 
fore the work has been completed and contents himself 
with one tattooed cheek. When women wed they are 
tattooed on the chin to show that they are married and 
the boys must not make love to them. 

Years ago when Mrs. Rawei’s people were still sav- 
ages, a trade in tattooed heads was carried on. The 
natives have a secret process of drying thesé heads and 
they are so preserved that nota line of the tattoo is lost, 
even the hair is kept perfect. Here in America, in 
Europe, and other countries these heads are to be found 
in ‘any Museum. Time was when trade for these tattooed 
curios was so keen that, not waiting for people to die, 
the natives seized their enemies, tattooed them, and cut 
off their heads. Fifty years ago Mrs. Rawei’s grand- 
father and unclés engaged in this trade.

America is its vastness.

The London ané Northwestern, besides 
being the richest of British railway com- 
panies—in fact, perhaps, the richest in the 
world—can boast also of owning the largest 
engine works in existence. The inclosed 
space at Crewe is eighty-five acres, and a 
little over thirty acres is under cover. The 
Midland has at Derby twenty-six acres of 
covered workshops. 

The Midiand holds the transportatton rec- 
ords for the shipment of beer. From the 
great ‘breweries at Burton on Trent there 
were shipped recently in a single day 1,231 
carloads of beer. : 

There is an Australian line which owns a 
most odd record. The New South Wales 
line, between Nyngan and Bourke, runs a 
distance of 126 miles in a mathematically 
straigfit line, over a plain level almost as a 
billiard table. 

Berhaps the only railroad in the world that 
pulls up stakes and goés out of businesg for 
six months in the year is operated at a fash- 
jonable eastern resort.

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Women Pay to Get 
How Dramatic Agency Is Run. 


HE manager of a theatrical agency con- 
ducts two main channels of business. 
First, there is the supplying of actors 
and actresses with positions and the 
supplying of managers with suitable 

actors and actresses. Second, there is the 
handling of plays—placing new ones with 
managers and booking old ones. - 

In the first division of his'duties the theatri- 
cal agent comes into close acquaimtance with 
the people who for one reason oF another 
desire to adopt the stage as a temporary or 
permanent haven of reiuge or means of ac- 
quiring fame and fortune. In the second di- 
vision he makés the most money, perhaps. 

It is a Pusiness in which men come and go, 
take up and forsake, with more freedom and 
for less reason than any other one business 
in the world. This possibly is owing to the 
fact that those wao try their hand at the 
agency business usually are actors, tired of 
traveling from place to place. Being an 
erratic, restless class of people, they usually 
drop it and go back to the stage as soon as 
they get rested. A man who combines dra- 
matic instinct with business instinct and is 
willing to stick could not do better than to go 
inte the agency business. There’s money in 
as

Besieged by Professional Callers. 


The management of an agency is not a 
complicated business. It requires vast ac- 
quaintance with stage folks, but this is ac- 
quired rapidly as they hunt out the agency. 
At first a theatrical agent advertises, but 
later he is besieged by professional callers— 
people wanting positions. He must take the 
greatest care to supply the right person for 
the right place, as the stage manager trusts 
this important point to his judgment. 

Often the agent makes up whole companies 
on a week’s notice, and sends them off te 
remote places to play a season's engagement. 
If the company is not well chosen, if it does 
not draw good houses, he loses, and his repu- 
tation suffers. 

Often, by a sudden change of pian or illness 
of a leading woman, or the failure of a play 
that was booked for several weeks’ engage- 
ment, a week comes in between engagements 
when the theater would be dark and much 
money and popularity lost if a company 
could not be got together quickly to fill in the 
gap. At such times the dramatic agent is 
called on to make up a company that will 
hold the house, 

During the process of making Up & com- 
pany for a hurry up call the telegraph and 
telephone wires are kept busy, contracts 
signed, canceled, new ones made, and every- 
thing is in a state of seeming frengy until 
the whole company is secured, and the play 
ready to be put on.

Gets Half First Week's Salary. 

As for the remuneration, itis ample. The 
agent receives one-half of the first week's 
salary of each person he places. Thus it is 
seen that the placing of a few people a week 
brings the agent a nice income. A little 
figuring shows that about $30 is the average 


Salary of a theatrical person and an agency 
seldom passes a week without placing at 


least a half dozen people. 

His other department, the handling of 
plays, also isremunerative. Playwrights put 
their productions in the hands of the agent, 
who receives & royalty for his services. His 
services aré hot confined to young writers; 
the most popular plays,are handled by 
agents. Every play is tected by copy- 
right, and different managers are allowed 
to use the play for a certain per cent of the 
gate receipts; and this percentage is again 
divided between agent and author. 

Inexperienced playwrights naturally seek 
out the dramatic agent, who always is watch- 
ing for new plays, and through him come be- 
fore the public. He is in direct touch with 
managers and brings the author's work be- 
fore them when he considers it practical. 

The majority of manuscripts received by 
the dramatic agent are literary productions 
that have no playing possibilities whatever, 
but often the making of a good play is found 
ané in sucha cise the dramatic agent co

ria] to the possibilities of the stage, with suc- 
cessful results.

Society Women on the Stage. 

It is human nature—especially woman na- 
ture—it seems, when things go wrong in the 
economy of her affairs, to fly to the stage as 
& means of relief for her overburdened soul. 
Thus it ig that women who have differences 
with their husbands, women who long for 
larger freedom; for travel, for notoriety, or 
for variety, but-who do. not need money, 
troop up to the dramatic agent and offer 
almost any price for his services in getting 
them started on a stage career. Often these 
women are beautiful, graceful, daring, im- 
petuous, impulsive, good dressers, and the 
agent, with a little coaching, readily can pre- 
pare them for a place on the stage. They are 
willing tolbegin’anywhefe,*to go anywhere, 
and salary is no object; so it is not,’after all, a 
difficult matter. The chief demand of the 
average playgoer is that the women he gazes 
upon shall be pretty and well dressed: so 
that, putting the matter of art aside, these 
are the two great requirements for average 
success on the stage. Dramatic talent, toa 
certain extent, is within all people—e lal- 
ly wemen. Thus, being moderately good 
looking, the rich woman has every advan- 
tage. Many of these women will pay séveral 
hundred dollars for the help a dramatic agent 
can give them and accept salaries that would 
not buy the plumes on their hats. In well 


‘known light operas and comedies, such as 


“* Peggy from Paris,” Wellesley college grad- 
uates have taken leading parts with success. 
It ig not the frivolous woman always who 
takes to the stage through the dramatic 
agent's assistance. 
. S 
Ministers Also Become Actors. 

Men also seek stage careers through the 
agent's help. Applications are received from 
ministers, especially those who have Startled 
the religious world by freedom of thought 
Openly expressed. The same talent, putting 
the religious side out of the question, that 
sends a man to the preacher’s platform sends 
him also to the stage. Many ministers today 
preaching to a large congregation are in 
direct touch with a dramatic agent, only 
awaiting the right opportunity to forsake the 
one profession for the other. I have seen 
letters from clergymén whose names are 
known to thousands of interested hearers 
pertaining to this subject. 

Prominent society women, college gradu- 
ates, professional people, literary tyros—ail 
are known to the dramatic agent, and 
through him enter stageland under other 
names, that their friends may not know of 


on Stage; 


their action until success shall have crowned 
their endeavors. 

Stage people notedly aré “ broke,” and 
often it is the agent’s privilege to house and 
feed stray members of the fraternity until 
better times shallcome. One dramatic agent 
who told ‘me his experience said that much 
of the time he had actors staying at his 
house waiting for an engagement and with- 
out a cent to their names. It pays, froma 
financial standpoint, aside from the purely 
philanthropic one, to care for these tempora- 
rily impoverished play people. It saves a 
good man from going to the dogs, as he can 
do nothing towards getting on his feet after 
his clothes are shabby and he is gaunt from 
worry and privation. The agent helps him 
out, gets him a position, and alwaysis repaid 
for his trouble. His help is a Godsend ta the 
actor,

Producing Flay Without Capital. 

A young actor-manager who was broke and 
completely without resources received, un- 
expectedly, an order to take a Company to @ 
emall town for & two weeks’ engagement. 
He went to the agent and, without telling 
him the straits he was in, engaged him to 
make up a company for him. In a few days 
the company was rehearsing a popular melo- 
drama; and later, pawning his watch, for 
enough money for his own car fare, the 
actor got his company down to the town. 
Ii took some skiliful engineering to manage 
it, but the young manager put this play 
on, and pulled off a two weeks’ engagement 
with no other capital than that his watch 
brought him, The house was good, the play 
paid for itself, and after all expenses were 
paid the manager was ahead $200 for his 
two weeks’ work. The agent received his 
pay from the people he had engaged, and 
the whole enterprise was a success. Had 
the play been a flat failure everybody would 
have been out of pocket, even the manager, 
who in that case would not have been able 
to redeem his watch, and this is just the 


‘ kind of judgment that a dramatic agent must 


have in order to make the business a paying 
one. 

On the occasion of her first metropolitan 
appearance some years ago 4 young actress 
came beforé the curtain in a Chicago theater, 
between the acts of her new play and recited 
a poem having the same title as this short

‘80 another “improvement ” goes into the 
vast outside museum which radiates from 
Washington to all corners of the land. 

Divided into two classes, these patrons 
of the patent office are the patent rich and 
the patent poor. 

With the latter clase the majority stands 
registered. 

Many fnventors believe that original tn- 
ventions or improvements must be patented 
without delay. When unable themselves to 
do so, they apply to friends to effect the pro- 
tection. 

One inventor who had gotten out several 
patents and failed to make good on them, 
keeps on shaping up his ideas minus patents 
In model form or drawing plan, and sells 
out if he finds a customer. 

Others producing their ideas in a similar 
manner are satisfied to make deciaration 
in the presence of witnesses that on such a

Experiments Cost Money. 

The presumption is that priority of in- 
Yeution is established, and if the inventor 
possesses the requisite means he goes on to 
exploit his creation. 

He calls for money fn the most ineistent 


way. The expert In metal novéltues, the 
maker of models, dies, and ehilis is to be 
consulted. His price for the first unit must 
be enough to pay him for experiment and 
time. 

it may be $6, $8, or $10, or the rate may 
be named at 60 cents an hour. Perhaps one 
day of nine and a half hours may suffice, and 
the time may be doubled or more. 

The mventor gets his sample. If satisiied 
he desires the manufacturer to go ahea@and 
make them in quantities of 5,000 or 50,000. 
He aestres this, but consulting discretion, 
he first looks up a market for hig wares. If 
the result is favorable, ard tne material te 
be used requires a stamping die, the first 
ene will cost him $100 or more, this depend- 
ing upon its simplicity or complication. 

If the form to be made calls for molten 
metal and the molder’s art, then the “ chil] ” 
takes the place of the dle and the expenses 
is less. 

The chill itself is a molée@ form of east 
metal in whieh a dozen or multiples of the 
rumber in the form o* the pattern required 
appear upon its base plate 


Fortunes in Small Inventions. 

The man who connived the wire lock for 
thin basket, box, and firkin uses produced 
a simple thing, but the amount of inquiry 
and energy expended fn the initial exploita- 
tion of it was of the compound rather thas 
the simple order. 

He had spent a fair lifetime in a much dit- 
ferent vocation and had to “ learn the ropes.” 

Finally he was advised to have a die mads 
and stop fiddling With friends and gossips 
who wouldn't take the trouble to even think 
over the prospect. 

Hie did so and at the cost of perhaps $800 
got a masterly machine with a voracious ap- 
petite for wire. The machinist diemaker bad 
paved his road to glory and in a few years 
the wire wizard could buy forty automobiles 
at the §2,500 rate per “ beei.”’

Calf Weaner Was a Winner. 

The man who all but dissipated his bank 
account of several hundred dollars in the 
production of a “ calf weaner” had received 
through the term of his endeavors the usual 
brand of counsel and advice, mostiy of the 
adverse order. 

The comtriver had been brought up on « 
farm, and vowed to win or “ bust.” He did 
win, and still is using tons of wire in supply- 
ing his weaners to an increasing trade. 

The humbler line of patents is not to be 
despised. Instances where they have proved 
fortune builders are humerous enough. But 
the amateur must never decide that the mere 
fact of obteining letters patent insures com~ 
mercial value for his device, 
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HAT the American gardener, farmer, 

or planter is unaware of the great 

demand and the immense profit to be 

made from the cultivation of medicinal 

plants is proven clearly when one con- 
giders the vast amount of these crude ma- 
terials imported into this country each year. 
In round numbers, over $18,000,000 annu- 
ally is sent to foreign’countries for the pur- 
chase of these plants, roots, etc., a great 
many of which could be raised at little ex- 
pense by thé American farmer. 

Just think of the drug mills of this coun- 
try sending to foreign lands for their supply 
of the common burdock, dandelion, and 
couch grass. This may seem absurd to some, 
but, upon the authority of the department 
of agriculture, many tons of these roots 
are imported annually. Every one is fae- 
miliar with the burdock or the dandelion. 
They may be seen growing on almost any 
vacant lot or along any road. There is no 
place in the world where these plants grow 
more plentifully than in the United States; 
still the drug mills are obliged to import 
many thousands of pounds annually to meet 
their requirements. 

* a 
Golden Seal Worth $125 a Pound. 

Not many years ago the golden seal was 60 
ebundant in many sections of this country, 
especially in the east and in the Ohio valley, 
that it was considered a pest by farmers, 
who tore it up, burned it off, and smothered 
it to keep it from overrunning their fields 
and pastures. 

Through these determined efforts at ce- 
stroying it, there has been a steady increas- 
ing shortage, until today it is worth from 95 
cents to $1.25 a pound, and often times much 
higher prices are quoted. Over 700,00 
pounds of golden seal is used by the drug 
mills of this country every year in the manu- 
facture of medicine. Of this amount only 
150,000 pounds are purchased here, the re- 
maining 550,000 pounds being imported. 

Seneca root or snake root, like golden seal, 
at one time was plentiful in this country, but 
through burning, etc., it has been so nearly 
exterminated that at the present time the 
market is supplied with difficulty. The,culti- 
vation of seneca root would be as profitable 
as the cultivation of golden seal, and it does 
pot require near the care in raising it. 

= * 
Anise and Coriander Seed. 

Anise and coriander seed are imported in 
large quantities. All that is needed to insure 
successful cultivation of these plants is a 
well drained, rich soil. The seeds are gath- 
ered just before they ripen. 

A few acres devoted to sage growing un- 
doubtedly will yield excellent returns on the 
money and labor invested. As rich soil is not 
necessary for the growing of sage it can be 
raised successfully in nearly all parts of the 
country, though the south is the most adapt- 
ed to its cultivation. 

Theré are many plants which could be cul- 
tivated by the American farmer and gar- 
Gener at little expense, and the results are 
sure and the market price always is increas- 
ing. Foliowing is a.list of plants which 
thrive in this country and which can be 
raised with great profit. The demand for

Best Seasons for Gathering. 

The cleaning and preserving of medicinal 
plants is the most important branch of the 
work. The seasons when the various herbs 
have their fullest flavor are as, follows: 
Basil, from the middle of August to middle 
of September; marjoram, throughout July; 
winter savory, end of July and throughout 
August; summer savory, the same; thyme 
of various kinds, through June and July; 
mints of various kinds, latter end of June 
and during July; sage, August and Septem- 
ber; tarragon and burnet, June, July, and 
August; fennel, chervil, parsley, eider flow- 
ers, May, June, and July. 

Gather them when they first begin to 
blossom, on a dry day and before the sun has 
been long on them. Clean from dirt, etc., 
by washing and dry off with soft towels. 
Aftér this, lay the wilted herbs in a warm 
oven and dry. gradually with gentle heat. 
When dry, assemble in bags made of paper 
and tie in bundles; after which hang in a 
dry, cool place, out of reach of direct sun- 
light. To prepare roots for the market, rub 
in water, preferably running, to get rid of the 
dirt and some of the surface mucus matter, 
which if left on would render them moldy. 
The large ones should be cut, split, or peeled. 

* * 
How to Dry and Pack. 

Aromatic plants, however, never should 
be peeled, the odor resides, largely, in the 
bark. Spread out on sieves or hurdles and let 
dry at a temperature of not over 120° F. This 
may be done by placing the sieve over a 
stove, or in a drying closet, taking care to 
move the roots about and change the sur- 
faces exposed to the direct action of the air. 
Thick and juicy roots, such as rhubarb, 
briony, pond lily, etce., are cut fn slices, the 
latter strung on threads and hung in a tem- 
perature of about 90 to 100° F. Squills are 
scaled and threaded and hung around a stove 
pipe, not too near the fire, or put them in a 
drying closet. Rhubarb should be rewashed 
to separate the mucous principal, which 
would otherwise render it black and soft 
when powdered. Tubers are sliced, strung 
on threads and dried in a steam closet. If 
insects or worms get into the roots or herbs, 
about the best plan to get rid of them is by 
subjecting the material to the action of sul- 
phurous acid gas, or the fumes of burning sul- 
phur, shut up in a tight box. 


Waiters May Go to School: 


Hours to Suit 


at Y. M. C. A.

Ff you are a dinner patron at some down- 
town hotel or first class restaurant and 
have suffered from the English of ap 
uneducated waiter whom otherwise you 
are pleased with enough for @ liberal tip, 

give the waiter’s name and address to Will- 
fam Sheppard Sanford, one of the educa- 
tional directors of the Central Young Men's 
Christian Association institute in La Salle 
street. 

In the establishment of an afternoon echool 
for such workers as cannot avail themselves 
of the morning ané@ evening classes, the As- 
sociation institute, putting the hours from 
2:80 to 5:30 o’clock, intend to reach the hotel 
employés especially, and in this purpose the 
school has found hearty codperation on the 
part of the management of the large down- 
town hotels. 

Sophomore and junior student waiters at 
some of the popular summer resorts not only 
are not novelties but are appreciated, gen- 
teel servitors who can atope for many of 
the shortcomings of chef and cuisine. Why 
a waiter student at the Association institute 
may not acquire like qualifications to the 
advantage of the hotel or restaurant in which 
he works is something which will need be 
shown to the educational management of 
the institute.

Idle Hours in the Afternoon. 

The waiter in the average first clasa hotel 
finds himself with an afternoon on his hands 
prior to going to the service of dinner. He 
has his sleep out by 1:30 o’clock in the after- 
moon and may not have to report-for duty 
till 56 or 6 o’clock in the evening. Under these 
circumstances he may go to his classes in the 
association institute, fresh and rested for hia 
class work, in sharp contrast with the man 
who has to work all day and appear at even- 
ing classes, sometimes too tired to hold his 
willing eyelids open until the close of the 
session. In the restaurants waiters work in 
shifts, one day serving morning and after- 
noon and the next day in the evening, giving 
them opportunities at the new afternoon 
classes on alternate days. 

To the great general public in the hotels and 
restaurants, with their French and Italian 
bills of fare, it is not a certainty that an 
educated waiter is a wholly unmixed blessing. 
For a one language citizen to call for a dish 
of “ pate de foy grass “* and have the waiter 
repeat it with a soft, hanging palate, “ paté 
de folie graw,” is not reassuring to the cus- 
tomer in that respect. But on the whole the 
innovation of the scholastic garcon ought to 
be an improvement all around save as the 
Charley boy with the pretty girl after the 
theater may suffer the pangs of fear that a 
handsomer scholar with a napkin under his 


arm may prove a rival.

The numeral 7 in the table means that 
Persons afflicted in that manner are barred 
absolutely from participating in that particu- 
lar trade, while the numeral 1 indicate’ that 
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there is nothing in the loss of the sense itself 


to prevent a person from working at that 
trade with excellent chances of success. The 
figures between indicate the comparative 
chances of success, and show the handicap 
imposed by the local trouble. 

It is apparent that the man who has lost 
the sense of touch i8 under the heaviest 
handicap. There was no trade experiment 
within which he even had a fair chance of 
success and he was barred from more trades 
éven than the blind man. The loss of the 
power of speech, no matter how much the 
loser may feel it, is, industrially speaking, 
scarcely any loss. The man has almost nor- 
mal chances. The sense of taste is fit less 
in the industrial world than any other. The 
loser is barred from being a Hquor dealer or 
a butcher. 

ii; Oy, @ 7 : 
Blind Man May Be a Barber. 

The blind man has good chances of success 
as a barber, bookmaker, cigar maker, stenog- 
rapher, musician, spinner, upholsterer. The 
deaf and dumb man has his choice of half a 


dozen trades. 


One of the oddities of the table is that the | 


blind man makes a good barber. In trying 
with ten different subjects the experimenter 
found them all capable of developing into 
excellent workmen with a razor, and with a 
deaf, dumb, and blind man he attained such 
excellent results, due to the wonderful de- 
velopment of the man’s sense of touch, that 
he found him a place in a Stettin barber shop, 
where from being a curiosity he came to be 
the most sought after barber in the place. 
The experiments of Herr Ahrené show that, 
no matter how heavy a handicap in the way 
of lost senses a man may have to endure, he 
need not seek charity, but, by developing his 
remaining powers, can find useful work.

The idea that professional folk should 
wot advertise is exploded. Even M. D.'s have 
receded so far from that position that while 
they do not put “ display” ade in the news- 
papers—yet they. use every possible means of 
publicity and they know that in the cities at 
least notoriety helps @ great deal in securing 
the highest palé work. When a physician 
lately allowed it to become public news that 
he had collected an enormous fee from the 
estate of a rich man who had died under his 
care—he did so knowing full well that this 
roumdabout .way of letting # be known 
that he was employed in that particular 
family was the way to insure that he would 
be employed in other families of great 
wealth. 

The tmmense prestige of Paderewski and 
Kubelik are built upon newspaper notoriety 
quite as much as upon intrinsie worth, 


though the latter Is great {n both cases, and 
the successfu) schools and teachers of music 
are those that advertise. A continual giving 
of concerts is the surest way of keeping up a 
lively interest and growth in any school, and 
the idea advanced by some conservatives 
that this {s in opposition to the plan of the 
really artistic teachers “in Burope’’ is dis- 
regarded. Every school must and does ap- 
propriate a large sbere of ite earnings to the 
purpose of advertising and the care with 
which the advertisements are prepared and 
the judgment with which they are placed is 
the measure of the success of the school. 

Do every legitimate thing to build up your 
reputation, stoppng short only of the idea 
that vulgar notoriety is as good as legitimate 
repute, for Barnum and some others to the 
contrary notwithstanding, it remains true 
that real worth always must stand back of 
what people say of you and the getting peo- 
ple to say “something anyway” always 
must be subservient to the thought that what 


they say must be both good and true.

There Are Too Many Spenders, 

It is a lamentable fact that an overwhelm- 
ing proportion of the young men of today 
have affiliated themselves with the former 
class. While the modern young man is a 
money maker he is not a money saver. His 
merit les in his power te create; his short- 
coming in his inability to conserve. A single 
glance into any of our great cities is convine- 
ing proof of this fact, In our own great Chi- 
cago there are thousands of energetic, ambi- 
tlous young men whose week's wagés last 
about as long as an iciclé In a red hot crucei- 
bie. They scatter their money like autumn 
leaves driven by s Novetnber biast. Genuine 
frugality—in the ranks of the young element, 
at least—is as scarce as strawberries in win- 
ter time.

There is another extreme as unsavory as 
that of prodigality. It is the doctrine cham- 
pioned by Mr. “ Holdfast”’ and his contem- 
poraries. Penuriousness is as disgusting as 
lavisbness is disastrous. The spendthrift is to 
be pitied; the miser to be detested. The lat- 
ter is a menace tosociety. The former, while 
being a benefit materially, is riot of the high- 
est value ethically. So that neither class is 
desirable. 

There is a happy medium. Frugality is the 
rational ground between spendthrift philoso- 
phy and parsimony. It is a virtue of the 
grandest sort—as much a virtue as prodigal- 
ity is a vice. The judicious expenditure of 
money is the summum bonum, This splendid 
quality sometimes is innate, but more fre- 
quently has to be cultivated. It is one of the 


most commendable in all the catalogue of 
qualities; it weighs and adjusts, conserves 
and equalizes, It is an investment which pays 
the lergest dividends on a small outlay of 
capital—a little careful thought and self-de- 
nial, Common sense is the greatest guaran- 
tee of economy, since it corrals the ideas, 
keeping them well within the limit of one’s 
resources. :

Prof. Clark goes farther and 
claims that the unskilled American workman 
can keep a family in comfort and save money 
on $800 a year. Be that as it may, if men were 
as careful in spending their money as they are 
active in getting it, there would be more pank 
accounts and fewer bankrupts—greater as- 
sets and lesa liabilities.

In Darjeeling, the hill station of northern 
India, the only person who is allowed to 
enjoy the luxury of a drive is the governor. 
No one else is permitted to own @ convey- 
ance, becatise the mountain roads are so nar- 
row that traffic would likely cause accidents 
from vehicles being forced over the preei- 
pices. 

The largest newspaper in the world is pub- 
lished in China. Each sheet of this gigantic 
paper is as large as a barn door. When 
the owners decided to modernize their pub- 
lication by substituting smaller pages, the 
subscribers protested so stoutly that the in- 
novation had to be abandoned The readers’ 
objection to the contemplated change was 
because the new form was not so convenient 
for wrapping bundles, and did not cover so 
much surface when spread out on the floor te 
sleep on.

Samoans Crazy About Cricket. 

The game of cricket has become so popu- 
lar in the island of Samoa that it has about 
demoralized the natives. The islanders have 
modified the regulation way of playing the 
game, as established by the English, until 
there are twenty, thirty, and even fifty 
players on a side. The inhabitants of one 
whole village often will be pitted against the 
residents of a neighboring town. When one 
of these community clashes occurs the sport 
invariably continues until the food supplies 
give out. Employers of labor find that they 
can put absolutely no dependence on their 
help, on account of the universal fever for 
the game. 

The traveler who circles the globe could 
wear out several pencils in the attempt to 
figure out the numerous complications in 
exchange rates. One man who started 
around the world had a $5 bill changed into 
the currency of every country which he vis- 
ited. He kept this small account separate 
and used it for no purpose other than to 
convert it into exchange When he got 
home his $5 bill had dwindled to $2.10, the 
rest having been absorbed by the money 
sharks along the way.

Cheap Money in the Orient. 

The copper cash used in China is the cheap- 
est and most cumbersome money used any- 
where in the world. Travelers penetrating 
the interior of the country frequently have to 
provide an extra mule to carry their money. 
The necessity for this provision may be 
understood better when it is stated that the 
equivalent of an Amertcan dollar in copper 
cash weighs sixteen pounds. 

The cheap currency of the east fluctuates 
so rapidly that a man can never tell from 
one day to another how much he is worth. A 
case in point occurred recently in the Philip- 
pines. A planter living in a remote province 
regularly sent his savings to a bank in Manila, 
His hoardings were in Mexican silver and he 
let them accumulate for years without pay- 
ing attention to market fluctuations of 
changes tn the monetary system. Finally he 
found that his entire fortune, consisting of 
money deposited in the bank, had dwindled 
so that it was worth only 40 cents on the 
dollar.

A continuous moving sidewalk or platform 
for the rapid transportation of pastengers 
long has been the dream of 
Plans for engineers. It was seen that 
Moving for urban travel, where pop- 
owa viation is congested and 
sid IK. street railways scarcely can 
handle the crowds, even where cars follow 
ene another almost continuously, the mov- 
ing platform, or endless belt of cars, would 
form an ideal syetem of transportation. The 
cars would be going always. The greatest 
crowds in the rush hours could be handled 
without difficulty. Everybody could get a 
. geat by waiting a moment until a less crowd- 
ed section of the endless train appeared. The 
. objection that naturally occurs is that it 
would be impossible,.or at least dangerous, 
for passengers to board the platform while 
it was moving unless the rate of speed was 
too slow to be practicable. Many efforts 
have been made in theory to avoid this difi- 
culty. At last a suggestion is made that 
seems practicable. An endless line of small 
cars will be run. They will slow up, algnost 
stopping, at the stations, and run as fast as 
may be desired between stations. This ap- ) 
parently impossible feat is to be accom- 
plished simply by the use as motive machin- 
ery of a shaft with screw threads of vary® 
ing pitch, along the tops of which the cars 
are propelled. The cars uterally are screwed 
along, and move fast or slow, according to 
the pitch of the threads. Between stqtions, 
where the threads are far apart, the cars 
draw apart from each other and move rapid- 
ly. At the stations, where the threads are 
close, the cars draw together and almost 
stop—and at the same time the speed of the 
screw shaft remains unchanged. 


The telegraphone is a new invention, and 
it is said to be more nearly like magic than 
any similar contrivance. It : 
is described as an electro- Magical 
magnetic phonograph. Be- Magnetic

cause Edison’s name always 
has been associated with 
the ordinary phonograph, we usually think 
of it as an electrical apparatus. This is not 
so. The phonograph is a mechanical con- 
trivance. The records are cut on the disk 
by a stylus moved by sound vibrations and 
reproduced without the electrical current. 
In the telegraphone a steel disk with a high- 
ly polished surface is used. But the records 
are made without scratching the surface. 
No lines, visible or invisible, are made. The 
sounds are imprinted on the disk, it is said, 
by some magnetic change that takes place 
in the structure of the steel. Thetiny par- 
ticles of the metal gnoup themselves in oBe- 
@ience to the magnetic current and the 
sound waves. ‘The records thus written in 
the structure of. the plate rather than on its 
, Murface never wear out. As far as.experi- 
‘ments have gone, it is declared that the steel 
disk may be used continuously for a long 
time without losing in clearness or intensify. , 
The only way to erase the record is to wipe 
the face of the disk with a magnet. This 
restores the structure of the metal to its 
original form. The record is gone and the 
disk, without shaving or other treatment, 
may he used again innumerable times..: In- 
stead of a disk a steel wire may be used on 
which to make the record. The wire may be 
a mile long—more or less. Thus an entire 
opera or a long address might be recorded 
on a single spool of piano wire, which could 
be reproduced as often as desired. by unroll- 
ing and rewinding upon another spool. It 
is pointed out that the telegraphone may be 
attached to a telephone to receive or send 
messages, while for phonographic dictation 
the use of the same disk over and over again, 
simply by erasing with the magnet. has ad- 
vantages that are obvious. , 


A popular idea in Switzerland that some of 
the wells in that country are réliable weather 
prophets has been proved by 
Wells Are = scientists to be well founded. 
Weather These wells, by some sort of 
¥ rophets. pressure not clearly under- 
‘stood, have the property of 
Grawing in air at certain times and of blow- 
fr.g out air at other periods. In order to 
ascertain .definitely if there was any truth In 
the idea of weather prophecy the wells were 
eovered and a small opening was surmounted 
with a U shaped pressure gauge. It. was 
* found that when the barometer rises the air 
rushes in the wells in a steady current and 
: when the barometer falls the air rushés out. 
The currents of air ate definite and easy to 
perceive, even without the gauge. The gen- 
eral tendency of the weather is foretold with 
eor-siderable certainty. 


Everything In the world ts useful. -The 
United States bureau of plant industry has 
found that ground’ granite 
rock makes an excellent fer- Pulverized 
tilizer, costing a mere frac- Granite 
tion of the sum expended on 
commercial fertilizers per Fertilizer. 
acre. The experimenters took their cue from 
nature. It was noticed that some of the 

 vichest valley farms were fed by erosion 
from the rocky hills. The weather worn 
particles from the great cliffs were washed 
into the valleys. For experiment grantte 
rock was ground into a fine powder and 
spread upon the soil. The cost of quarrying 
and grinding is a trifie only after the ma- 
chinery is set up. No doubt limestone ledges 
would be found equally rich, as southern 
and western farmers have noticed always 
that the crumbling limestone ledges on hill- 
side farms leave a spot of rich black soil.

Telephony Is a Distinct Field. 

This is suggestive of the reasons for siill 
further splitting up the profession’ of elec- 
trical. engineering.

He goes into detall ‘work scarcely more than 
this. *On the other hand the. expert in 
telephony ,hags mastered details-in electrical 
construction and at the same time has had 
to make his. study of power.

She described some of the revels in which the giris 
took part, and in one. place in the book she pictures with 
shocking vividness an orgy held during the smal) hours 
of the morning in one of the dormitory rooms at the 
school. The hostess of the revelers unmistdkably is a 
Chicago girl. She is described so carefully that one ac- 
quainted with her peculiarities cannot fail to know who 
is meant. On this occasion. champagné punch is- served 
to the dozen guests of the Chicago schoolgirl. A cloud 
of cigaret smoke hangs over the revelers and poker chips 
are stacked on the table before them. They drink until 
they are unable to read the figures on their cards, and 
Jane Emmett, mistaking a diamond for a heart, reads 
her hand a flush and raises the betting until there are 
$30 in the pot. Susan Mallet, a southerfi girl, holds 
an“ace-ten straight. She raises back for several rounds 
ami then calls. Just before she is called. Miss Emmett. 
who hails from Chicago, discovers that she holds only a 
four-flUush of hearts and the deuce of diamonds. 
ever, she declares her hand a flush and takes the pot, 
and Miss Mallet, unsuspecting, doesn’t demand to see 
the hand.

Graphic Pen Pictures of Chicago Society. 

The scene in the dormitory room is tame as com- 
pared with the scenes pictured in later chapters, when 
the young author undertakes fearlessly, to unmask Chi- 
cago society. Married women are pictured drinking 
with young men; married men drink with young girls; 
$200 is lost in a game of bridge and the matron who 
wins is pictured cheating like a professional. The hus- 
band of one of the main characters in the book derives 
his income from a resort frequented by disreputable 
men and women, and this same husbend is an elder in 
one of the big churches and a generous giver to charity. 
He only gives, however, 
philanthropy will be largely advertised. Society women 
are described with such great care that the reader is 
able to identify many of them. They are painted as 
bucketshop traders, speculators, gamblers, drinkers, cig- 
aret smokers, hypocrites—they are grilled without mercy 
and ridiculed without pity. . 

The novel deals with three conditions ‘of life—the 
life of the poverty shackled, the life of the middle class, 
the life of the smart set. Three strong characters 
stand out against a background of many people—a back- 
ground that is just strong enough art?stically to give 
the touch of humanistic realism to the three figures in 
the foreground. ¥

Plot of Book Is a Protest Against Money. 


The whole life story of each one of the three strong 
characters is told between the preface and the finis, and 
each is interwoven so artistically with the other that 
the main thread of the story not once is lost in the 
manifold developments, and not once is the basic idea 
of the story—and it is founded on..one tdea—lost sight 
of. The idea which forms the strong foundation upon 
which Miss Genius erects her litérary ‘superstructure is 
that money and position prostitute sympathy, morality, 
human kindness, and all the finer qualities that combine 
in the making of splendid manhoodand good woman- 
hood. The background and the foreground’ so faultlessly 
are colored by the writer that the whole picture, when 
studied by the critic who has no time to quarrel with 
the minor flaws of construction, by the critic who looks 
at the picture as Whistler looked—not at the lashes of 
the eyes, but at the whole conception—is executed with 
skill rarely attained by the older writers. The writer 
tells the story as if it had been told to her. in a de- 
lightfully informal and unstudied style.

Paints Boldly Both Sides of the Canvas. 


The three principal characters are*a cripple, a young 
lawyer of remarl&ble mental attainments, and a girl of 
questionable origin, who comes into the life of the law- 
yer during a visit to a client in the Ghetto, goes out of 
his Hfe when he wins his cade for: his client. and then 
comes back to him again in thé thour of his greatest 
need. for help and sympathy, at the proper time to 
heighten. the contrast which has been made between the 
womanliness of the poor girl and the society girl. . 

%@s Genius has taken a canvas and set it upon an 
easel, taken up ther brushes, and undertaken the task 
of painting a picture of the classes—a picture that will 
speak for itself, a’ picture that does not need to be 
explained by footnotes. On one side of the canvas she 
has painted a group of sweet faced, self sacrificing, 
strong charactered, sympathetic women and another 
group of manly, strong hearted men. These men and 
women belong to the poorer class: their lives are sim- 
ple; they are ‘large hearted, contented, happy. loyal, de- 
voted to one another. 

On this side of the picture there are many children 
—seven or eight to every mother—and ‘they are round 
faced, strong. healthy, vigorous, happy children—laugh- 
ing and frolicking. There is a table spread with good, 
wholesome food; there is the undefiled family hearth; 
there is the joy of maternity, the contentment of father- 
hood.

On the other side of the canvas Miss Genius has 
painted a group of* tired, wornout, haggard, nerve 
racked women—emaciated figures concealed under fluffy 
laces, tucks, and frills and jewels. Near them is a 
group of men—some effeminate, some dissipated; none 
robust, none manly. One or two frail little children 
stand stiffiy in the foreground. There are many lap- 
dogs—Kinge Charleses and bleck and tans—done up in 
blankets, lolling tn the sun at the feet of the feminine 
figures. 

These men and women and children and dogs belong 
to the “400.” In place of the hospitable family hearth 
there is Me fireplace in the brilliantly lighted club, there 
is the platform of the woman’s club, and in place of the 
table heaped with wholesome, home cooked foods there 
is the artificially illuminated café, with uniformed wait- 
ers darting through the throng of merrymakers. 


One picture is restful; it is an allegory of content- : 


ment. The other picture radiates nervousness; it rep- 
resents the restlessness of the discontented, the yearn- 
ing of the rich for that indescribable something which 
their money cannot buy. 

In the central foreground of the picture stands the 
cripple, the young lawyer, and the poor girl, the main 
characters in the book, the pigments with which the 
author gives the realistic touch of color to the whole 
picture.

Characters Live in Basement of Ghetto Tenement. 

Dick Parrish, the cripple, is the fosterchild of Mr. 
and Mrs. John Parrish, a poor family, who live in the 
shadowy basement of a Ghetto tenement house. John 
Parrish is the client of Robert: Merrill, the young law- 
yer, and Dleanor Lane, the third strong character, lives 
in the flat above the Parrishes—the ground floor flat. 
She is devoted to Dick and cares for him while John 
Parrish and his wife, Mary, are at work. John is a 
peddler and Mary is a scrubwoman. 

The peddler, Jolin, is run down by a wild trolley car 
and he brings suit for damages against the street rail- 
way company and gives the case to young Merrill. Mer- 
rill goes over to the basement hovel to see his client 
and meets the girl, Eleanor Lane, who is caring for the 
boy and watching at the bedside of the injured foster- 
father, while the visiting nurse has gone to the Maxwell 
street free dispensary for medicines and bandages. The 
three- main. characters—the girl, Eleanor, the lawyer, 
amd Dick—are the only characters which are thought ‘to 
have originated tn the imagination of the young avuthor- 
ess. Nearly every other character in the book is found 
to bear a striking resemblance to some well known Chi- 
cagoan, and the less important characters are said to 
be more or less obscure Chicagoans.

Mystery Surrounds the Poor Cripple. 

P The cripple, Dick, was left in a basket on the door- 
step of a vacant thhouse and John, the peddler, in making 
his rounds, found the castaway and took him home with 
him to his basement den. The wife was overjoyed at 
the thought of having a child of her own, even though 
it was soon discovered that the infant was’ a hopeless 
cripple. Doctor bilis soon reduce the family’s savings 
and tne poor mother is compelled to go to work in order 
to make both ends meet. — 

The turning point in the story comes when Attorney 
Merrill sends a4 fashionable young doctor to care for 
aged John Parrish. The doctor sees the boy, Dick, and 
by a birthmark on his shoulder identifies him as the son 
of one of his wealthy patients—a child who was sup- 
posed to have died soon after its birth. He takes Mer- 
rill into his confidence and telis him that some other 
body must have been substituted for the lad’s, as he 
remembers that there was a-funeral: He was out of the 
city at the time of the child's death aud believes some

Here the story leaves the cripple *or the time being 
and the authoress opens the next chapter with the 
description of a dance at one of the fashionable country 
Attorney Merrill is there and it is seen that 
he constantly is at the side of Grace Montgomery, 2 
débutante of the winter. It is shown that the young 
lawyer is desperately in love with Miss Montgomery. 
The reader is permitted to overhear the dialogue which 
takes place between the two. The most important 
part of the dialogue are those lines in which Miss Mont- 
gomery makes known her views on the grand passion. 

Here is one of the passages from this chapter: 

“Emily says that it is absurd to think of loving 
any one,” Miss Montgomery went on, speaking in low 
tomes, so as not to be overheard by the McIntoshes; “I

Shé is careful to conceal from him, who ds not of 
the “smart set” and has an exalted ideal of woman- 
hood, her truer self.

Is Nursed Back to Life by Eleanor. 

Eleanor, who, it seems, had taken a course in nurs- 
ing at one of the city hospitals, at once goes to the pest- 
house and secures employment as a nurse, asking to 
be assigned to care for Mr. Merrill. Her request is 
accepted readily, for the reason that at the time there 
happens to be a great scarcity of nurses for contegious 
diseases and the young woman who has had charge of 
Merrill has proved unsatisfactory. .

Why are not rain sheltefs in the Chicago parks as 
much utilitarian struéetufes on the side of municipal 
economy as they may be made artistic and beautifying to 
the whole park scheme for nearly every other day in 
the year? Few people have an idea what the aggregate 
cost of the Chicago shower may be on a Saturday or 
Sunday afternoofi In Lincoln park, when the lake rim, 
and the flower gafderis, and the 200 have claimed their 
followings.

Showers Come Suddenly on a Summer Day. 

Few people know how technically “short” a weath- 
er prediction may be when “showers” for a day are on 
the program of the weather bureau, while thousands 
who have looked for the showers in their own section 
of the city and seen only sunshine all day may lose con- 
fidence, when as & tiatter of fact s@veral.showers may 
have fallen on Ghicago without their knowledge. When 
the weather bureati announces “Showers” for a certain 
day it does not présume to say that a single drop of 
water will fall 6m a single roof im the city. The pre- 
diction simply is for a showery condition in the at- 
mosphere. There is a low barometer, extreme humidity 
and heat, with an easterly wind. The storm cloud may 
form-or it may not; or it may form over South Chicago 
and rain heavily, while Bdgewater and Austin may fail 
to mark a line of the South Chicago cloud. Or Lincoln 
park may experience something bordering on a cloud- 
burst whilé the west side and south side parks may 
escape a drop of rain. 

_ Thus in @ combination of circumstances there are 
thousands of people in Chicago who are inclined to dis- 
regard the “showery” forecasts from the Federal build- 
ing’s dome, to dress for park parade and coolness, and 
perhaps forget the precautionary umbrella.

Hundreds Ate Unable to Find Shelter. 


The result is that on many days in the year park 
crowds are surprised by a sudden, dashing rain, sending 
them in thousands ‘toward possible shelter of some kind, 
only that hundreds may be disappointed. A crowded 
Sunday afternoon in the vicinity of Limcoln park Zoo 
will overtax every possible place of refuge in a few 
seconds. The greenhouse, and animal house, and bird 
house overflow in a few seconds after the first drops of 
rain. Bven toilet -rooms are packed to the doors, while 
hundreds still are left under dripping eaves and trees. 
How the available shelter places of the park are in de- 
mand is shown strikingly dn recalling the storm in the 
park a few years ago, when seven persons of those shel- 
tering under the Grant monument gvere killed by a bolt 
of lightning. 

Taking the park crow@s on a rest day afiternoon, a 
strong shower ruins thousands of dollars’ worth of cloth- 
ing of all kinds s?mply for the lack of proper shelter. 
There are few hats worn by gitls and women which 
can survive a typical north shore or south shore storm. 
There are few gowns of silk or wool which do not take 
a second place in the ward@robe after the experience. 
The pair of white shoes which can stand the soaking 
of such a storm and not go hopelessly out of shape is 
rare. Even where wash materials enter into women’s 
park costumes, a laundry bill of big proportions results; 
where the clothing might hdve been worn two or three 
times more, they must go to the tubs at once, and the 
bill seldom is short of $2.50. In proportion, even the 
men folk suffer the laundry and tailor’s charges for 
pressing.

Rain, Followed by Cold, Causes Sickness. 


Yet even far above this aggregate of doHars which 
the summer shower costs park visitors is the Ifkelihood 
of illness following a wetting to the skin when the vic- 
tim is perspiring, and when, so likely after the shower, 
the thermometer may show a drop of 10 to 30 degrees 
in an hour. 

Why are there no rain shelters in the Chicago parks 
in proportion to the publie’s need? When THE SuNDAY 
TRIBUNB asked the question of Architect George W. 
Maher he had no reasoning against them on the ground 
of unsightliness. He offered mone possible on the lack 
of their necessity.{ On the other hand he had many rea- 
sons to advance why rain shelters can be built to serve 
the people in rain and in shine as well——how the neceés- 
sities of the shelter’s architecture may be softened until 
as a shelter it is a thing of beauty in itself while adding 
inrmensely to the landscape effect,of the park. 

In a tentative way Mr. M@her has executed a design 
for a shelter near the formal flower garden to the south 
of the greenhouse in Lincolf park. This garden les to 
the south of the greenhouses, and in his tentative plans, 
with the’shelter at the extreme south side of the garden, 
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Mr. Maher places the main shelter parallel with the 
front of the greenhouses, with a wing at each end at 
wide angle stretching to cover the full width of the 
garden as a whole.

Pergolas Would Be Useful and Beautiful. 


In this way the shelter takes the place of the per- 
gola in uniting a system of walks and in commanding a 
vista of the garden. He would have the supports of the 
shelter of stone or plaster pillars, with the entrance to 
the shelter wings through stone arches. The floor would 
be of red quarry tile, which is manufactured in nine 
inch squares. The columns of stone or plaster would be 
white. The roof would be of slate or tile sHingling te 
insure lasting qualities for the shelter. 

This much for the formal shelter itself. In the 
softening and beautifying of the shelter Mnes, however, 
Mr. Maher would extend from the eave line of the two 
wings of the shelter on each side of the wings the 
pergola columns at suitable distance, putting acro to 
the eavés the wooden skeleton of the pergola roof, ‘over 
which a vineleaf roof breaks into green in summer, 
warms to autumn tints in the fall, and over whose bar- 
ren stems the snow lies in festoons in winter.

Employers asking for help 


Three Months’ Record of Charity Bureau Employment 
Office for Deaf, Halt, and Blind.. 
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Persons refusing to work or tejected 3 


N the small, bare reception room to the 
Chicago bureau of charities the other day 
an old man with white hair and strag- 
gliing white beard had waited a long time, 
patientiy. Others had come in after him, 
wakting a while and going out again, not 
to return. But the old man sat on. 
Finally a young woman appeared from 
the bureau rooms to usher in those tn ‘waiting. 

“Are you first?” she asked of the old man. and in 
broken English as he rose, he told her that he was. In 
answer to her question what might be done for him he 
raised his lean hands with palms outward, and broke 
into warm thanks for what the bureau had done for him. 

“O, Dut I haf not the time yet to come to thank 
you for what you haf done for me! King David has 
said Ged shall raise a poor man to sit among the 
wealthy. I haf a good place and I do good work—they 
like me. I don’t Enow what I would haf done.” 

He paused a little for breath, and the embafrassed 
attendant said a few words in return for the outburst. 
Suddenly the old man bent over his hands and in this 
posture of supplication whined, almost: 

“O, but I haf not asked for more salary. I don't

The attendant broke Into the volubility of the man, 
took his name, and place of employment, and let him out 
into the hall again, still talking and gesticulating his 
thanks and his expectations, all in one. 

This was the first of the returns in person of the 
small army of the aged and handicapped which the bu- 
reau of charities through a new department has sent 
out into the Chicago world of self-supporting men and 
women since the opening of the department last May. 
In other ways, however, returns have come into the bu-

Places Found for 98 Handicapped Workers. 


From the 160 employers appealed to by letter to give 
place to these handicapped ones. ninety employers made 
requisitions for help, asking for 110 persons to fill va- 
cancies or new places ih the establishments. In re- 
sponse to these calls the buredu sent out 180 persons 
and ninety-eight of these were engaged and went to 
work. Thirty-two of those sent out @ither refused to 
work where they were sent or they were rejected by the 
employers. 

The total of all applications to the department since 
May 1! is 350, and of this number almost one-third 
found acceptable places and went to work. Some of 
them would not Stay in the positions, naturally: eight 
men of the original 350 have been put in positions a 
second time, But as against these figurés are the many 
expressions of mutual satisfaction existing between the 
employers and their new help. 

The cage of the old man who found hie first oppor- 
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tunity te call for an expression of 
his thanks is typical of the best 
results from the experiment. He 
was one of a good many old men 
placed with a department store 
as cheekers of bundies for de- 
livery over the city. This house, 
which accepted the opportunity 
of taking intelligent oid men for 
the place, had suffered from the 
inattentions and mistakes made 
by the young bundle checker.

This pergola is seventy-two feet long, with a path 
eight féet widé and the height to the top of the col- 
Umns measuring ten feet. At the center of its length 


the red granite walk takes a half circle turn to the 
south. The whole is lined with white columns on 
cement bases, inclosed with a fine wire netting, the 
half circle giving the effect of a bay projecting from 
the general green and white of the facade.

Roof Covered with Honeysuckle and Wisteria. 


Over all of this are cypress supports, filled with 
oil, and over these the skeleton work of the roof. The 
vines that are designed to cover it are the wistéria, the 
honeysuckle, and the moonseed. All these are perma- 
nent, deciduous plants, and all of them have the de- 
pending leaf in some measure, the moonseed especially 
showing a broad, dark green leaf, which under favor- 
ing circumstances tend to roof the framework in al- 
most shingle fashion. Here is the shower shelter pos- 
sibility of the pergola itself. 

For the best general effects the pergola is placed 
east and west, the midsummer sun striking into it from 
northeast and northwest at rising and at settings and 
describing more than the half circle on the one longest 
day of the year. 

In the treatment of the pergola pictured in the 
Midlothian club grounds, it was found necessary to 
make the north line Of dense foliage in order to shut 
off a vegetable garden at the north. In the landscape 
effect the summer house stands equidistant between 
the cottage and the pergola, and the elm tree, with its 
shadow on the grass. was planted there in its present 
size and maturity. 

As a structure for ornamental park purposes the 
pergola renders an effect that scarcely can be ap- 
proached for a like expenditure of money. Used as Mr. 
Maher suggests, for the softening effects of a storm 
shelter, it becomes utilitarian as well.

It is 
overlooked too often that where such a man is put in 
the position of earning his own Hving society not only is 
spared the burden of his care but he becomes a distinct 
contributor to the social welfare.”

Twenty Cases Now on the Criminal Docket. 


There are more than twenty cases of get rich quick 
Swindlers on thé @@eKets Of the criminal courts. The 
postoffice has several mf@éfi working up evidence all 
the time. Every mail that takes out fancy literature 
of the swindlers brings in complaints from the remot- 
est parts of the country, and each complaint is inves- 
tigated. Every federal and county grand jury has a 
number of these cases to hear. The police department, 
represented by Detective Sergeant Clifton R. Woold- 
ridge and his squad, keeps up a constant warfare upon 
these concerns. The police, however, aré content with 
raiding and exposing and driving the opé@rators from 
the city. 

Schemes to defraud by means of elaborate imita- 
tion of business methods and forms have become so 


‘ numerous in Chicago, despite all these agencies work- 


ing against them, that they not only induce thousands 
of unsuspecting men and women to part with their 
small savings but also seriously impair the confidence 
between men in their ordinary dealings with. each 
other and constitute a menace to the business world.

Every Day Victims Complain to the Police. 


@One can take at random any issue of a daily paper 
and find scores of advertisements which offer employ- 
ment at a large salary, require.a cash bond or deposit, 
or offering for sale a partnership in a lucrative busi- 
ness. or some investment in mining of oil stocks. * 

Scarcely a day passes but that victims do not ap- 
pear in the police courts to tell the loss of insurance 
money, etc., at the hands of these shrewd swindlers. 
The swindlers always are represented by lawyers who 
are familiar with the technicalities Of the law, and 
who, if their clients are charged with obtaining money 
by false pretenses, insist that the victim invested 
money as a result of promise® or misrepresentations 
as to the future returns from the businéss. If charged 
with a confidence game, these lawyers claim a mere 
business transaction, and that conversation merged 
to a written agreement, or at the most, false pretenses 
and a misdemeanor. The schemes #0 cunningly are 
devised that false representations scarceiy ever can 
be proved. 

The field opened up by thé raids upon these con- 
cerns has been so far without am end. There are hun- 
dreds of companies still in existence selling stock on 
false holdings and trusting to a few years and a blind 
postoffice inspector to escape to ahother country or 
eity with a fair share of loot. The same group of 
men, in the majority of cases uncovered, start from 
three to a dozen companies, having various offices in 
the downtown district, and flitting from one to an- 
other with the activity of a three ring circus.

Credulous People Always Ready to Be Swindled. 


The public is a ‘stable quantity to the mind of a 
Prospective millionaire. No matter how wide and 
Scathing the publicity or how convincing the proof, 
there always are: men and women who come to the 
bait regularly, some being swindled three or four times 
before they realize that the world is bad. The old 
theory that an advertised big return for a small in- 
vestment is itself ¢found ter suspicion has found little 
root among the farmers and humbler classes of the 


Mland towns. 
The tentacles of the great system which has cen- 


tered in this city for so many years have swept out 
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Big Rings of Grafters Prey on the Public. 


By Detective Sergeant Clifton R. Wooldridge. 


A conservative estimate of the sum contributed annually by this highly civilized 
nation to “safe investment” and “get rich quick’’ swihdlers 18 $150,000,000. in the past 
the operations of the big rings of these grafters have céniered in Chicago, bit I believe to- 
day that the clique has been broken and that the swifdlérs have scattered. During the 
last two years I| have participated in closing up 450 of thésé GOncerns. The last two police 
administrations have followed up this evil closely and #6 4t@iint of influence has stopped 
the, swift prosecution that has follow ed the discovery of thé switidling schémes. 

Were the census enumerators of the United Stat#8 t6 6Ompile a list of the “ sucker’”’ 
public the gullible ones would aggregate tens of millidns. There is not a township in this | 
teat nation that does not contain its portion of confiding persons who are ready to believe 
anything from the rankest catch penny advertisement to a fallacv in theological dogma. 

My investigations for years past into the innermost secrets of swindlers impel the 
belief that their faith passes into the domain of imbecility. Thousands of men are willing 
to throw money to the man who proclaims that for a few pennies he will impart the secret 
of raising the dead, or how to make one dollar make a million, or how to baffle the savants 
of science after a dav's research. Every mail car out of Chicago groans under a burden 

f “get rich quick” mail to be scattered inevery direction. The operatives of these schemes 
are the most dangerous of criminals. They are received with oven arms in social and 
business circlés. They contribute to the churches and their wives and daughters visit in 
automobiles and dazzle at social functions by their silks and diamonds. 

Everv time a ‘'get rich quick”’ bubble bursts there follows a long, drearv story of mis- 
placed confidence. But as soon as 4ctive publicity ceases the dearly bought lesson is for- 
#0tten ana the “‘sucker’’ is ready to spring to the next tempting bait: A majority of the 
enterprises secure: their victims through the newspapers. Of the vast sums annually 
wrung from the thrifty by false pretenses about $20,000,000 are spent for newspaper ad- 

vertising, an equal amount for blackmail, attornevs’ fees, circulars, booklets, stenogra- 
phers, and the maintenance of handsome suites of offices. The victittis are numbered 
among all classes, from the laundress to the lawyer, the merchant to thé clergyman.

The method is simple; the bait alluring. 

Most of the men in the well organized companies 
that prey upon the public are well educated. They 
have the fever in their blood as thoroughly as their 
victims. They have been known to bite on the hook 
cast out by some of their disguised “pals.” If they 
would turn their intellects and energies to legitimate 
business they would make respectable fortunes and 
be safe. But the lure of the game is as strong as that 
of the underworld or the wanderlust.

Money for Stamps Only Capital Needed. 


Persuasive, clever, picturesque writing forms the 
main asset of the companies at the start. Literature 
is the first necessity and the money to buy the stamps 
to mail it. Then an office with a high sounding firm 
tithe on the door and a large bag to hald the coin. 

The last year has Overturned several pinnacles 
of graft. It has seen the end of the American Reserve 
Bond company, which had looted the pubiice of $706,- 
000. the intricate lottery se¢heme of Louis Gourdain 
and J. H. Dalton, the breaking up of the great Cash 
Buyers’ National CoOperative union, and the indictment 
of tts president. and within the last few weeks the raid- 
ing of the Tabasco-Chiapas Trading and Transportation 
company. 

Of the hundreds of schemes dashed to the earth. 
with the smooth promoters sent scurrying from the 


city limits, these are the chief classes, with the ap- 
proximate amount of money taken from victimes:

How L. D. Abbot Company Was Managed. 


One of the best fllustrations of this sort of a con- 
cern ig the L. D. Abbot company, which had offices

until a few ménths ago in the Unity building. The 
prosecution of the backers’ of this firm is at present 
in the hands of the state’s attorney's office. 

The “company” Was E. C. Hughes, a professional 
promoter of get rich quick concerns. Abbot was a 
minister in charge of a mission in St. Louis before he 
becanié 4 friend of Hughes, and in the first trial of the 
case Abbot escaped on the plea that Hughes had used 
his name withotit his knowledge to give the firm the 
cloak of the réligion among such as had heard of him. 
The deceit begins usually with the name af the firm. 

The scheme by which Hughes operated was sim- 
ple. He had this advertisement inserted in the best 
papers: 

“ Wanted—Office man for manufacturing company 
as city manager. Salary and commission. Will net 
$3,000 a year; $200 cash bond required.” 

The letter heads of the company, Beautifully en- 
graved with a view of palatial offices and a corps of 
stenographers and clerks and bookKeepers, féad: 
“Manufacturer of Corsets, Petticoats, Dress Skirts. 
Capital, $100,000. Surplus, $60,000.”

Borrowed Money.to Pay First Printing Bill. 

It was shown afterward that Hughes had to bor- 
row enough money to get this printed and buy postage 
stamps to send it out. After the concern had been 
running ‘a few weeks a young man from the country 
came up. He was honest, and before they got through 
trying to swindle him he had the authorities interested 
in the firm. 

Walter Foster was offered the state of Pennsyl- 
vania as “virgin fleld.” When he appeared, fresh and 
green from a small town, Hughes promised him any- 
thing to keep his mind moving toward the point of 
parting with that $200 cash bond. He was promised 
transportation, which he never received. He was given 
references, which cleverly were disguised if they failed 
to come up to the rosy views of Hughes. Foster saw 
himself sitting in a fine office as manager of a great 
state for a great compariy. He signed a paper when 
he paid out the $200 which stated that it was to pay 
for samples, and they sent him off with a few cheap 
samples. There was no manufactory. As a business 
proposition the scheme was a failure, but as a scheme 
to defraud it was calculated to succeed and did suc- 
ceed to the tune of $40,000 before the police overtook 
it. The company got $200 from every vietim without 
any expense to itself except the advertising and a few 
worthless samples. The state manager In turn was 
expected to cheat the lady managers when he found 
out that he had been duped. But an honest man came 
along, and the wheels stopped.

In 1892 the real @state &fi@ loan company was i+ 

corporated in Dakoté Perbé@lifier was president, vice 
president and managéf Thé firm sold contracts and 
claimed to make loan’ to eéhtract holders for the 
purpose of assisting them if the purchase of homes. 
Contracts were said to be i#stiéd in consecutive num- 
bers and the borrower had t Continue payments until 
the number of his cofitract WaS reached before he was 
entitled to a loan. The companhy was arranged So that 
it ‘eould go out of business before the contract ma- 
tured, ‘ 
Oct. 27 Perbohner was arrested in a saloon at 155 
Washifi@ton street by Détective Sergéants Tobin and 
Duffy. Upon being taken to his room to secure some 
papers the prisoner rafi to the window and bursting 
through a glass committed suicide by diving headlong 
to the street. 

Dr. Stephen Wesley Jacobs is a type of the “get 
tich quick” artist. Without a dollar he broke into 
thé bankers’ blue book. He is in prison fow fur the 
frauds discovered in the Chicago. Loan and Trust com- 
pany. A sketch of his life is 4 directory gf fraud vom- 
panies and shows the extent to which O6fé man or 
group of én eatry their operations. He is a true 
type of thé thirty day man.

Dr. Jacobs Is Premier of Promoters. 


Jacobs, who is 50 years of age, Was graduated 
from the Rush Medical college in 1883. He practiced 
medicine for awhile in Iowa’ and Dakota, finally, with 
his brother, organizing the Madison State bank of 
Madison, South Dakota. Up to that time he had fol- 
lowed the paths of legitimate business. The break 
eame when he embezzled $30,000 from the bank, fled 
from his wife, and dropped his name. 

In 1889 Jacobs is seen again in Sioux City prac- 
ticing medicine. He moved from there to Rockford, 
Ill., then to Lincoln, Neb., where he organized the 
Yarmers’ Mutual Buyer Insurance company and @ 
chain of similar institutions in the nearby country. 
These concerns stand today as the only legitimate 
monument to Jacobs’ genius. He did not reap the 
glory, however, for he was forced to resign from the 
management and before he left Lincoln he forged three 
large notes on the company. 

His next venture was the organization of the Fi- 
delity Loan and Trust company of Lincoln. This ex- 
ploded in 1894. At Inland and at Holstein, Neb., he 
started banks. inducing the farmers to put up real 
money against his worthless securities. 


* * 

Established Trust Company, Which Failed. 

In 1894 Jacobs changed the scene of +his operations 
to Texas. He tried the live stock and packing busi- 
ness, failed and came to Chicago. In 1897 he secured 
papers for the Chicago Loan and Trust company, with 
offices at 140 Dearborn street and a capital of $2,000,- 
0060. He appointed a beardless cousin of his wife as 
secretary without a salary. The concern went bank- 
rupt and was taken over by a receiver and the charter 
canceled. This company stood sponsor for the Inter 
national bank, a private inatitution operated by 
Charles B. Perrine and doing business on the strength 
of the indorsement of the Chicago Loan and Trust 
company. 

In a few months Jacobs resurrected the company. 
He changed the name of the Republic Water Power 
and Cattle company to the Chicage Loan and Trust 
company, capital $500,000. Then he opened a private 
bank, calling it the Merchants’, the principal mission of 
which was to offer itself as a reference for the various 
get rich quick schemes that commended themselves 
to Jacobs’ fertile brain.

One Legitimate Enterprise and a Score of Frauds. 
Another enterprise which Jacobs launched was the 
Chieago Wax Paper company, with assets of $100,000. 
This was a sound insfitution. [t was from a directors’ 
meeting of this company that Jacobs rode to the court- 


‘room in e+ automobile and pleaded guilty to fraud inh 


the Chicago Loan and Trust concern. Ahy one who 
wanted to start an insurance business could find the 
necessary capital by paying money to Jacobs, who 
would furnish him with fake bonds and stocks and 
certifiea‘es of deposit indicating that vast sums had 
been deposited in the coffers of the Chicago Loan and 
Trust company.

Ottawa, Canada, Sept. 20.—[{Special Corre- 
apondence.j—The latest semi-official fore- 
casts of the coming tarif< changes deal with 
the projected highest ana lowest preference 

yates for products of Great Britain in a man- 
ner that gives rise to some uneasiness among 
eupporters of the mother country in con- 
nection with Caneda's commerce with the 
United States. 

The highest preference rate under the Brit- 
ish schedule will be, it is asserted, 76 per 
cent, and the lowest 10 per cent, besides nu- 
merous changes in the maximum and mini- 
mum tariffs will be made. 

What supporters of the British preference 
fear is that changes in all the schedules may 
have the effect of eventually facilitating an 
arrangement between Canadaand the United 
States by which the products of both coun- 
tries will be brought to minimum under the 
minimum tariff of each, with the result that 
the most of the United States imports would 
enter at a lower’average rate than the prin- 
cipal British products under the preference. 

Representative British interests want this 
guarded against. They seek to have net 
rates under the preference made to go auto- 
matically below those of the minimum ached- 


ule. 

But no pledge to that end has been secured. 
‘And it Is one of the questions on which the 
government organs have not been permitted 


to shed light. 


Britons Can’t Compete with Us. 

It is the almost unanimous contention in the 
mother country that no preference that inter- 
feres to any serious extent with Canadian 
manufacturers will stand the test. Any 
openings for British trade must be found in 
the disappearance from Canadian markets of 
those American manufactures that enter into 
competition with British goods. 

Canada’s organized manufacturing Inter- 
ests are pBessing the government closely to 
adopt a strong pro-Canadian policy on tariff 
revision. They demand @uties heavy enough 
to compel Americans largely interested in 
Canadian trade to establish branch plants 
and employ Canedian labor and Canadian 
raw material They hope thus to prevent 
Canada’s raw products from being continual- 

‘ly drawn on to supply American mills and 

factories, employing American labor. Duties 
also are asked on various products, such as 
flaxseed now brought in free from the United 
States, which can be produced equally well 
in Canada, and Increased duties on butter, 
cheese, eggs, bacon, etc. 


30 Canadians Buy to One American. 


The argument of those who desire close 
trade relations with Americans that the 
United States is Canada's natural market is 
‘met with the assertion that Americans 
bought Canadian farm products last year to 
the extent of only 9 cents a head of the popu- 
lation, but that Canadians bought precisely 
the same classes of products from the United 
States to the extent of $3.15 a head. Thus 
one Canadian consumer paid for more United 
States products than thirty Americans did for 
Canadian products. The only revson for 
this state of affairs is that the United States 
has a high protective tariff on these imports 
and Canada has not. 

As regards preference on British manufac-- 
tured goods the Canadian interests want pro- 
tection equal to the difference between the 
cost of production in Great Britain and Can- 
‘eda, so that the Canadian product may have 
an equal chance in itsown market. But with 

toall other classes of British products 
the government is asked so to adjust the 
duties as to make it an object for Canadians 
to buy all they require from Great Britain 
and the British colonies instead of from the 
United States and other countries outside the 


empire. 


Canada Prefers American Immigrant. 


Minister Oliver of the interior department 
has been telling the people over in England 
that the reason settlers from the United 
States are so welcome in Canada is they come 
from the land across the line and go on the 
land here. He sdid there was no intention 
on the part of the government to inaugurate 
a system of assisted immigration and that 
Canada had no “soft jobs*’ to offer, but 
pienty of hard work for those who wanted'it. 

The newcomers from the United States are 
workers, first, last, and all the time. It is 
igignificant of the character of a large per- 
centage of English immigrants that the 
Church Emigration sociéty in England is 
already. appealing for’ funds to assist their 
ywives and children during the winter, when 
outdoor labor is largely suspended through- 
ut the greater part of the dominion. 

Minister Oliver declares that Canada for 
‘the first time this year in its history, has at- 
tracted more Immigrants from Great Britain, 
excluding Ireland, than the United States. 


ARMOUR TO STAY IN BUSINESS; 
MERGER WITH SWIFT DENIED. 


Packer Will Remain in Charge of Af- 
fairs—Stock of Rival House Advances 
Under Foreign Orders. 


J. Ogden Armour yesterday denied a report 
that came from New York that Swift & Co. 
‘Were negotiating for the purpose of his pack- 
ing interests. He said he had no intention 
of retiring from business as the news dis- 
patch stated. 

There have been circulated recently in 

this city curbstone rumors to the effect that 
Mr. Armour had grown weary of the turmoil 
end strenuous labor of a Packingtown mag- 
nate and the recent scandal in connection 
‘with the packing houses had strengthened 
further his determination to relinquish his 
active business cares. Some color was given 
the story that he intended to devote much 
of his time in the future to leisure and other- 
wise enjoying his fortune at the handsome 
estate he is acquiring in Lake Forest. 

Mr. Armour, however, has authoritatively 
denied that he intends to lay down the pack- 
ers’ burden. 

In ten days the value of Swift & Co. shares 
have advanced nearly $10, under reports of 
liberal increases in the orders from foreign 
departments. There also is in circulation a 
story that the Swifts contemplate an issue 
of $10,000,000, which will be distributed to 
shareholders in the nature of a bonus. The 
company last year increased its capitaliza- 
tion from $15,000,000 to $50,000,000.

They had been hoping that Judge 
Kohleaat would withhold his decision until 
the Supreme court of the United States 
should pass upon the New Orleans case, 
which now is before it. Judge Kohlsaat’s 
action tn handing down his opinion when he. 
did has both disappointed them, and, adding 
another to the many rtilings against them, 
has greatly diminished their hopes of a fa- 
vorable decision by the federal Supreme 
court. 

Plan Fight at Kansas City. 

The railway ticket protective bureau, which 
has been conducting the railways’ fight 
against the scalpers, is preparing to make a 
series of attacks on them at points in east- 
ern territory, including St. Louis, Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Indianapolis, and Louisville. The 
only important railway center in western ter- 
ritory in which litigation against the scalpers 
has not yet been begun is Kansas City, and 
it is probable proceedings will be begun 
against them there in a short time. 

A passenger association official predicted 
that within two weeks there will not be a 
scalpers’ office open in Chicago. Judge Kohl- 
saat gave an opinion in only the Pennsylvania 
case, but as the facts alleged in the suits 
brought by all the roads were substantially 
the same it is assumed.he soon will enter 
decrees prohibiting dealing in the tickets of 
any of them. A careful watch. will be kept 
to detect violations of the order, and should 
any take place proceedings at once will be 
started against those committing them for 
contempt of court. 


Traveling Public Will Benefit. 


Passenger officials say that while the rail- 
ways will gain by the suppression of ticket 
brokerage the public will be even a greater 
beneficiary. 

“It will enable us,” said the general pas- 
senger agent of a western line, “ practically 
to abolish rules requiring the validation of 
signeture excursion tickets, the enforcement 
of which have caused travelers much annoy- 
ance. The roads will be disposed to run ex- 
cursions oftener when they know there is no 
danger of their tickets falling Into the hands 
of scalpers. They also will be able—and, in 
fact, will be almost morally bound—to make 
lower passenger rates when the money which 
hitherto has gone into the pockets of the 
brokers is added to their own receipts.” 


Free Mileage Forbidden Editors. 

The prediction of a passenger traffic man- 
ager that the guling of the interstate com- 
merce commission to the effect that railway 
transportation cannot be issued in payment 
for newspaper advertising means that intra- 
state, as well as interstate, transportation 
will be cut off will be a sad blow to many 
country newspaper editors. It generally has 
been assumed that transportation for use 
only within a state would continue to be 
issued, but the passenger official in question 
says ** the tail must go with the hide.”’ 

“ Suppose we should issue intrastate trans- 
portation,” said he. “ How could we know it 
would not-be used for interstate traveling? 
A man having it might make an interstate 
trip, riding on his transportation to the state 
line and paying his fare from there. That 
would be a violation of the interstate com- 
merce law and might cause the prosecution 
of both railway and user of the transporta- 
tion. I believe it will be fouhd impracticable 
to issue any kind of newspaper transporte- 
tion under the present law.” 

Whether this view shall prevail with all 
the line probably will be determined by the 
report of the socalled Stubbs committee, ap- 
pointed to settle a number of doubtful points 
in the law, which will make its report at an 
open meeting of the Transcontinental Pas- 
senger association on Wednesday. 


LIST OF DEAD FROM DYNAMITE 
DWINOLES TO 7; MORE MAY DIE. 


Five Injured in Disaster at Jellico, 
Tenn., in Precarious State—Town 
Refuses Aid. 


Jellico, Tenn., Sept. 22.—Revised estimates 
of the dead in yesterday's dynamite explosion 
show only seven. Five of those reported 
dead yesterday are still living, but are be- 
lieved to be fatally injured. The list of in- 
jured numbers fully 150. About twenty of 
these are so severely hurt that some of them 
may die.

New York, Sept. 22.—[{Special.]—Ota Ben- 
ga, who lived for a week in the monkey 
house at the zoo and found himself at home, 
and who represents one of the links between 
the higher man and the chimpanzee, has ex- 
pressed his opinion of New York. The little 
black man is not complimentary. 

Of all the foreigners who have visited the 
American metropolis and told us what they 
think of us, this little African pygmy’s opin- 
ion is the most shocking. In fact, he will be 
giad to get back to Africa and leave us to our 
fate, which according to him is to be awful. 
He has another reason for wanting to get 
back. He wants to go back to buy e wife. 
He has earned, or is fast earning, the price. 

Found in 1904 on one of the southern trib- 
utaries of the Congo 7, Samuel P. Verner, 
the African explorer, who is connected with 
the American Museum of Natural History, 
his coming to New York was an accident. 
He was in the hands of the hogtile canniba!l- 
istic tribe of the Baschilde. He was slated 
to be the chief viand at a feast. Mr, Verner 
rescued him by paying a price in calico and 
beads, and Ota Benga became a willing serv~- 
ant. He was the son of a chief of the pygmy 
tribe. 

One Wife Eaten, Another Killed. 

He had been twice married, though onlv 
23. His first wife was eaten up by cannibals. 
His second wife died from the sting of an 
African viper, a beautiful snake, of which 
Ota exacted iater a terrible vengeance by 


to pass his days in capitivity. It was the in- 
tention of Mr. Verner to return the little 
pygmy to his own land, but he could not do 
it, and finally Ota wanted to come to Amer- 
ica with him as his servant, the understand- 
ing being that he should return to Africa 
later with Mr. Verner and to his own coun- 
try. 

Arriving In New York, everybody aboard 
ship expected the pygmy would exhibit all 
the signe of ox eyed wonder. He gazed at 
the tall buildings, at the electric cars, and 
the rush and excitement of our streets with- 
out any special interest. Asked what he 
thought of the matter, he exclaimed: 

‘“*Witcheraft! All is witchcraft. 
come to naught!”

Once back in civilisation Mr. Verner found 
it a puzzle to know what to do with Ota till 
the time came for his return to Africa. For 
a time he was at the Museum of Natural His- 
tory. There he made friends; telling in his 
hundred or so words of English and many 
signs much that was not known about the 
exhibits of arms, etc., from Africa.

ROOSEVEL LED IN TRAP? 


FRIEND RUS THINKS CRANES BE- 
TRAYED HIM ON SPELLING. 


“New York's Most Useful Citisen” 
Chief Executive to Err, and Err 
Grievously—“‘Pedagogue’”’ Is Good 
Enough for Him; He Doesn’t Want 
to Lose Old Friends in Words— 
Calls 300 Varieties Monstrous. 


New York, Sept. 22.—[Special.J—In ‘the 
opinion of Jacob A: Riis, who writes, and 
who has been called by President Roosevelt 
“* New York's most useful citizen,” some one 
has caused the president to err, and err griev- 
ously. Stanch as is the friendship between 
the two men Riis cannot reconcile the pres- 
ident’s indorsement of simplified spelling. 

Mr. Riis believes that by soft words and 
the arte of speech some one led Mr. Roose- 
ot to believe that “ pedagog "’ is better than 
the old fashioned way of spelling the word. 
Mr. Riis, after scanning from top to bottom 
the 300 varieties provided by the simplified 
spelling board, shook his head sorrowfully- 
He was seated in the library of his own home 
on Beech street, Richmond Hill. 


Like Losing Old Friends. 


“I have every respect for the president and 
pin my faith on his judgment on all matters,” 
said Mr. Riis, “‘ but I must draw the line on 
simplified spelling. I have just returned from 
a long vacation in Nova Scotia, and have not 
read the newspapers telling about this mat- 
ter. Many of the words hert on the list are 
like old friends. Change them, and you de- 
stroy many beautiful associations.” 

Mr. Riis had spent the day with President 
Roosevelt at Oyster Bay. They talked upon 
all matters of personal and public interest, 
but the president didn't bring up the subject 
of simplified spelling. Mr. Riis said so. It 
was apparently an omission which grieved 
Mr. Riis. 

He gave the impression that had Mr. Roose- 
velt expressed his conviction that “ kisst,” 
* claspt,”’ “ clipt,” and “ clapt * be employed 
to the exclusion of the old forms, he would 
have told the president frankly that some 
one had handed to him a lemon, 


President Trapped Into Error. 

“Tt looks as if some of these pedagogues, 
like Nicholas Murray Butler and Brander 
Matthews, had persuaded President Roose- 
velt through all the arts of language to O. K. 
this word shearing crusade. They trapped 
him into it; that’s all there is about it. 

‘“‘ But I may be wrong,” Mr.. Riis generous- 
ly added. ‘‘ A man who is close to three score 
is reluctant to accept new fangled notions. 
We get conservative at that age. President 
Roosevelt is ten years younger than myself. 
Therefore he has not reached the age of con- 
servatism. These new spelled words seem 
to me just montstrous.”’ 


ELEPHANT ACTS AS DENTIST 
FOR HER SUFFERING MATE: 


Judy, Piano Wire, and Rope Yank Ach- 
ing Molar from Tom’s Jaw—Patient 


Aids in Operation. 


New York, Sept. 22.—[Special.]—To the un- 
initiated it may have looked like a tug of war 
between two elephants, when each end of a 
taut rope was in the mouth of the elephants, 
but, in fact, it was a plan devised by Peter 
Barlow, the elephant trainer, to extract an 
aching molar from the lower jaw of one of 
his elephants.

The poultice 
did not suffice, and, therefore the only thing 
left to do was to pull the tooth. 

But who could accomplish this, and where 
could a pair of forceps be obtained large 
enough for the operation were the problems 
that puzzled the animalman. Barlow solved 
them yesterday by making one of the work- 
ing elephants do the trick. 

Tom sat on his haunches and opened his 
mouth, when Barlow used a drill to bore a 
hole through the side of the offending tooth, 
which was in the lower jaw. After this a 
piece of piano wire was passed through the 
hole and tied in a loop; a stout piece of rope 
was tied to the wire and the loose end given 
to Judy. 

Judy took the rope between her teeth and 
at the word of command pulled with all her 
strength and Tom leaned back to aid her, 
fully understanding what was being done. 
The tension was so great that Tom was pulled 
to a standing position, but the tooth came 
out, and he settled back with a sigh of re- 
Hef. 

Judy is one of the working elephants that 
were used in the construction of Luna park.

Believes Some One Has Caused the ; 


‘088 FOUR DAYS ON RAFT, 


TWO SAILORS SAVED FROM THE 
SEA AFTER DIRE PERIL. 


Only Survivors of Schooner Wrecked 
Last Monday Of the Carolina Coast 
Picked Up by Passing Steamer 
Thursday Night—Had Not Had a 
Drop of Water to Drink—All the 
Food They Had Was Three Dead 
Fish, Which They Ate Raw, 


Norfolk, Va., Sept. 22.—From Monday 
morning at 8 o’clock until Thursday even- 
ing following, thirsting and starving but.for 
three small fishee which were cast up by 
the sea upon a bit of wreckage on which they. 
rode and were divided and devoured raw, 
John Koerber and Karsten Bernsten, seamen 
aboard the late schooner Neilson E. Newbury, | 
rode on a raft off this coast, alternating be- 
tween faint hope and deep despair, until the 
steamer Egda came along and ' saved them. 

The men, who were landed here this morn 
ing by Capt. Thomas Olsen, are absolutely 
destitute. They were turned over to the 
United States Immigration Inspector Mor- 
ton, who, having no authority to furnish the 
men with food nor send them to New York, 
where they wish to go, sought the Rev. J. B. 
Merritt of the Seamen's Friend society with 
a view to getting him to raise money for 
their needs. 


All Shipmates Drowned. 

The story which they told simply, of their 
escape from death and the drowning of their 
shipmates, is particularly pathetic. They 
said that the Newbury sailed from Port 
Royal, 8. C., Sept. 8, for New York with 
cargo and a deck load of lumber; that they 
were becalmed outside for eight days, but 
on last Monday morning, when the cook 
said they were off Charleston, a hurricane 
struck them, which, within fifteen minutes, 
stripped every sail from the vessel. 

Next the deck load on the lee side was 
washed and blown overboard. Then the 
schooner dipped its stern and the cabin 
deck was washed away. Within a few sec- 
onds the vessel was turned over and all hands 
tried to climb over the weather side. A big 
sea came then and swept four of the six men 
off the wreck and the survivors, who never 
saw them again, are confident they were 
drowned. 

Swim for Two Hours. 

Koerber, who is a German, -27 years of 
age, and Berntsen a Norwegian, 21 years 
of age, swam about for two hours, alter- 
nately. in the water and upon some of the 
three inch planks of which the deck load 
was composed, or torn from these by the 
waves, Finally both men, good swimmers, 
got on top of the cabin roof, and, although the 
waves rolled over this for many hours, they 
hung to it until they were rescued. : 

The cabin table cloth, which they found 
hanging on a hook, an oll skin coat, and a 
pair of, overalls were hoisted above the raft 
and were waved by the men, who also shouted 
and screamed when passing ships were 
sighted. Fifteen steamers passed them, 
some of them so close that they could see 
their rigging, before the Egda came. , 


Blubber Only Food for Thirteen Days. 

Seattle, Wash., Sept. 22.—Thirty-one of the 
crew of the wrecked whaler Alexander have 
arrived on the steamer Harold Dollar. They 
tell a story of fearful hardship and suffer- 
ing. For thirteen days they drifted in an 
open boat, living on whale blubber. 

The Alexander was wrecked Aug. 12 dur- 
ing a fog at Cape Terry, near Bankaland. 
The ship sank almost immediately and the 
crew had to take to the boats with scanty 
preparations. 

When the castaways were picked up by 
the whaler Kerman they were almost dead. 
Only the greatest care saved them. 

The Kerman took them to Point Barrow 
where the Dollar picked them up. 

Only men of the strongest physical powers 
could have survived the terrible sufferings 
that the men endured.

cA Hint Worth Taking. 


HERE is a simple way to save future 
trouble in finishing the bottom of ‘skirts 
for young people from tots to half grown 
SI girls. Jt is better than letting out tucks 
in the usual way when the plain spaces 
usually come in the wrong place. 

With this plan, which may be used whether 
there are or are not other tucks, the tuck is laid 
directly over the hem, making practically two 
hems, which, after being pressed, have the appear- 
ance of one. 

As in all things, there is a simple and easy way 
to acomplish it, the way in this case being to turn 
the lower edge of the goods back and forth in 
three folds. First, turn under the tiny raw edge 
on the bottom of the skirt and then turn under 
the hem two and a half inches deep, which makes 
the first fold. Double this back on the right side 
the same distance, creasing the second fold. The 
three layers of the cloth are then turned back 
under again, which creases it the third time. This 
forms a tuck directly over the hem. When ready 
to stitch turn the tuck up and stitch twice, pul- 
ling one row of machining under and one over 
the middle crease. 

When ready to let the dress down, rip out the 


new there is nothing half so effective as the alternating, 
strips of narrow lace and embroidery., Band cuffs, two 
or three inches wide, made of insertion and edged with 
little lace frills, also are made to set on the outside of 
the silk cuff. These. not only are practical from wash- 
ing standpoints, but dre matched in separate narrow lace 


‘edged neck bands, whith are basted to the outside, and 


top of the lace collars, so that they may be taken off 
and washed separately. That is, in making the lace 
collar, which is part of the chemisette, it is carried up 
to a shallow depth only, and the featherbone is put in 
to reach up to the depth wanted. Then the little lace 


| batid, fifiished with a bit of val around its entire outer 


edge, is basted to the outside. 

AH eorts of pretty bands and circular shapes in silk 
are cut to’ finish ne¢ék openings and bottom of sleeves 
before the lingerie is put in. It is the most popular way 
to bring the sleeve to a little below the elbow and then 
to lengthen it to taste with the white. The silk part is 
finished often with a bias Band an inch and a half wide 
which is piped with a contrasting color of silk and 
worked with French knots or a little more elaborate em- 
broidery, also of the contrasting color. 

One pretty waist of the palest sea blue taffeta was 
finished with black silk around the little white yoke. It 
was a stiffened piece cut to fit the opening and ending in 
scroll effect, and the belt was cut to match the round 
scroll ends coming together over a little stiffened down 
turning point of the light blue set in between. The. 
same black cuff finished the short sleeve and all of the 
black was lightened up and made exceedingly decorative 
with some simple embroidery effects put on in coral and 
the same shade of the pale blue. Double rings done in 
outline, French knots and little saw teeth, which can 
be drawn easily with a pencil, work in together prettily 
and may be easily managed. In this waist the ortental 
shadings were added to by tiny gold braid touches on the 
outer edges of the silk as it came on the blue. The 
lace chemisette and cuffs to this particular waist were 
made of overlapping edges of va) sewed together 
straight, and each with a tiny blue and gold mixed 
thread of ribbon set under. 

Plaid silk is popular and its used often with large 
buttons of contrasting silk or of the same set on with 
small narrow braid limitations.ef button holes. Broad 
braids both in silk or mohair are set algo in straight 
or scroll patterns around the yokes and down the fronts 
of silk waists, especially of plaids. A pretty way to 
treat plaid is to make it with chemisette of contrast- 
ing silk, cutting it with plaits shirt walst fashion and 
buttoning it down the front with little buttons covered 
to. match the themisette. The opening around this 
ahould be finished with a small rounded collar of the 
plaid. It is cut so as to seem adapted from the Peter 
Pan fashion, with Peter Pan cuffs of the same Anish and 
three-quarter bishop sleeves. 

Another artistic way of finishing a plaid waist is 
chosen with one of the soft light plaid silks. This one 
runs to light blue and soft gray and silver white. The 
chemisette and collar is made of plain light blue taffeta 
tucked in narrow crosswise tucks. Strips of this tuck- 
ing are set up and down between the plaits on each side 
of the front. They are soft, irregular plaita, as the 
waist fastens in the back. A deep down pointed. belt is 
formed of the blue taffeta, covered around the edges 
with deep bias etrips of the plaid, eo that but little biue. 
shows., A certain pretty dark shade of the plaid also is 
cut out and stitched In little up and down strips to hold 
down the slight fullness in the belt. Of course, as in all 
well regulated waists, there is this contrasting strip—in 
this case the greenish blue stripe set at the top of the 
collar. 

Black and white checks and plaids of all degrees of 
heaviness and lightness are used with white lace collars, 
V's, and strips of lace set elther inside or outside the 
short bishop sleeves. Black pipings and smal! black silk 
buttons are the finish chosen. on these, 

Sleeves are shirred also up the inside seam and 
these are often shirred to a band of trimming run- 
ning down again on the waist in the form of a yoke. Or 
it is extended clear inte the belt in the shape to cutline 
a surplice waist. 

Of the fancier waists, those made of heavy inser- 
tions, set lengthwise, have all the intersections outlined 
with these little gathered valenciennes frills. Chiffon 
waiste are popular and are combined with lace. For ex- 
ample, one made of gray chiffon was finished with ¢ 
bertha of several layers of the chiffon, each hemmed 
with a bias French hem set over the outside. Thess 
shaped layers of chiffon cover the waist down to the 
shirred chiffon girdle and little chiffon roses are’ set on 
the yoke, around over the lace patterns. M of lace 
corresponding to.the yoke als® are permitted to trati

In Dressing— 

_A cut bathe the wound with cold water that, 
{f possible, has previously been boiled. Cut 
strips of sticking plaster an eighth of ah 
inch wide. When the bleeding is checked 
draw the edges of the cut together and stra 
it with plaster, leaving a narrow space be- 
tween each strip. Cover the whole with a 
layer of absorbent cotton, bandaged in place 
with a narrow strip of cotton. Do not dis- 
turb for several days, unless blood ooses 
through and stains the dressing. 

Nose bleeding sometimes is caused by a 
bump or a knock, or sometimes occurs with- 
out thie in the case of nervous children. A 
piece of ice wrapped in cotton placed on the 
bridge of the nose and the back of the neck 
often will give relief.

Ané here at home is a field so vast, so fertile, 
and. so generous in return that the worker 
i ff may be well content to devote all his 
efforts to its cultivation and leave outside 
felés aione. While it is true that the “ Great 
American Drama’’—“‘ what ever dat is’’— 
has hot yet been created, yet during this 
of waiting for ite arrival, some de- 
eidediy creditable theatric products are be- 

ieg brought forward. 

It ie the fashion to sniff and sneer at the 
American stage in its present state. Certain 
wiseacres whom experiences, or years, or 
both, have made more or less pessimistic, tell 
us that this same stage is heading straight 
for the deminition bowwows, that nothing of 
worth is being done, and that only in the 
“good old days’ was anything offered that 
was really worth while. This all may be 
most true, but some of us can remember back 
a few years, and even the glamour which 
youthful enthusiasm threw about the stage 
and ite every offering did not blind ustotally 
to what actually was placed before us at 
that time. And seen even with all its glam- 
our, much that then was proffered would not 
be accepted for a moment by ustoday. That 
thé productions of fifteen or twenty years 
ago were vastly inferior in pictorial beauty, 
in historical accuracy, and in artistic com- 
pleteness to those of today it is believed even 
the mest ardent upholder of the ‘‘ good old 
days” willadmit. Even the master produc- 
tions of Augustin Daly scarcely pass muster 
today—the settings used by Miss Rehan dur- 
ing her last two tours gave convincing proof 
of this. And the playgoer who harks back 
to the days of the elaborate productions made 
by Baéwin Booth and Lawrence Barrett dur- 
ing their memorable joint tours will hesitate 
before saying that those productions are the 
equal of the ones Mr. Mansfield or Mr. Soth- 
ern, an@ Miss Marlowe, or even Mr. Mantell 
give us today.

Next week will bring us the first of the lee- 
tures by Dwight Bimendorf. Dverybody 
who was fortunate enough to have attended 
any of the travel talks given by this gifted 
speaker when here last spring will not need 
to be told of the worth of all that he offers 
or of the rare charm of it.

that tour the country é¢ach year and make 
money without the assistance of a New 
York indorsement. Just now it would seem 
that many of these stars are coming in out 
of what the case hardened metropolitan 
manager would call the tall and uncut and 
are contending valiantly upon metropolitan 
stages for the laurels that have long been 
worn by actors who seldom if ever get out 
of half a dozen of the biggest cities in the 
country.

One of the finest examples of the fact that 
if a@ man has the real stuff in him he wil! get 
his reward even if he has to wait a long time 
for it is the case of Robert Mantell. For 
years he played through the provinces in 
‘“ Monbars,”’ “ The Face in the Moonlight.”’ 
and other romantic dramas. He was never 
managed or supported as well as he should 
have been. Finally good managers got him, 
took him into New York, and now, from 
one end of the country to another, he is 
hailed as one of the finest exponents of 
Shakspearean acting that the American 
stage has seen. 

Florence Roberts is another case in point. 
For years she has been playing in the west, 
and particularly along the Pacific coast, 
where she has always been a great favorite. 
She has essayed roles like those that Mrs. 

During the 
fag end of this last season she went into 
New York with a piece called ‘“* The Strength 
of the Weak.” The play was no good, but 
Miss Roberts disclosed to the blasé theater- 
goers of the metropolis of the United States 
an art so fresh and winning that they all be- 
gan to ask why she had been kept in the one 
nights so long.

When Wilton Lackaye comes to the Grand

to be the bride of King Mark, nk with her 
the supposed poison whith ved to be a 
love potion. 

In thé Comyns Carr play we have two stir- 
ring acts before we reach the love potion. 
They tell the story of Tristram’s departure 
for Ireland in seareh of healing from Mor- 
daunt’s radiant sister for the wound he got 
from Mordaunt’s poisoned spear in the duel 
that saved the Cornish kingdom from the 
depredations of the Trish warriors—a fight 
that won for Tristram the love of Cornwall 
and the disguised hatred of the Cornish King 
Mark, to whom Tristram was nephew and 
heir. In the Carr version of the story Mark 
wants to be rid of Tristram and urges him 
to set forth on the journey, knowing that the 
Irish king, father of Mordaunt and Iseult, 
had vowed to slay the first Cornish knight 
who set foot on his shores. 

In the second act we find Tristram in the 
Ir.sh court, his identity concealed, while 
Iseult has wellnigh cured him of his wound. 
For love of her he enters the lists at the last 
moment and defeats the Saracen knight, who 
otherwise would have been victorious in the 
tournament for her hand, having overthrown, 
one by one, all of the Irish champions. There 
is,a big dramatic moment when Tristram’s 
triumph is announced, and it is revealed that 
he, the knight who is entitled to Iseult’s hand, 
is none other than the slayer of Iseult’s 
brother. He loves her, too, and yet is bound 
to démand her in marriage not for himself 
but for King Mark. It is in the third act that 
we get the familiar scenes of the love potion, 
while the fourth act deals out death to the 
fated pair. 

The author’s blank verse is serviceable, 
never rising to great heights, occasionally 
dropping to commonplace, but nearly always 
carrying the story on without delay. Every- 
thimg considered, “ Tristram and Iseult” 
must be voted to be far above the average 
merit, and it had worthy interpreters in Oscar 
Asche as King Mark, Lily Brayton as Iseult, 
and an uncommonly sound, straightforward 
going actor, Matheson Lang, as Tristram.

The London dramatic season may be said 
to have opened earlier in the week with the 
début of Cyril Maude, under the Frohman 
management, in an adaptation.of the new 
French farce, “ Tripplepatte,”” under the 
title of “ Toddles.”” Although the name of 
the adapter was not given, it generally is 
understood to be none other than Clyde Fitch. 
The story is that of an amiable young Eng- 
lish lord, nicknamed Toddies, who never 
could make up his mind. Even on the morn- 
ing when he was to be married, for his debts’ 
sake, to the daughter of a parvenu million- 
aire, we find him im bed haif an hour before 
the time set for the ceremony trying to decide 
whether or not he shall wed. His prospective 
mother-in-law; an aunt whose 5 year old 
daughter he has promised to marry in due 
course; a fascinating widow, a money lender, 
and various other personages make things 
lively for dear Toddles, until the redoubtable 
aunt walks off with his trousers, whereupon 
Toddles, uaving sent away all his other 
clothes for the honeymoon journey, climbs 
‘comfortably back into bed, relieved of the 
ditficulty of making up his mind. This was 
the situation at the end of the second act. 
But Toddles ts captured and carried off tothe 
wedding in his pajamas and dressing gown. 
Yet even then it is quite beyond him to say 
“yes ’”’ at the proper time. Ultimately he 
falls in love with the girl he has flouted, and 
all ends well.

It would not be surprising if ail hands at 
the Garrick theater were a bit “ sick’ over 
the result, to date, of Arthur Bourchier’s re- 
cemt Bction in connection with the first night 
dramatic criticism. For, instead of com- 
placently falling in with the manager's sug- 
gestion and announcing their intention to 
publish criticisms immediately the piece was 
a week old, the London press, with one ex- 
ception, pointedly has ignored ““ The Morals 
of Marcus’; and, although one bas no positive 
information on the subject, it is believed that 
business at the Garrick has suffered consid- 
erably in consequence. This is rough on W. 
J. Locke, whose adaptation of his novel is 
said to be worth seeing, to say nothing of the 
players at the Garrick, and the genera! feel- 
ing is that Bourchier, who is not appearing 
in “The Morals of Marcus,” should have 
postponed his experiment—if he felt it nec- 
essary to make it at all—unti!l some time when 
he himself was creating an important part.

Freaks, Fads, and Follies 


of the Week in New York. 


By Franklin Fyles. 


New York.—[Special Correspondence.)— 
Success often surprises a play's first New 


‘York audience, but failure hardly ever. The 


case of “Man and His Angel” there- 
fore was exceptional. True, Stanley Dark 
had no reputation as an author, but Broad- 
way knew that he was a clever actor, and 
when he said that he had a wondrously dra- 
matic character in his mind, the expectation 
was reasonable that he could contrive to 
project it on to the stage. Mr. Dark, in his 
outgivings, quoted this inspiration from Ten- 
Byson: 


If there be 
Anat aid et ee Oe cases bin wih 
angel broke his heart. 

That is to say, there is a Jekyll anda Hyde 
in every one of us, fighting ever for the mas- 
tery of our conduct, and Dark undertook to 
embody -this conflict between our upper and 
under natures in a single tndividual. His 
David Trynd was to be a deformed factotum 
of a famous singer, Sonia Stepniak, whom 
he fostered and guarded with the affection 
of a father and at the same time lusted for 
with the passion of a Wbertine. What won- 
der that the theater was full of people ready 
to have introduced to them an abnormally 
dual creature as phenomenal as the hunch- 
back jester whom Booth used to act in “ The 
2} ool’s Revenge,” or as a combination of Vir- 
gsinius and Svengali? 

But the character which the author had 
no doubt imagined vividly did not materialize 
in the drama excepting faintly. Probably 
Mr. Dark has known actors who thought they 
were depicting persons explicitly, graphical 
ly, and unmistakably when, as a fact, their 
intentions did not become in the least visible. 
His experience as a playwright has now 
taught him that it takes the pen of genius 
to convey a unique character from !magina- 
tion to life. Rarely is a play as disappoint- 
ing as thisone. And it is not the fault of the 
interpreter, Holbrook Blinn, that David 
Tryne, of whom heavenly! and hellish quali- 
ties were expected in astounding phenomena, 
turned out to be a quite commonplace man, 
who plotted to malign Sonia Stepniak éo that 
her aristocratic lover wouldn't marry her, 
and so she might in grief and despair give 
herself to her hypocritical guardian. To 
writers of newspapers, magazines, and books 
plays don’t look hard to write when oncea 
dramatic idea has been hit woon, but-—

Annie Russell expected to be in New York's 
theatrical spotlight last Monday evening, and 
all the other actresses on view to be dim in 
her shadow; for sweet Annie, gentle Annie, 
of the nun face, who had never so much as 
switched her skirts on the stage, was ready 
to throw them off and play Puck in ‘“‘ A Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream.’ Nothing else com- 
peted for ‘dramatic interest in Broadway. 
Other disclosures were put over till later in 
the week. Not a seat in the new theater, 
named after the Astors, had been buyable 
within a fortnight. The performance had 
been timed for 8 o’clock promptly, but half 
an hour later @ man with the scared face of 
an apologist came before the curtain. Had 
Annie been unable, after all, to screw her 
courage to the stripping point? No. There 
was a pump lacking in the outfit of the stage 
and the fire commissioner insisted that the 
audience be dismissed,

It wage too late for the turned out people 
to shift to any of the many full length plays 
that were under way in the vicinity. But 
the front of a vaudeville theater on the next 
block wasp rded ‘‘ The Futurity Winner,” 
which looked sporty to the rounders, ahd 100 
or 200 went in to see a horserace dr that 
was’ small’ th duration but bigin realism. 
Why does nobody éver write a turf play with- 
out a epooked jockey tmperiling a race and 
a strai jockey saving it? Perhaps it would 
be futile. What other plot would give interest 
to the action? Certainly, Edward Day hadn’t 
tried to put any other motive into * The Fu- 
turity Winner.” But he had made an Ibsen- 
ish experiment, which was a bold risk to 
take in vaudeville. Two jockeys are the im- 
portant characters. One has been ruled eff 
the course for foul riding, but the stewards 
have forgiven him, and he is striving in vali 
to get a mount. The other has been fair, but 
now he yields to a rich bribe, and agrees that 
the horse able to wiri shall loge. 

All of which is natural and human, but 
the audience is puzzled to pick the hero or 
the villain, and when the two jockeys have a 
desperate fight to decide which shall ride the 
horse, the applause and the hissing defy har- 
moniougs apportionment. The upshot is 
though, that both fellows turn loyal to the 
pretty Kentucky girl who owns the racer 
and would be ruined in fortune if he were to 
be beaten. '

The great hurrah over “ The Futurity Win- 
ner” is gained by paying Neil Burgess a 
hundred and five dollars a week, not as an 
actor but as an inventor. He is the same 
Neil Burgess who began as a negro minstrel, 
changed to the humor of Yankee old maids, 
and patented the treadmill as a means of 
making a horse trot without moving out of 
the audience’s sight. It was no more Aba- 
gail Prue than her mare Cold Molasses that 
brought a fortune to Burgess in ‘“‘ The County 
Fair.” Subsequently he lost all his money 
in “ The Year One," a play of ancient Rome 
with a chariot race for spectacular excite- 
ment. He planned an ali alive copy of Ge- 
rome’s famous painting, with two four horse 
teams dashing madly head on towards the 
spectators. The horses had been trained to 
run on the treadmills, but when the curtain 
went up and the beasts found themselves 
facing a row of footlights, with a crashing 
orchestra in a pit just beyond, and a yelling 
mase of people in the dim distance, some of 
them squatted on their haunches in terror, 
and “ The Year One ” ended then and there In 
a flasco. 

But Burgese retained his patents, and when 
Gen. Lew Wallace's “ Ben-Hur’ was staged 
the treadmills were utilized in the chariot race 
—three at a royalty of $85 apiece per week— 
yielding an annual income of about $5,000. 
And before “ Ben-Hur " ceases ** The Futur- 
ity Winner ” begins to earn money for him. 

The modern horserace of the stage at its 
best has consisted hitherto of the start of 
the horses, their passing out of sight inetant- 
ly, an interval of hullaballoo by the actorsto 
arouse enthusiasm over something that Is 
invisible, and finally a dash into view by the 
racers for a finish. But in this vaudeville 
dramalet three thoroughbreds run madly a 
distance of half a mile-or so on the stationary 
treadmills, while a panorama is moved rapid- 
ly behind them, and the illusion of an actual 
race is created. And Neil Burgess’ income 
continues.

The manner of the thing changes, but the 
soul of it remains the same. The faithful 
Adam of “As You Like It" reappears on 
the stage, but he no longer offers to his sud- 
denly impoverished master the hoarded 
wages of a lifetime, with such eloquent words 
as: 

“ The thrifty hire I saved under your father, 
Which I did store, to be my foster nurse 
When service should in my old limbs lle 

lame.”’ 

The Adamly faithful Lucinda in “ The Girl 
and the Gambler”’’ says nothing like that 
when she comes to the aid of the beggare“ 
heroine who has been her gentle mistress. 
She comes to the pcint straight and quick. 
Hal Reid gives us action where Will Shak- 
speare gave us language. Lucinda is the de- 
voted old negro servant if a family that a 
pair of villains, assorted male and female, 
disrupt by making the head of it throw his 
wife and daughter out of doors. The younger 
daughter is beloved of her audiences because 
she is their pet Florence Girl-with-the-Dia- 
mondé-Dress Bindley, besides possessing in 
the fiction all the virtue and vivacity of the 
soubrette heroine, who comes to her father’s 
door to beg food for her starving mother, and 
help to keep her fallen sister from death by 
black cloakitis. Her father would soften, 
but the adventuress congeals him with a 
siren gaze, so that he gives a bunch of mine 
shares to her and nothing but inedile scorn 
to his child. Thereupon, the bad one peals a 
single bill off the most insultingly big green 
roll that ever I saw on the 

“ Here, my girl,” she cries, “ you used to 
try to sing. Amuse me and you may have

that for your starving mother.” 

And how she did sneer. Amuse her? She 
would have been harder to entertain than 
the sphinx or a Broadway first nighter. You 
may think that the virtuous maiden refused 
the sinner's tainted money, but bear in mind 
that she was a singing soubrette, also, and 
mustn't let a song remain overdue to the 


‘audience. So Florence Bindley sang “ Annie 


Laurie’ in a way that made the siren’s $2 
seem too low a price, and the audience's 
quartera and half dollars positive insulte. 
That was the ballad with which her mother 
had won her father’s heart, and now the ad- 
venturess was put to her stumps to keep him 
from falling to ft again. But she was wise 
to the enchantment racket and able to double 
cross the tender memory kibosh. Those are 
phrases of criticism which may puzzle you 

but would be full of meaning to that audi- 
ence. 

Just here the Afric faced but Adam hearted 
Lucinda got Into action. “ Do you see that 
hump?” she asked, pulling up her skirts to 
show two stockings, one of which had a big 
lump. “ Dat’s ma honest money, an’ item 
youahs, honey, all youahs.”

One of those divans that encircle a hist 
centerpiece is in a drawing room tn “ Pane 
handle Pete,” and I wondered why, untf?

So there is the tramp 
juggler, repeating his dexterous tricks and 
Se bm antics, besides having a spell of 
monologue filled with jokes on matrimony, 
and another spell of parodies of popular 
ballads. His faithful adherents iaugh 
loyally at every old thing he does, even to 
striking a match on his unshaven chin and 
talking with his mouth crammed with bread. 
Nevertheless, they laugh a lot more at th> 
hatpin stuck through his ear. And then. 
again, when he induces unsuspecting girls 
to stand over the grating of a subway venti- 
lator, so that the draft blows their skirts over 
their heads, the glee is hilarious. That device 
is taken from a recent Broadway play, and It 
isn't polite, but it proves that, while some 
folks will laugh at stale fun, those same folks 
will laugh harder and longer when the fun 
ie fresh.

Genius of Actors 
Has Wide Range. 


Since the days of David Garrick the stage 

has been graced by many men and women 
who have possessed accomplishments of va- 
riety and worth. In the ranks of our best 
known players are to be found expert archi- 
tects. fencers, authors, playwrights, yachts- 
men. business men, and inventors. 

This is a great tribute to their industry, for 
there are few businesses in which it is neces- 
gary to give up so much of one’s time to one’s 
work. The actor has no “ day off.”” Inall 
but exceptional cases he works every night 
and at least one afternoon a week. In addi- 
tion to this he has morning rehearsals, inter- 
views with costumers, photographers, man- 
agers, agents, and traveling toattendto. He 
may be said to be at home only during the 
summer months. It has become hard for him 
to be at home even then, because of the vast 
increase in the number of profitable summer 
engagements. 

—~o- 

Yet we see Richard Mansfield not only act- 
ing himself but selecting his own companies 
and plays,: directing his performances and 
his rehearsals, and having time to master 
French. Italian, Latin, German, and Greek. 
He paints, too, as Joseph Jefferson painted, 
and he writes monologues. 

William Gillette not only acts himself but 
he writes the plays he acts and he directs 
them. He is an expert yachtsman, and his 
acumen in business is shown by the fact that 
he is part owner of one of the best paying 
medicines on the market. He has also in- 
vented and patented a burglar proof window 
out of which he has made considerable 
money. 

May Irwin is not. only one of the funniest 
women on the stage but she is one of the 
shrewdest real estate operators in New York. 
In that city she owns much property and 
geveral profitable apartment buildings. 
James Britt, who stepped to the stage from 
the prize som invested his large éarnings 
in San Francisco apartment houses, and by 
this time probably wishes he hadn't.

Francis Wilson has found time to act al- 
most continuously and to write books as well, 
Joseph Jefferson was an author. Mrs. Gil- 
bert wrote her reminiscences, and Richard 
Mansfield is now at work upon his memoirs. 
Modjeska owns and operates a large ranch 
in California and is again upon the stage. 
Lotta Crabtree, who made barrels of money 
as a soubrette, found that her investments 
had made her so much money that s6he had 
to retire frem the stage to take care of them. 
Clay Clement, the actor, not only writes 
plays but is a stock broker as well. This 
fall he will quit selling stock and reappear 
in a play that he wrote himself with John 
McGovern, the lecal poet. Lloyd Bingham, 
husband of Amelia Bingham, has been on 
the stock exchange in New York. Hall Mc- 
Allister, a popular young actor and the 
nephew of the late Ward McAllister, was a 
lawyer in San Francisco before he adopted 
the stage as a profession. Joseph Kilgour 
was in business in Chicago before he went 
on the stage. Afterward he returned to busi- 
ness for a while, as ** Bob ’’ Hilliard did, and, 
like Hiliiard, returned to the footlights. 

George M. Cohan, a @ynamo of energy. 
writes plays for himself and others, acts, 
writes songs, directs the stage, and makes 
a fortune. This would be plenty of work 
for three ordinary men. Cohan still has 
time to edit a weekly newspaper and to su- 
perintend the education that a French gov- 
erness is giving to his child. 

Wilton Lackaye finds time to be one of 
the greatest character actors in the world, 
to. write dramas, and to be a remarkably 
cleVer poet. 

Actors of quality study continually. One 
eollects rare china. Another has butterflies 
for a hobby. Clyde Fitch has lace. Some 
actors take up correspondence courses for 
which they expect to have little use, but 
which they take for the mental training. 
They probably are as busy as any other class 
of men, and yet they seldom make use of the 
threadbare excuse, ‘‘I haven't time.”’ They 
fay that it is by having time that one suc- 
ceeds, and that if there is no time time ought 
te be made.

Sarah Bernhardt always has been a “ star 
advertiser.”’ At first she had a pet lion, 
then she purchased an elegant coffin, which 
she keeps in her house at Paris. .ser picture 
taken in the coffin was published in many 
magazines. The receipts of Bernhardt’s last 
tour in this country were colossal. Having 
the doors of’ many theaters closed to her and 
in consequence being compelled to give 
performances in canvas tents was the best 
advertisement she could have had. 

“I do hope we shall have no more of that 
vulgar advertising,’’ was the way Mrs. Pat 
Campbell expressed herself before making 
a tour of this country, but when she learned 
how much advertising affécted the box office 
receipts she changed her mind. She brought 
with her a little pet dog and her inability to 
get into many hotels furnished Mrs. Camp- 
bell with much free advertising.

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NEW STANDARD has been set for the first-class hotels of Chicago by 
the New Brevoort, which was opened to the public recently by the 
owners, Messrs. A. D. Hannah and David Hogg, under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Arthur M. Grant. 

This is Chicago’s Twentieth Century hotel—the first strictly new 
building of its kind erected in this city within ten years. Modern ‘in 
every detail, this palatial hostelry will bid for the favor of its former guests and seek 

a new patronage with facilities equaled by no other hotel in the city. In planning to 

secure this increased business, the owners of the New Brevoort, call attention to a 

feature of the building which appeals most strongly to the traveling public— 

namely, the fact that this is a model of the most recent development of fireproof 


construction. 3 
While making ample provision for the safety of the patrons, the owners have 
sacrificed nothing that would add to their comfort. . To the commercial man, the 
shopper, or the family spending a few days in town, as well as to the permanent 
guest, there are offered all the conveniences of home with none of its vexations. 
Representing an outlay of $1,500,000, -the New Brevoort stands today as.an insti- 
tutich of which Chicago may well be proud. The structure was planned by and

The New Brevoort has all the ible cinieth ts that make for 
success. In the four.essential particulars of a hotel's attrac- 
tiveness—namely, location, truction, equipment, and serv- 


Iding on Madison Street—one block from the 
City Hall—is far from the rumble of trains, and yet within 
easy reach of all-depots. It is closer to the main trunk lines 
of the surface and elevated traction roads than any other first 
class hotel, and has easier access, to the business and amuse- 
ment center of the city. It is in the very heart of the financial 
district. Car lines passing the hotel entrance lead to the city’s 
principal parks, clubs, churches, and residence quarters. 

A dignity of treatment prevails in all the architectural 
work. Unessential frills are absent from all 350 guest rooms, 
and yet each is a model for comfort and safety. The prin- 
cipal endeavor of the designers. was to assure protection 
of the occupants, and the term “absolutely fireproof” was 
never used with truer meaning with respect to a hotel building. 


IDEAL GONSTRUCTION 


Floors in the rooms and corridors throughout are made 
of polished cement, on which the carpets are spread. ‘The 
stairways, with treads of inlaid rubber, are built of steel and 
concrete, and the balustrades of bronze, while fireproof glass 
is used in every window. The only wood in the building is 
that in the doors and casings. There are two flights of stairs 
from the first to the top floor, and three passenger elevators 
and one service elevator make this means of perpendicular 
transit complete. In fact, from the bottom of its stone caissons, 
starting 95 feet below the level of the street, up through its 
fifteen stories, containing more than 20,000 tons of steel, terra 
ra Ma ig brick, the ideal in hotel construction has been at- 
tained. 

The elevator system itself merits a word of special descrip- 
tion. The New Brevoort elevators are of the latest. plunger 
type built by the Standard Plunger Elevator Company of New 
York City—the first of the kind installed in Chicago. These 
elevators haye shown such surprising superiority that numerous 
hotels and office buildings in New York and the east are 
superseding their former plants by these machines. Instead 
of suspending the car from above by cables winding on wheels 
or drums, this type of elevator supports it from beneath by 
a steel plunger operated by hydraulic pressure, thus ing 
a falling wreck impossible and securing a perfection of control 
hitherto unattainable. The rapid development of this type 
of elevator by the Standard Plunger Elevator Company is 
the most significant advance ever made in the history of ele- 
vator engineering, and has initiated a new era in the art of 
vertical transportation. 

The stately exterior of the building, which rises to a height 
of 175 feet above the sidewalk in Madison » gives 
promise of the attractions within. The front of ‘the hotel is 
a model of the simplicity and strength of construction to be 
found throughout, showing a sensible blending of the utilitarian 
with the artistic. 

Viewed from the sidewalk, the main entrance is an in- 
troduction to the interior splendor. With its walls of white 
marble, and its dazzling ceiling and frieze of glazed mosaic 
tiling, wrought in tasteful design, this doorway gives a treat 
for the eyes. Entering the lobby with its decorations of ivory 
and gold and its costly paintings and furniture, the visitor is 
struck by the. artistic arrangement. An impression of ample 
space is given, and yet the look of coziness is not disturbed. 
It is a cheerful rendezvous for visitors to the city. 


BRILLIANT ROTUNDA 

To the left is the clerk’s desk. and the office, and to the 
right the elevators and stairway leading to the mezzanine floor. 
This floor, overlooking the rotunda of the hotel, is fitted up 
for a ladies’ rest room with comfortable chairs and settees. 
All the office furniture is of mahogany. The marble work 
here and elsewhere in the building was furnished and set in 
place by the Peoria Stone and Marble Works, while the rich 
mosaics and tile throughout, including the mosaic mat at the 
main entrance, were provided and laid by the George H. Rees 
Co. The guests’ register rests on a counter top of pure onyx 
inlaid with ivory and gold, while all metal work is of green 
bronze. Comfortable chairs around the office invite the caller 
to be at ease. Soft shaded incandescent lights are fitted nicely 
into the ceilings and pillars. The entire rotunda is finished in 
modern French style of the Florentine renaissance —a period 
which lends itself to a happy blending of ease and luxury. 


THE GRILL ROOM 
Adjoining the lobby on the north is the Grill Room. 


Here. too, the same high standard of decorative work is main- 
tained. The series of oil paintings on the four walls repre- 
sent a royal feast and its preparation in early Tyrolean times. 
On the east wall is a banquet scene, showing a feudal lord 
in the center of his feast, surrounded. by his courtiers, enter- 
taining a visiting knicht. On the north wall are depicted a 
courtyard and exterior of a castle, with some huntsmen bring- 
ing home trophies of the hunt. On the south wall are repre- 
sented peasants plowing the earth and gathering products of 
the field. The west wall shows groups of peasants tending 
an orchard, and shepherd boys guarding a flock. Every 
detail in these designs is accurate, exhibiting careful study of 
medieval costumes and history. .This-room, as well as the 
restaurant, was decorated by Marshall Field & Co. 

Set into the west wall is a window of art glass representing 
important Scottish shields and coats of arms. Above this

THE MOORISH BUFFET 

Passing into the next room the guest enters the Moorish 
Buffet. Here the height of splendor, Oriental in-its ex- 
travagance, is attained. The electrical illumination effec 
are dazzling, and there is no comparison in richness except with 
a room in one of the imperial palaces of an Indian Maharaja. 
Moorish arches surround the twenty-four sided room, in the 
center of which is the bar with its glittering front of opalescent, 
iridescent and gold glass mosaic of elaborate design. Cut glass 
treasures rise from the center of the bar, and another rare 
effect is added by the illuminated hand rail. Mirrors and 
leather settees are on all sides of the room, and the Oriental 
lavishness of the designers is augmented by the gorgeous ceiling 
with its lighted domes and hanging lamps. A beautiful study 
in art glass is shown on one of the wall panels, depicting a 
dancing girl, This, as well as the decorative domes and the 
glass mosaic front of the bar, is a sample of the fine work of 


the Linden Glass Co. The room was designed and furnished 


by the Brunswick-Balke-Collender Company. 


THE RESTAURANT — A RAINBOW ROOM. 


The main restaurant, aptly called the Rainbow Room— 
is reached by the elevators as well as by two broad flights of 
marble stairs, one leading from the lobby and the other from 
the street entrance. This room derives its name from the un- 
usual placing of colors in the mural decorations. The artist 
has run the range of the chromatic scale in a series of paint- 
ings, from the orange and yellow hues, through greens and 


blues, to the violet and purple, and the arrangement of these | 


is such as to suggest the cheerfulness of the rainbow. In the 
decorations of the restaurant the artist, in a pictorial way, 
relates how all portions of the earth contribute to the pleas- 
ures of the dining table. In all these mural paintings the 
colors harmonize nicely, producing a~general effect restful to 
the senses. The paintings are the work of Messrs. H. G. 
Maratta, Edmund P. Kellogg, and Roy L. Terwilliger, of 
Marshall Field & Co. Being located in the center of the thea- 
ter district, no place could be more convenient or satisfactory 
than this for after-theater parties. The dishes and other crock- 
ery, including a special pattern of the famous Lambert china- 


ware, were provided by Albert Pick & Co., while the silver- - 


ware for the house was supplied by the Gorham Company. 
Among the oil paintings in the rotunda and the main 
corridors of the hotel are several art treasures. Occupying 
the north panel in the lobby is a large painting, “ Treasury 
of the World,” by Frank Bromley, deceased, and Frank 
Russell Green. This was one of Bromley’s masterpieces, 
and was much sought after by art institutions. Among the 
other canvases are: Bryson’s “Dance of the Nymphs,” Prof. 


Mulvaney’s “Two Governors,” Peeble’s “After the Bath,” - 


and Ro nce Beauty,” Bromley’s “Mount Hood,” and 
Green's “Time and Place.” 
THE GUEST ROOMS 


Guest rooms occupy all the floors from the second to the ia 


top. Each of these is an outside room and two hundred have 
baths connecting. All bath and toilet rooms are finished in 
marble; mosaic, and mahogany, while the fixtures are of solid 
porcelain. Throughout the building all connecting rooms 
have doors hung on both sides of the jamb, thus shutting out 
all noise. The entire tenth floor is arranged for sample rooms, 
in which the representatives of commercial houses may display 
their wares. In every room there is a long-distance telephone 


with the different departments of the hotel. The entire elec- 
trical equipment, including electric light, power and fire alarm, 
was installed by L. K. Comstock & Co. of New York, one 
of the best known firms of electrical engineers in the country. 
The gas and electric fixtures throughout the building were 
supplied by the Acme Metal Manufacturing Company. 


BAGHELOR APARTMENTS 


A new idea of the Brevoort equipment are the ‘Bachelor 
Apartments,” fifty in number, on the eleventh and twelfth 
floors. These rooms are divided into suites connected by 


private corridors with a bath, giving additional privacy to the 


occupants. Every guest room in the building is fitted out with 
mahogany furniture and beds of brass. Another exclusive 
feature of the New Brevoort is the arrangement by which 
quarters for the hotel servants are located in a separate 
building. 

Facing the elevators at each floor landing is a cozy nook 
furnished with sofas, chairs, pictures and mirrors. .In every 
detail: of equipment the hotel owners have maintained the 


highest standard. The barber shop and manicure rooms on 


the main floor are the most completely equipped in Chicago. 
The ventilating and heating plants are uns , the best 
illustration of this fact being given in the lobby and the mam 
restaurant, where, by a new device, the temperature is k 
normal all the time without the use of radiators. The pl 

ing and house drainage furnished by M. J. Corboy are a 
guarantee of the sanitary perfection of this detail. Fresh air 
is a feature of the strueture, and the drinking water, supplied 
from the hotel’s own well, 1298 feet deep, is unsurpassed 
for purity.

A well trained corps of 
servants will attend to every want of the guests. In every
